To  the  Board  of  Education: 

Gentlemen. — This,  the  twenty-seventh  annual  report  I  have 
had  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  authorities  having  charge  of  the 
public  schools  of  this  city,  will  disclose  briefly  the  working  of 
the  many  activities  that  constituted  the  operation  and  determined 
the  condition  and  progress  of  the  schools  during  the  past  year. 

The  experience  of  another  year  has  confirmed  my  conviction  that 
a  Board  of  Education  small  in  number  is  more  efficient  in  per- 
forming its  administrative  work  than  even  a  moderately  larger 
one.  The  small  board  is  really  more  deliberate  in  action,  because 
three  men  can  look  at  a  question  from  all  points  of  view  more 
thoroughly  in  five  minutes  than  could  seven  or  twelve  in  as  many 
hours  and  since  it  acts  as  a  whole  on  all  matters,  it  is  not  subject 
to  the  delays  inevitably  connected  with  the  committee  system. 
The  small,  everyday  needs  of  the  schools,  which  are,  after  all, 
just  as  important,  if  not  more  important,  than  the  larger  plans 
that  are  more  likely  to  fill  the  public  eye,  have  never  been  so 
promptly  met,  so  cheerfully  filled,  as  they  are  to-day.  None  the 
less  have  the  larger  needs  been  cared  for.  The  school  buildings 
are  now  in  excellent  repair,  a  number  of  important  improvements 
has  been  accomplished,  and  the  physical  comfort  and  convenience 
of  pupils  and  teachers  have  been  enhanced  as  far  as  the  funds 
available  would  permit.     Your  prompt  action  in  these  matters 

2 — E 
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has  been  a  spur  to  pupils,  teachers,  principals,  and  to  your  admin- 
istrative and  supervising  officers,  who  have  responded  on  all 
hands  to  your  efforts  in  their  behalf  by  renewed  zeal  and  vigor 
in  their  several  stations. 

Attendance  and  Accommodations. 

The  total  registration  (duplications  deducted)  was  12,912,  an 
increase  of  53;  the  average  membership  was  11,227,  an  increase 
of  478,  and  the  average  attendance  was  10,624,  an  increase  of  450. 
The  increases  in  membership  and  average  attendance  show  a  com- 
mendable improvement  in  regularity,  attributable  in  part  to  a 
vigorous  enforcement  of  the  compulsory  law,  though  more 
largely,  I  believe,  to  the  increasing  intelligence,  and  wisdom 
of  parents  and  the  attractiveness  of  the  modern  school.  The  sev- 
eral schools  in  the  southern  section  of  the  city  were  attended  by 
more  pupils  than  ever  before  in  their  history,  the  cause  being  a 
considerable  influx  of  immigrants.  All  pupils  that  applied  for  ad- 
mission were  accommodated ;  but  should  there  be  a  corresponding 
increase  next  year  the  capacity  of  these  buildings  will  be  severely 
tried,  if  not  exceeded. 

As  was  stated  in  last  year's  report,  School  No.  4  has  been  over- 
crowded in  all  its  grades  up  to  and  including  the  sixth.  The  one 
room  now  unoccupied  will  necessarily  be  put  into  use  this  fall, 
and  it  is  clear  that,  in  that  growing  neighborhood,  the  building 
will  soon  thereafter  be  too  small  to  take  care  of  the  children  in 
its  district.  In  fact,  many  young  children  in  the  extreme  western 
part  of  the  district  are  now  deprived  of  the  instruction  they  are 
entitled  to. 

With  wise  forethought,  the  city  authorities  have  already  pur- 
chased an  excellent  site  for  a  new  building  on  North  Allen  street, 
not  far  from  the  junction  of  Western  and  Madison  avenues,  and 
have  authorized  the  raising  of  funds  for  its  erection,  which  should 
be  liberal  enough  to  permit  the  most  approved  forms  of  school 
construction  to  be  used. 

A  school  building  should  have  a  plain,  though  not  ugly,  exterior, 
with  little  ornamentation.     The  money  thus  saved  can  better  be 
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spent  in  providing  a  more  convenient  and  more  beautiful  interior 
for  the  children  who  must  spend  so  large  a  share  of  their  live9 
there,  during  the  period  when  the  impressions  made  by  their  sur- 
roundings have  a  lasting  effect  in  the  formation  of  the  habits  and 
tastes  that  go  so  far  in  determining  character. 

One  great  step  in  advance  in  schoolhouse  construction  lately 
adopted  and  widely  approved  is  the  removal  of  all  closets  and  their 
accessories,  that  are  often  termed  somewhat  vaguely  the  sanitaries, 
from  the  basement  and  placing  them  in  small  groups  on  the  same 
floors  of  the  building  as  the  schoolrooms  where  their  use  may  be 
supervised  constantly  by  the  teachers  and  the  principals.  This 
plan  removes  at  once  many  of  the  problems  relating  to  decency, 
good  morals  and  good  manners  that  have  perplexed  and  discom- 
fited school  managers.  The  closets  should  be  placed  at  the  rear 
of  the  building  and  still  be  a  part  of  it,  so  as  to  allow  ready 
access  and  adequate  heat  and  ventilation.  They  should  not  be 
placed  in  a  separate  building,  because  such  an  arrangement  would 
be  vastly  mere  inconvenient  and  less  easy  of  supervision  than 
when  in  the  basement. 

The  installation  of  sanitaries  as  above  suggested  would  leave 
in  the  basement  a  large,  well-lighted  and  smooth-floored  apartment 
for  the  exercises  in  physical  culture  recognized  everywhere  as  in- 
dispensable in  the  proper  education  of  children.  Our  teachers 
are  trained  to  conduct  these  exercises  and  thev  do  so  as  well  as 
r Ik*  restrictions  of  furniture  and  a  due  regard  for  their  neighbors 
in  adjoining  classrooms,  whose  orderly  procedures  would  be  un- 
duly interrupted  by  the  freedom  of  movement  and  action  so  essen- 
tial to  healthful  exercise,  will  permit.  With  the  basement  open 
for  their  use,  entire  classes,  or  even  two  or  three  classes,  can  be 
given  full  scope  for  the  great  variety  of  movements  so  important 
for  good  physical  development,  from  which  they  are  now  debarred. 

Again  there  would  be  ample  room  in  the  basement  for  bathing 
facilities.  The  step  towards  cleanliness  taken  by  the  Pioard  two 
yeen;  ago  in  providing  soap  and  towels  for  the  use  of  the  children 
has  proved  to  be  an  untold  blessing.  It  only  remains  to  provide 
full  bathing  facilities,  as  is  now  so  generally  done  in  the  more

progressive  cities,  in  order  to  complete  the  means  most  necessary 
for  the  physical  education  of  the  children  attending  our  public 
schools. 

I  have  presented  these  considerations  in  favor  of  a  new  location 
for  the  sanitaries  because  I  feel  that  they  are  highly  important.  It 
seems  to  me  that  a  moment's  reflection  will  bring  the  hearty  ap- 
proval of  the  plan  from  all  who  are  interested  in  the  physical  and 
moral  welfare  of  the  children. 

The  system  of  heating  and  ventilating  established  in  the  last  two 
buildings  erected,  Nos.  12  and  9,  has  proved  to  be  effective  and 
may  well  be  adopted  for  the  new  school  without  radical  change, 
unlcfp  it  should  be  deemed  wise  to  use  hot  water  instead  of  steam 
as  the  vehicle  for  conveying  heat.  The  use  of  hot  water  is  now 
preferred  by  some  who  had  long  and  varied  experience  in  school 
heating,  Localise  it  is  so  much  less  liable  to  great  variations  in 
temperature  than  steajn,  will  persist  in  its  heat  radiating  qualities 
much  longer,  and  can  be  raised  in  temperature  much  more  quickly 
and  economically.  The  objection  to  the  use  of  hot  water  that,  if 
neglected,  it  may  cool  so  much  as  to  freeze  and  burst  the  radiators 
applies  also  to  steam.  Such  an  accident  can  occur  in  either  case 
only  through  the  incompetence  of  the  janitor,  or  his  failure  to 
perform  hi3  duties  properly. 

Compulsory  Attendance. 

The  experience  of  the  past  year  confirms  the  opinion  heretofore 
expressed  that  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  the  compul- 
sory education  act  is  becoming  less  difficult  year  by  year  because 
it  is  supported  by  a  public  sentiment  that  grows  steadily  stronger 
as  the  appreciation  of  its  beneficient  purposes  becomes  more  and 
more  widespread  in  the  community. 

The  number  of  cases  investigated  was  152  greater  than  last 
year.  The  iucreavse  is  due  to  the  compulsory  attendance  required 
at  evening  schools  under  the  provisions  added  by  the  Legislature 
in  1903  and  which  went  into  effect  in  September  of  that  year. 
This  feature  of  the  work  will  be  discussed  under  the  topic, 
Evening  Schools.     Two  hundred  sixty-two  children  who  were 
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not  attending  were  placed  in  schools;  one  hundred  sixteen  ille- 
gally employed  and  one  hundred  eighty-three  truants  were  re- 
turned to  regular  attendance,  and  four  truants  who  proved  not  to 
he  amenable  to  ordinary  measures  were  sent  to  institutions;  one 
less  than  in  the  previous  year.

The  ungraded  school  perfoimed  well  its  reformatory  work  dur- 
ing the  year.  Had  this  school  done  nothing  more  than  to  deter  its 
wayward  attendants  from  truancy  and  misconduct  it  would  have 
many  times  repaid  its  very  moderate  cost.  It  has  not  only  fully 
reformed  and  rehabilitated  hundreds  and  saved  scores  from  com- 
mitment to  places  of  confinement  far  distant  from  their  homes,  but 
has  also  kept  the  majority  well  up  in  their  studies  and  returned 
them  to  their  regular  classes  with  comparatively  little  loss  in 
progress.  Thirty-six  truants  and  thirty-one  insubordinates  were 
sent  to  ihe  school  during  the  year  and  sixteen  were  carried  over 
from  the  year  before;  making  the  total  enrollment  seventy. 
Three  failed  to  report.  The  actual  enrollment  was  sixty-seven. 
The  management  of  the  school  and  the  instruction  given  are 
worthy  of  special  commendation. 

I  regret  that  the  establishment  of  an  adequate  course  in  manual 
training  in  this  school  where  its  benefits  would  be  so  marked, 
has  been  prevented  by  lack  of  funds.  I  renew  my  recommendation 
that  a  complete  plant  be  installed  as  soon  as  practicable. 
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Admission  to  IIigh  School. 

Four  hundred  seventy-eight  (478)  pupils  were  admitted  to  the 
incoming  class  of  the  High  School  in  June  last.  Four  hundred 
seventy-one  (471)  were  promoted  from  the  public  schools  on 
recommendation  of  their  teachers  and  seven  (7)  from  other  schools 
were  admitted  on  examination.  The  new  class  is  thirty-eight  (38) 
larger  than  any  previously  admitted.  It  is  clear  that  the  seating 
and  recitation  room  capacity  of  the  school  will  be  quite  inadequate 
and  that  measures  must  be  taken  soon  either  for  the  enlargement 
of  the  prasent  building  or  the  erection  of  another. 

So  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  no  deterioration  has  appeared  in 
the  scholastic  preparation  of  the  pupils  promoted  by  recommenda- 
tion as  compared  with  those  heretofore  advanced  on  examination. 
On  the  contrary  the  average  of  preparedness  seems  to  be  higher.

The  large  increase  noted  was  chiefly  due  to  the  compulsory 
attendance  of  boys  between  14  and  16  years,  although  the  hand- 
some advance  of  164  in  the  evening  high  school  enrollment  gives 
pleasing  evidence  of  the  continued  and  growing  interest  in  the 
courses  there  offered,  especially  in  view  of  the  entirely  voluntary 
nature  of  the  attendance. 
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The  number  of  pupils  taking  the  several  subjects  taught  in  the 
evening  high  school  for  the  session  just  begun  is:  bookkeeping, 
102;  stenography,  129;  drawing,  41;  advanced  English,  28;  Ger- 
man, 39;  French,  28;  Latin,  14;  algebra,  12;  geometry,  7;  phys- 
ics, 15 ;  and  chemistry,  7.  A  pupil  is  permitted  to  take  two  sub- 
jects. The  great  majority  take  one  only,  because  the  limited  time 
prevents  the  proper  preparation  and  recitation  of  a  second.  It 
will  be  observed  that  what  are  considered  aa  the  more  practical 
subjects  are  pursued  by  the  larger  number  of  pupils.  The  number 
studying  languages,  mathematics  and  sciences  show  clearly,  never- 
theless, that  there  is  a  constant  demand  for  a  broad  curriculum  and 
fully  justifies  the  determination  of  the  Board  that  the  students  of 
the  evening  high  school  shall  have  every  reasonable  opportunity 
to  study  whatever  they  wish. 

The  most  interesting  and  the  most  trying  feature  of  the  elemen- 
tary evening  schools  was  the  enforced  attendance  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  compulsory  law.     An  additional  school  was  opened 
in  School  No.  12  for  the  accommodation  of  those  who  live  in  the 
western  part  of  the  city.     Publicity  of  the  requirement  of  attend- 
ance on  the  part  of  boys  between  14  and  16  years,  who  were  legally 
employed,  but  had  not  completed  an  elementary  school  course,  was 
given  through  advertisements  and  through  the  courtesy  of  the  press. 
As  a  consequence,  the  attendance  was  at  first  very  large,  and  was 
satisfactorily  regular  during  the  month  of  September.     When  the 
certificates  of  attendance  for  that  month  were  issued  and  filed  with 
their  employers,  very  many  of  the  boys,  in  spite  of  warnings  con- 
tinually given,  seemed  to  believe  that  they  had  complied  with  the 
law  and  ceased  to  attend.     At  the  close  of  October  these  boys  were 
without  certificates  and  their  employers  were  notified  by    the 
attendance  officers  to  discharge  them.     This  created  consternation 
among  the  delinquents,  who  rapidly  resumed  attendance  with  fair 
regularity.     Many  boys  who  failed  to  comply  with  the  law  were 
subsequently  discharged  and  compelled  to  resume  attendance  in 
the  day  schools.     The  attendance  officers  were  kept  exceedingly 
busy  in  following  up  these  cases,  and  my  office  hours  were  largely 
taken  up  with  the  same  work.     It  was  a  campaign  of  education 
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which  was  successful  in  impressing  upon  the  minds  of  both  the 
boys  and  their  employers  that  the  law  must  be  obeyed.  I  believe 
the  attendance  will  be  far  more  regular  next  year  and  that  the 
administration  of  the  law  will  consume  less  time-  Commendation 
is  due  to  the  employers  of  the  boys  concerned.  With  a  very  few 
exceptions,  the  employers  from  the  start  co-operated  heartily  with 
the  school  officials  in  securing  regular  attendance,  and  even  those 
who  at  first  were  inclined  to  resent,  if  not  defy,  the  operation  of 
the  law,  came  to  admit  its  benefits  and  to  give  willing  support  to 
its  enforcement  Considering  the  time  that  could  be  given  by  the 
attendance  officers  to  the  evening  schools  without  neglecting  their 
duties  in  relation  to  the  day  pupils,  the  work  of  putting  into  effect 
an  untried  system  was  reasonably  successful.  With  the  experience 
gained  and  the  wider  dissemination  of  knowledge  of  the  purposes 
and  the  requirements  of  the  law,  I  am  confident  it*  will  be  much 
more  easily  and  successfully  administered  next  year.  The  adop- 
tion by  the  Board  of  the  suggestion  that  the  elementary  evening 
schools  be  closed  during  the  month  of  December  so  that  the  boys 
may  have  opportunity  to  obtain  evening  employment  during  the 
holiday  season  promises  to  render  them  more  content  to  attend 
regularly  during  the  months  of  January,  February,  September, 
October  and  November,  which  will  hereafter  constitute  the  evening 
school  term.  The  instruction  in  the  evening  schools  will,  in  the 
main,  be  given  by  teachers  of  the  day  schools,  who  should  be  able 
to  make  the  sessions  more  attractive  and  profitable  than  in  the 
immediate  past 

Revised  Course  of  Study. 

The  tentative  use  of  the  new  course  of  study  during  the  past 
year  proved  its  main  features  to  be  a  decided  improvement  upon 
the  one  it  displaced.  After  several  changes,  principally  verbal, 
except  as  to  the  course  in  English,  had  been  made,  the  entire  course 
was  formally  adopted  by  the  Board  and  will  be  put  into  full  opera- 
tion in  September.  The  teachers  and  the  principals  generally 
report  the  course  to  be  a  good  working  one,  especially  the  portions 
that  pertain  to  numbers  and  geography.  The  course  in  English 
was  re-written  to  a  considerable  extent  and  has  not  been  used  in  its 
amended  form. 
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The  adoption  of  a  four  years'  commercial  course  in  the  High 
School  has  placed  that  iuslitulion  in  line  with  the  leading  high 
schools  of  tin.  country  and  has  opened  to  its  students  new  avenues 
of  preparation  for  the  active  pursuits  of  life.  The  press  of  this 
city  has  strongly  commended  this  action  and  our  citizens  generally 
have  approved  highly  the  course  of  the  Board  in  thus  meeting  one 
of  the  educational  demands  of  the  day. 

Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition. 

The  exhibit  sent  by  the  schools  of  this  city  to  the  Louisiana 
Purchase  Exposition  at  St.  Louis  consisted  of  the  following :

Seven  (7)  portfolios  showing  work  of  pupils  of  the  Department 
of  Kindergartning  of  the  Teachers'  Training  School. 

One  (1)  volume  of  discussions  by  pupils  of  the  Teachers'  Train- 
ing School. 

Fourteen  (14)  photographs  illustrating  Kindergartning. 

Sixteen  (16)  photographs  illustrating  Girls'  Manual  Training, 
High  School. 

Fifteen  (15)  photographs  illustrating  Boys'  Manual  Training, 
High  School. 

Three  (3)  photographs  illustrating  Teachers'  Training  School. 

Five  (5)  photographs  illustrating  chemical,  physical  and  draw- 
ing laboratories. 

The  exhibit  was,  naturally,  highly  commended  by  Albanians 
who  attended  the  exposition.  The  Kindergarten  exhibit  was  pre- 
sented to  Argentina  at  tho  earnest  solicitation  of  the  accredited 
representative  of  that  country.  The  rest  of  the  exhibit  will  be 
sent  to  Portland,  Oregon,  to  l>e  displayed  at  the  Lewis  and  Clark 
Exposition  of  next  year. 

Albany  was  awarded  a  gold  medal  as  announced  in  the  follow- 
ing official  communication : 
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New  York  Exhibit,  Education  Department, 

World's  Fair,  St.  Louis,  October  8,  1904.

My  Dear  Mr.  Cole. — T  am  happy  to  advise  you  that  the  Inters 
national  Jury  has  awarded  a  gold  medal  to  the  public  school 
system  of  the  city  of  Albany,  in  Group  1,  Elementary  Education, 
and  Group  2,  Secondary  Education.  The  exhibit  has  been 
heartily  commended  not  only  by  the  juries,  but  by  those  who  have 
visited  us  from  time  to  time  during  the  summer.

General  Remarks  and  Suggestions. 

The  ordinance  of  the  Common  Council  directing  the  city  and 
the  school  authorities  to  furnish  text  books  to  the  pupils  of  all  the 
public  schools  was  carried  out  as  completely  as  possible  during  the 
past  year  and  on  the  opening  of  the  schools  this  fall  every  pupil 
will  be  equipped  with  books  at  the*  city's  expense,  except  those  in 
the  higher  elementary  grades  who  retain  and  use  the  books  pur- 
chased by  them  before  the  ordinance  was  passed.  The  schools  are 
benefited  largely  by  the  free  book  system  by  the  promptness  with 
which  the  classes  are  now  fully  organized.  The  time  saved  has 
been  of  exceeding  value  to  the  progress  of  the  pupils.  The  re- 
moval of  all  distinction  between  those  who  were  furnished  books 
and  those  whose  parents  purchased  them  has  had  its  due  moral 
effect,  by  placing  all  pupils  on  the  same  plane  of  democratic 
equality  in  respect  to  their  material  equipment. 

The  cost  for  the  first  year  was  $13,000,  an  average  of  $1,006 
for  each  pupil  enrolled.  The  total  and  the  average  cost  will  in- 
crease somewhat  during  the  next  two  or  throe  years  as  the  pupils 
who  still  use  their  own  books  pass  on  to  higher  grades.  The  maxi- 
mum cost  will  probably  be  reached  at  the  end  of  the  third  year; 
except  as  it  may  be  affected  by  increased  attendance. 

The  experimental  use  of  the  departmental  plan  of  teaching  in 
the  higher  elementary  grades  in  several  schools  was  so  generally 
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successful  that  the  Board  directed  that  plan  to  be  used  during  the 
coming  year  in  all  the  upper  classes  in  the  city,  except  in  buildings 
whoso  construction  would  make  the  administration  of  the  plan 
awkward  and  difficult.  The  necessary  changes  in  seating  and  the 
placing  of  signal  bells  were  accomplished  during  the  summer  vaca- 
tion. Eleven  schools  will  be  using  the  departmental  plan  at  the 
opening  in  September. 

The  operation  of  the  plan  during  the  past  year  is  fully  disclosed 
in  the  following  special  report  which  I  rendered  in  June  last : 

To  the  Board  of  Education: 

Gentlemen. — In  order  that  you  may  have  before  you  for  con- 
sideration the  question  of  extending  the  departmental  plan  of 
teaching  in  the  higher  grades  of  the  elementary  schools,  which  has 
been  in  use  in  four  schools  during  the  current  school  year,  to  the 
rest  of  the  schools  having  all  grades,  and  to  the  end  that  should 
you  decide  that  question  in  the  affirmative,  the  principals  of  the 
schools  affected  may  have  a  reasonable  period  in  which  to  make  a 
program  and  assign  teachers  to  take  charge  of  the  several  depart- 
ments before  the  opening  of  the  next  school  year,  I  have  sub- 
mitted the  following  queries  to  the  principals  concerned  and  have 
their  answers : 

1.  In  what  grades  have  you  used  the  departmental  plan  of  teach- 

ing? 
How  many  teachers  are  involved  ? 

2.  What  is  the  effect  on  the  teachers  ? 

a.  Interest  in  work  ? 

b.  Methods  of  teaching  ? 

3.  What  is  the  effect  on  pupils  ? 

a.  Interest  in  work  ? 
6.  Result  of  work  ? 

c.  Deportment? 

It  appears  that,  in  two  out  of  the  four  schools,  three  grades,  the 
sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  are  involved;  in  one,  four  grades,  the 
fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth ;  and  in  the  other,  the  fourth  to  the 
eighth  year  classes,  inclusive,  are  brought  under  the  plan.     In 
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School  No.  5,  there  are  three  teachers  engaged ;  in  No.  6,  twelve, 
and  in  Nos.  11  and  24,  four  each,  in  all  twenty-three. 

In  answer  to  the  second  question,  it  is  agreed  by  all  that,  while 
the  teachers  have  heretofore  shown  a  highly  commendable  interest 
in  their  work,  that  interest  has  been  so  concentrated  by  specializa- 
tion that  more  thorough  instruction  has  resulted,  and  that  the 
methods  of  teaching  have  decidedly  improved. 

I  quote  below  the  direct  answers  to  the  third  query : 

a.  "  Pupils  seem  to  show  a  more  wide-awake  interest  in  their 
work.  The  freshness  caused  by  a  change  of  teachers  lessens  the 
drudgery  and  routine." 

"  All  are  interested ;  except  a  few." 

"  As  is  well  known,  the  teacher  who  is  interested  in  her  subject 
infuses  a  degree  of  her  own  enthusiasm  into  the  minds  of  her 
pupils;  hence,  greater  interest  on  the  part  of  pupils  under  the 
new  plan  is  discernible." 

"  Increased  interest." 

b.  "  The  result  of  class  work  is  excellent  for  eighty  per  cent,  of 
the  pupils;  but  the  backward  and  indifferent  pupils  suffer  from 
lack  of  the  individual  inspiration  of  a  class  teacher.  The  bene- 
ficial effects  in  scholarship  can  not  be  fully  estimated  till  after 
three  years'  experience." 

"  Improvement  in  results." 
"  Good." 

"  The  results  of  the  work  compared  with  those  achieved  under 
the  old  organization  are  distinctly  favorable." 

c.  "  Good." 

"  Better  in  general." 

"  There  has  been  ample  opportunity  for  forming  a  correct  judg- 
ment as  to  how  the  changed  conditions  influence  in  the  matter  of 
deportment.  In  this  respect  the  results  show  that  the  fears  of 
some  were  groundless.  Indeed  the  relaxation  afforded  by  passing 
from  room  to  room  and  the  fact  that  as  a  result  of  the  change 
pupils  are  brought  face  to  face,  under  different  surroundings,  with 
a  new  mind  which  is  itself  refreshed  in  the  presence  of  a  new 
audience — all  these  things  are  a  preventive  of  many  problems  of

discipline  which  inevitably  arise  under  the  old  plan  of  organiza- 
tion. Baffling  cases  of  incorrigibility  have  been  successfully 
handled  under  the  new  order  of  things.  Pupils  pass  to  and  from 
rooms  in  an  orderly,  though  non-military,  manner,  frequently 
without  the  surveillance  of  teachers.  There  is  little  that  suggests 
restraint  of  any  kind  and  opportunities  of  self-direction  are  rarely 
abused. 

In  addition  to  the  answers  requested,  three  principals  suggest 
that,  in  view  of  their  special  qualifications  for  the  work  and  the 
greater  physical  strain,  the  departmental  teachers  deserve  in- 
creased pay.  No  one  asserts  that  the  health  of  any  teacher  has 
been  impaired.  It  is  the  opinion  of  two  of  the  principals  that  a 
convincing  comparison  of  the  results  of  the  new  plan  with  those 
of  the  old  can  not  now  be  made,  because  of  the  short  time  during 
which  the  new  plan  has  been  under  trial,  and  also  because  the 
work  this  year  has  been  complicated  by  the  change  from  a  nine- 
year  to  an  eight-year  course,  and  the  consequent  rearrangement  of 
classes.  A  just  comparison  can  not  be  made  until  the  new  plan 
has  been  in  operation  three  or  four  years. 

My  attention  is  also  directed  to  the  necessity  of  furnishing  the 
best  obtainable  substitutes  during  the  absences  of  departmental 
teachers. 

While  all  do  not  say  so  in  their  reports,  I  infer  that  each  of  the 
four  principals  desires  to  continue  the  use  of  the  plan  under  con- 
sideration. 

The  supervisors  of  drawing  and  music  have  reported  to  me  that 
the  pupils'  work  in  their  respective  departments  has  decidedly 
improved  under  the  new  plan. 

The  opinions  above  quoted  certainly  indicate  that  the  depart- 
mental plan  should  not  only  be  continued  in  the  schools  where  the 
trial  has  been  made,  but  also,  inferentially,  though  not  definitivelv, 
that  it  should  be  extended  to  all  the  schools  having  grades  above 
the  sixth  year. 

My  own  opinion  of  the  departmental  plan  of  teaching,  in  respect 
to  its  effects  on  the  intellectual  training  of  children,  has  been 
favorable  for  some  years.     The  only  doubt  I  have  had  has  been

lest  the  withdrawal  of  the  *  mothering '  of  the  same  teacher 
throughout  each  day  for  a  year  might  result  in  the  weakening  of 
the  influence  of  the  school  in  the  direction  of  character  building. 
The  observation  of  a  year  has  lessened  that  doubt,  however,  and 
should  a  longer  experience  confirm  the  impression  thus  made,  I 
shall  be  thoroughly  convinced. 

I  feel  that,  while  no  final  action  should  be  taken  until  the  ex- 
periment shall  have  been  tried  for  two  or  three  years,  the  new  plan 
should  now  be  put  in  operation  in  all  the  schools  having  grades 
above  the  sixth  year,  in  order  that  the  test  may  be  made  under 
all  the  varying  conditions  that  exist  in  our  schools.  Should  you 
adopt  this  suggestion,  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  some  shifting 
of  desks  in  several  schools  during  the  coming  vacation.  Steps 
should  also  be  taken  to  secure  the  services  of  substitutes  better 
prepared  to  take  charge  of  the  classes  of  departmental  teachers 
during  their  absences.  I  believe  that  by  insisting  that  when  an 
appointment  is  offered  to  the  person  standing  highest  on  the  Sub- 
stitute Corps,  it  should  be  accepted  or  declined  immediately,  that 
hereafter  all  who  are  prompted  to  the  Substitute  Corps  from  the 
Merit  List  shall  be  required  to  serve  as  substitutes,  and  the  fee  for 
reporting  be  increased  to  one  dollar  ($1)  a  day,  the  substitute 
service  would  be  greatly  improved,  also  that  better  service  would 
be  given  in  the  evening  schools,  should  you  decide  not  to  employ 
the  teachers  of  the  day  schools." 

A  school  garden  was  established  last  spring  at  No.  7.  The 
school  lot  in  the  rear  is  a  quite  steep  hillside  which  had  been  partly 
graded  and  partially  grassed,  but  presented,  generally,  a  mo^t 
forbidding  aspect,  bristling  with  a  rank  growth  of  weeds.  A  com- 
plete transformation  has  now  been  made.  Through  the  active 
interest  of  the  Board  and  the  assiduous  attention  of  the  principal 
this  desert  has  been  made  to  blossom  as  the  rose.  From  the  day 
when  the  contractor  completed  his  work  of  grading  and  of  estab- 
lishing a  sufficient  stratum  of  soil  above  the  mingled  ashes  and 
clay,  the  children  became  gardeners.  A  few  moments'  labor  of 
willing  hands  each  day  soon  so  changed  the  aspect  of  the  plot 
that  its  old  acquaintances  could  not  recognize  it.    Shrubs,  flowers 
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and  many  varieties  of  edible  vegetables  were  planted  and  in  due 
season  blossomed  and  bore  fruit.  The  principal  and  the  teachers 
were  careful  not  to  make  a  fad  of  the  garden,  nor  to  allow  its  culti- 
vation to  encroach  upon  the  regular  school  work.  They  believe 
that  the  pupils  have  improved  morally  and  intellectually  through 
the  influence  of  the  school  garden.  At  School  No.  22  a  garden 
space  has  been  prepared  and  next  year  the  children  will  cultivate 
it  under  the  direction  of  their  teachers.  It  is  recommended  that 
similar  school  gardens  be  established  wherever  practicable. 

I  renew  my  suggestions  that  manual  training  in  wood-work  for 
the  boys,  and  domestic  science  for  the  girls,  be  established  in  the 
seventh  and  eighth  year  classes,  and  that  metal  working  be  added 
to  the  course  in  the  High  School. 

The  Teachers'  Training  School  completed  the  two  years'  course 
for  the  first  time  in  June  and  graduated  a  class  of  thirteen  excep- 
tionally well-prepared  young  women.  The  incoming  class  will  be 
larger  than  usual,  as  twenty-one  candidates  were  admitted  on  ex- 
amination at  the  close  of  the  year.  The  conduct  of  this  most 
important  school  continues  to  merit  high  commendation. 

The  joint  meetings  of  the  parents'  circles  and  teachers  were 
held  regularly  in  nearly  all  the  schools  with  mutual  helpfulness. 
I  again  call  attention  to  the  use  of  the  school  buildings  made  in 
many  cities  as  neighborhood  centers  where  the  people  of  the  sev- 
eral districts  gather  for  the  purposes  of  consultation,  organization 
and  the  promotion  of  local  improvements,  as  well  as  for  instruc- 
tion and  culture.  The  Board  has  always  encouraged  the  forma- 
tion of  the  parents'  circles  and  would  cheerfully  co-operate  with 
the  citizens  of  any  district  that  desire  the  use  of  the  buildings  for 
such  purposes,  so  far  as  its  means  and  powers  will  permit,  when- 
ever the  public  sentiment  of  a  locality  becomes  pronounced  enough 
to  constitute  a  demand. 

The  visual  instruction  lectures  were  given  throughout  the 
schools  as  heretofore,  not  only  for  the  benefit  of  the  hundreds  of 
pupils  attending,  but  also  in  many  instances  for  the  pleasure  and 
profit  of  the  parents.  I  feel  that  these  lectures,  illustrated  as  they 
are  with  the  finest  sets  of  lantern  slides  in  the  world,  should  be  con- 
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tinned  and  added  to  by  the  State  from  year  to  year.  They  form 
one  of  the  most  profitable  adjuncts  to  the  machinery  of  public 
education  yet  devised.  Should  your  funds  permit  I  advise  the 
purchase  of  two  lantern  outfits  of  class-room  dimensions  for 
Schools  Nos.  5  and  20,  which  have  no  assembly  halls.  School  No. 
21  has  used  its  outfit  with  great  satisfaction.  The  purchase  of  two 
similar  ones  annually  would  equip  all  the  schools  of  proper  grades 
in  the  course  of  a  few  years. 

Teachebs. 

The  whole  number  of  teachers  employed  during  the  year  was 
three  hundred  fifteen  (315),  an  increase  of  eight  (8).  Two  hun- 
dred eighty-nine  (289)  of  these  were  women,  and  twenty-six  (26) 
men.  One  hundred  ninety-nine  (199)  were  graduates  of  the 
Albany  High  School,  forty  (40)  of  normal  schools  and  sixty  (60) 
of  private  academies  and  select  schools.  One  hundred  sixty-two 
(162)  were  graduates  of  the  Albany  Teachers'  Training  School. 
Sixteen  (16)  were  college  graduates.  This  body  of  instructors  has 
shown  a  degree  of  earnestness,  loyalty  and  skill  that  merits  the 
high  praise  that  I  gladly  take  this  opportunity  to  award. 

Your  careful  attention  is  called  to  the  full  and  interesting 
reports  of  the  Principals  of  the  High  School,  and  of  the  Teachers' 
Training  School  and  to  those  of  the  Supervisors  of  Drawing, 
Music  and  Kindergartens,  that  accompany  this  report. 

I  gladly  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Board 
of  Education  for  the  continuance  of  its  confidence  and  for  its 
hearty  support ;  and  to  the  principals,  supervisors  and  teachers  for 
their  ready  response  to  official  suggestions  and  for  their  untiring 

efforts  to  improve  the  schools.

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REPORT   OF  THE   PRINCIPAL   OF  THE   TEACHERS' 

TRAINING  SCHOOL. 

Albany,  September  1,  1904. 

Dr.  Charles  W.  Cole,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir. — In  obedience  to  your  request. I  beg  to  submit  the 
following  report  concerning  the  Teachers'  Training  School : 

A  Year  of  Beginnings. 

The  year  passed  might  be  characterized  very  properly  as  one 
of  numerous  first  things  in  the  history  of  this  department  of  the 
public  school  system  of  this  city.  The  first  training  class  to  com- 
plete the  two-year  course  of  study  graduated  in  June.  For  the 
first  time  all  of  the  grades  below  the  high  school  have  been  repre- 
sented in  the  so-called  model  school  and  for  the  first  time,  at  this 
building,  a  class  graduated  from  the  grades  of  the  elementary 
school.  In  common  with  other  elementary  schools  of  the  city  this 
was  also  the  first  year  of  the  re-organization  on  the  basis  of  eight 
instead  of  nine  grades,  exclusive  of  the  kindergarten.  The  year 
also  witnessed  the  inauguration  of  the  departmental  plan  of  instruc- 
tion in  the  highest  four  grades  and  the  introduction  of  various* 
lines  of  hand  work  throughout  all  of  the  grades. 

The  change  from  a  one  to  a  two-years'  course  of  study  in  the 
training  school  will,  other  conditions  than  that  of  a  mere  extension 
of  time  favoring,  amply  justify  itself  sooner  or  later.  Such  is  the 
unique  character  of  the  work  of  a  training  school,  however,  that 
much  depends  upon  the  model  department.  It  must  become  a 
model  in  fact,  including  material  equipment.  In  the  changes  of 
the  past  year  as  well  as  those  in  mind  for  the  future  this  idea  has 
been  kept  constantly  in  mind.  The  training  school,  as  such,  can 
best  serve  the  interests  of  the  entire  system  of  elementary  schools 
of  the  city  by  giving  the  broadest  possible  training.  It  is  prima- 
rily, therefore,  for  the  sake  of  such  a  training,  in  which  the  inter- 
ests of  all  other  elementary  schools  of  the  city  are  involved,  and 
not  because  there  is  actually  any  competition  with  other  elementary 
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schools  of  the  city,  that  so  much  is  said  about  the  work  of  the 
grades.  It  was  for  this  reason  that  all  of  the  grades  were  finally 
added  to  the  model  department  To  the  same  end  was  depart- 
mental instruction  established  in  the  grammar  grades  and  hand 
work  introduced  in  all  of  the  grades. 

The  results  achieved  under  the  departmental  plan  were,  all 
things  considered,  distinctly  favorabla  Some  of  these  cannot  be 
expressed  in  percentages,  such  as  self-dependence,  broader-minded- 
ness,  initiative,  etc  There  has  been  ample  opportunity  for  form- 
ing a  correct  judgment  as  to  how  the  changed  conditions  influence 
in  the  matter  of  deportment,  In  this  respect  the  results  show  that 
the  fears  of  some  were  groundless.  Indeed  the  relaxation  afforded 
by  passing  from  room  to  room  and  the  fact  that  as  a  result  of  the 
change  the  pupils  are  brought  face  to  face,  under  different  sur- 
roundings, with  a  new  mind  which  is  itself  refreshed  in  the  pres- 
ence of  a  new  audience — all  of  these  things  are  a  preventive  of 
many  problems  of  discipline  which  inevitably  arise  under  the  old 
plan  of  organization.  In  general,  the  indications  point  to  a  full 
realization,  under  proper  supervision,  of  all  of  the  expectations 
stated  in  my  recommendations  of  February  10,  1903.  The  sys- 
tem can  be  fairly  judged  only  after  a  period  of  at  least  four  years. 
Quite  naturally  the  transition  period  will  be  characterized  by  minor 
problems  which  vanish  with  time.  There  will  even  be  misgivings 
and  doubts  on  the  part  of  teachers  themselves  until  they  have 
become  fully  accustomed  to  the  new  order.  Some  of  them,  no 
doubt,  would  hesitate  to  take  so  favorable  a  view  of  the  outlook  as 
that  here  expressed,  but  for  this  there  is  an  explanation ;  namely,  a 
keener  sense  of  responsibility  tends  to  exalt  standards  which  teach- 
ers set  for  pupils,  both  in  scholarship  and  conduct,  and  any  failure 
in  ready  response  tends  to  discouragement.  But  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  experiment  was  undertaken  by  teachers  who  were,  for 
the  most  part,  inexperienced  in  the  work  of  the  higher  grades,  who 
were  somewhat  restive  under  the  glare  of  not  infrequently  unsym- 
pathetic critics  among  the  teaching  corps  of  the  city,  and  upon 
whom  was  suddenly  thrust  the  tremendous  responsibility  of  mak- 
ing an  early  favorable  showing  with  poorly-graded  classes,  the 
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results  of  the  first  year  are  gratifying  in  the  extreme.  Indeed  to 
have  coped  successfully  with  the  problems  incident  to  such  an 
innovation  while  introducing  a  new  course  of  study  and  reclassify- 
ing pupils  on  a  new  basis  is  the  severest  test  to  which  the  plan  could 
well  be  subjected  and  reflects  much  credit  upon  the  teachers  having 
charge  of  the  work. 

In  spite  of  prolonged  delay  in  receiving  materials  the  results 
achieved  in  hand  work  in  all  of  the  grades  and  with  the  members 
of  the  training  school  were  highly  satisfactory.     Some  of  the  lines 
of  work  undertaken  were  new  to  most  of  the  regular  teachers,  but 
for  the  most  part  there  were  sympathetic  appreciation  and  intelli- 
gent assistance  rendered  to  the  supervisor  of  this  subject.     The 
enthusiasm  with  which  the  work  was  received  by  the  community 
generally  inspires  the  hope  that  it  is  to  be  spared  the  flood  of  well- 
meant  doubts  and  misunderstandings  which  has  characterized  the 
introduction  of  the  work  in  many  places.     There  are,  of  course, 
many  details  yet  to  be  settled  in  regard  to  what  is  the  precise  nature 
of  the  most  profitable  activities  in  this  field.     There  can  be  little 
doubt,  however,  that  manual  occupations,  including  lines  in  domes- 
tic art  and  science  will  form  an  important  part  of  elementary 
school  training  in  the  schools  of  the  future.     The  net  result  of 
experience  thus  far  seems  to  indicate  that  the  aim  of  such  work 
will  be  to  develop  the  child's  appreciation  of  the  arts  and  industries 
and  the  power  to  utilize  the  materials  and  processes  concerned  by 
means  of  such  actual  participation  in  these  various  activities,  as 
will  afford  to  the  child  an  adequate  form  of  self-expression.     Only 
in  this  way  can  the  appreciation  sought  be  sufficiently  intimate  and 
vital.     Manual  dexterity,  however,  is  only  a  means  to  the  higher 
end  of  social  adjustment,  and  actual  participation  in  the  real  life- 
activities  for  a  present  end  furnishes  an  unique  opportunity  for 
touching  those  social   feelings  and   training  those  social   habits 
which  are  demanded  in  the  adult.     In  order  to  be  genuine  self- 
expression  the  lines  of  work  must  be  related  to  the  child^  present 
interests,  and  it  is  this  situation  that  conditions  the  problem   of 
planning  the  most  profitable  lines  of  work  and  explains  the  present 
state  of  unsettled  opinion  as  to  what  is  really  best     The  conditions 
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of  the  problem,  however,  are  quite  accurately  defined.  Tn  reality 
there  are  two  problems  in  one.  The  first  is  an  accurate  determina- 
tion of  the  spontaneous  activities  and  constructive  interests  and 
abilities  of  the  various  periods  of  the  child  life  as  a  basis  for  de- 
termining what  is  possible  from  the  standpoint  of  the  child  pur- 
pose. The  second  is  to  select  from  what  is  possible  that  which  is 
most  likely  to  furnish  the  maximum  of  power  in  the  directions  in- 
dicated. A  similar  task  confronts  one  in  constructing  a  course 
of  study  in  any  branch.  There  is  first  the  basis  as  it  exists  in  the 
child  mind  for  defining  what  can  be  done,  followed  by  a  selection 
from  the  infinitely  possible  of  what  is  practically  desirable  in  view 
of  some  special  social  or  individual  end.  It  is  not  reasonable, 
therefore,  to  withhold  the  introduction  of  this  subject  until  the 
perfect  course  of  study  appears,  for  according  to  the  very  same 
procedure  we  would  not  undertake  the  study  of  anything.  Not 
even  in  the  most  exact  of  subjects  has  the  perfect  course  of  study 
yet  been  worked  out,  yet  the  conditions  for  framing  it  abide  as 
above  and  to  such  a  course  we  are  constantly  adjusting  ourselves. 

A  course  of  study  in  the  arts  and  industries  when  worked  out 
in  harmony  with  the  above  conditions  of  the  problem  will  show,  as 
even  a  layman  might  expect,  a  gradual  transition  from  play  to 
work.  During  the  period  of  the  kindergarten  and  the  first  two  or 
three  grades  the  children  play  at  doing  the  work  of  adults  largely 
because  of  the  pleasure  involved  in  mere  motor  activity.  Follow- 
ing this  is  a  period,  say  to  the  seventh  grade,  when  children  imitate 
many  activities  in  a  spirit  of  play,  but  concern  themselves  more 
and  more  with  an  accurate  imitation  of  adult  products.  A  third 
stage,  coinciding  in  general  with  the  period  of  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades,  shows  a  rapid  development  of  the  desire  to  actually 
engage  in  adult  activities.  The  keenest  disappointment  of  the 
year  was  the  striking  out  of  the  appropriation  asked  by  the  Board 
of  Education  for  installing  suitable  equipment  for  opportunities 
demanded  by  this  third  stage.  So  long  as  this  is  not  provided  for 
this  branch  of  the  work  will  furnish  another  pathetic  instance  of 
"  begun  and  not  finished." 
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Proposals  foe  the  Future. 

1.  Woodwork  and  Cooking. — Provision  for  these  two  lines  of 
work  for  seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils  is  urgently  demanded  and 
is  entirely  feasible  in  accordance  with  a  special  communication 
sent  you  by  me  on  October  20th  of  last  year.  The  plan  there  out- 
lined contemplated  the  equipment  of  the  old  training  classroom 
for  bench  work  and  the  room  adjacent  to  it  as  a  kitchen.  These 
rooms  are  ample  for  groups  of  twenty-four,  which  is  the  usual  num- 
ber provided  for  in  such  work,  and  the  expense  for  equipment, 
maintenance,  and  the  salary  of  an  additional  teacher  would  be 
within  $3,000  for  the  first  year,  and  one-half  of  this  amount  in 
each  succeeding  year.  Such  an  extension  would  further  the  pur- 
pose to  make  the  best  provision  possible  for  the  training  of  teach- 
ers, and  the  location  renders  it  readily  accessible  to  a  large  number 
of  seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils  in  this  section  of  the  city.  They 
could  report  here  in  groups  of  twenty-four  boys  and  twenty-four 
girls  once  per  week,  or  as  often  as  thought  desirable,  and  when  the 
wide  distribution  of  the  benefits  is  taken  into  consideration,  the 
outlay  is  certainly  insignificant. 

2.  Drawing  and  Music. — The  work  given  to  the  training  classes 
in  these  two  subjects  should  be  both  broadened  and  intensified. 
Under  present  arrangements  the  one  hour  per  week  given  to  the 
training  classes  in  each  of  these  subjects  is  entirely  inadequate. 
The  improvement  in  mind  in  these  two  subjects  could  be  affected 
by  the  master  of  each  giving  one-half  day  per  week,  the  different 
phases  of  the  work  in  each  being  comprehended  under  the  fal- 
lowing: 

a.  History  and  theory,  including  talks  about  masters  and  master- 
pieces. 

&.  Systems  and  methods. 

c.  Drills  for  mastery  of  the  system  to  be  taught 

d.  Lessons  to  pupils  of  the  various  grades  by  the  master  in  the 
presence  of  the  training  classes. 

e.  Lessons  by  pupils  of  the  training  classes  to  pupils  of  the  vari- 
ous grades,  the  same  to  be  criticised  by  the  masters. 
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Heretofore  the  work  has  been  mainly  comprehended  under  b. 
There  has  been  time  for  little  more  than  the  introduction  of  things 
to  be  done  under  c,  and  experience  shows  that  definite  provision 
must  be  made  for  drills,  particularly  in  drawing,  if  training  pupils 
get  even  the  desirable  control  over  these  arts  themselves.  The  hisr 
torical  approach  would  give  enthusiasm,  horizon,  perspective,  at- 
mosphere, in  short,  just  the  same  kind  of  orientation  needed  by  the 
would-be  teacher  as  a  sufficiently  broad  basis  on  which  to  ground 
the  special  method  of  any  subject,  \vrhile  the  work  under  d  and  e 
would  bring  master  and  pupil- teacher  face  to  face  with  real  diffi- 
culties and  in  so  doing  would  furnish  skill  in  the  adaptation  of 
general  theory  to  practical  situations.  The  present  plan  is  per- 
fectly anomalous,  the  work  being  restricted  almost  entirely  to 
academic  rather  than  professional  knowledge  of  these  arts,  with 
even  too  little  time  for  the  former.  No  complaint  is  offered 
against  what  is  now  done  in  view  of  the  opportunity  at  present 
afforded.  Indeed  it  is  only  fair  to  say  that  the  masters  in  these 
subjects  share  these  opinions  with  me  and  the  plan  suggested  com- 
mends itself  to  thorn.  I  am  convinced  that  the  interests  of  these 
special  branches  would  bo  furthered,  in  the  long  run,  throughout 
the  schools  of  the  city,  by  some  such  course. 

3.  Male  leacher. — When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  a  department  of  the 
grammar  school  for  which  a  suitable  male  teacher  can  be  found,  I 
would  recommend  that  he  be  employed.  This  is  of  course  not  an 
attack  on  one  sex  nor  the  advocacy  of  the  superiority  of  the  other, 
considered  simply  from  the  standpoint  of  teaching  efficiency.  The 
arguments  in  favor  of  such  an  arrangement  are  too  well  known  to 
make  it  necessary  to  recapitulate  them  here.  The  exclusion  of 
male  teachers  in  the  grammar  grades,  except  as  principals,  has 
hitherto  been  the  result  of  a  practical  situation  which,  to  an  im- 
portant extent,  has  been  altered  by  the  introduction  of  the  depart- 
mental plan.  Heretofore  the  employment  of  one  male  teacher  for 
one  grade  at  a  salary  which  would  have  commanded  his  services  per- 
haps would  not  have  been  opposed ;  but  that  would  not  have  met  the 
requirements  which  make  the  influence  of  male  teachers  desirable, 
especially  on  boys,  beginning  about  the  fifth  grada     For  obvious 
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reasons  male  teachers  were  not  exclusively  employed  in  grammar 
grades  (such  employment  was  both  impracticable  and  undesirable) 
so  they  were  dropped  altogether.  On  the  other  hand  it  is  altogether 
practicable  and  desirable  to  have  at  least  one  department  in  charge 
of  a  male  teacher,  the  influence  of  whom  would  extend  over  four 
years  of  a  pupil's  elementary  education.  Always  presupposing  the 
right  stamp  of  manhood,  such  a  plan  would  do  much  to  promote 
manliness  in  boys  and  introduce  a  wholesome  degree  of  virility 
into  the  school  organization  itself. 

Other  important  matters,  owing  to  the  necessity  of  placing  some 
kind  of  a  limit  on  this  report,  will  be  the  subjects  of  special  reports 
as  in  the  past  In  conclusion  I  may  add  that  I  am  deeply  im- 
pressed with  a  sense  of  obligation  to  you  for  your  support  in  pro- 
moting the  interests  of  the  school.  I  beg  also  to  include  in  this 
expression  of  gratitude  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Education  and 
those  intimately  associated  with  me  in  the  various  departments  of 
the  school  itself.  Particularly  appreciated  are  all  eflForts  of  vari- 
ous kinds  which  have  had  in  mind  the  promotion  of  good  feeling 
toward  the  training  school.  I  am  sure  I  do  not  know  what  to  sug- 
gest in  this  connection,  by  way  of  encouraging  the  growth  of  this 
feeling,  unless  it  be  the  thought  that  this  school  does  not  exist  for 
itself  and  that  when  considering  the  question  of  improving  this 
department  each  one  connected  with  the  whole  school  system  shall 
first  think  of  his  or  her  own  best  interests.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  KINDERGARTNING. 

Albany,  June  18,  1904. 

Dr.  Charles  W.  Cole,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sib. — June  17,  1904,  has  brought  to  a  close  an  active 
and  satisfactory  year  in  the  kindergarten  department  of  the  public 
schools  of  Albany.  Notwithstanding  the  severity  of  the  winter 
months,  the  attendance  and  work  in  this  department  have  reached 
the   usual   standard,   and   the   Directors  with   their   customary 
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earnestness  have  continued  special  phases  of  the  work  established 
in  previous  years:  (a)  a  weekly  conference  with  the  Supervisor 
of  Kindergartens,  (b)  Mothers'  Meetings,  two  of  which  have  been 
held  in  each  kindergarten,  (c)  occasional  calling  at  the  children's 
homes,  (d)  timely  excursions  for  the  purpose  of  nature  study,  and 
visits  to  trades'  people,  and  (e)  interest  and  co-operation  in  the 
general  Parent-teachers'  Circles  in  several  of  the  schools. 
Special  effort  this  year  has  been  made  to  raise  the  standard  of 
kindergarten  games  and  singing. 

Two  additional  kindergartens,  one  each  in  schools  Nos.  9  and 
11,  were  established  in  September,  1903.  The  opening  of  this 
latter  kindergarten  has  relieved  the  crowded  condition  which 
existed  for  several  years  in  the  kindergarten  of  School  No.  24. 
Your  kindness  in  appointing  an  assistant  in  the  kindergarten  of 
School  No.  22,  where  the  class  has  been  exceptionally  large,  has 
been  greatly  appreciated  by  all  concerned. 

The  accompanying  statistical  report  of  the  several  kinder- 
gartens compares  very  favorably  with  similar  reports  of  previous 
vears. 

A  new,  and  to  me  a  very  interesting,  phase  of  my  work  this 
year  has  been  in  connection  with  the  Teachers'  Training  School, 
where  I  have  spent  three  hours  each  week  giving  instruction  in 
Kindergarten  Methods  and  Theory.  Considerable  attention  has 
been  given  to  Froebel's  "  Education  of  Man "  and  "  Mother 
Plays"  as  well  as  to  the  Gifts,  Occupations  and  Games.  With 
this  beginning  of  a  Course  in  Kindergartning,  pupils  desiring  to 
complete  the  course  will  now  be  required  to  devote  only  one  addi- 
tional year  in  place  of  two  years  as  heretofore. 

I  am  glad  of  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you  for  your  interest 
and  advice  which  has  always  been  so  generously  given.  I  would 
also  thank  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  the  many 
kindnesses  extended  to  my  department,  the  Principals  of  the 
several  schools  for  their  confidence  and  encouragement,  and  the 
Kindergartners  for  their  faithfulness  and  co-operation.  Without 
all  of  these  aids  my  work  would  have  been  impossible.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING. 

Albany,  September }  1904. 
Dr.  Chas.  W.  Cole,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir. — Once  more  I  have  the  honor  to  report  concerning  the 
progress  and  condition  of  the  department  under  my  charge. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  in  former  years  our  work  seemed 
satisfactory  to  all  concerned,  we  have  made  the  discovery  that  we 
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are  only  just  appreciating  the  value  of  drawing  as  it  should  be 
properly  taught  in  the  public  schools.  We  have  also  awakened  to 
the  fact  that  we  are  beginning  to  know  something  of  the  require- 
ments of  the  study. 

The  realization  of  these  two  important  things  has  aroused  an 
ioterest  in  the  subject  that  promises  to  have  most  salutary  effects 
on  the  development  of  the  students  under  our  charge. 

Not  the  least  of  the  causes  of  this  desirable  state  of  affairs  is  the 
experiment  of  departmental  work  in  a  few  schools  with  the  convic- 
tion that  departmental  work  will  be  mandatory  in  all  the  schools 
another  year. 

The  anticipation  of  manual  training  in  the  elementary  schools  in 
the  immediate  future  has  also  exerted  a  powerful  influence  on  the 
renascence  of  the  study  of  drawing,  particularly  the  mechanical 
and  constructive  departments. 

Principals  have  carefully  considered  the  qualifications  of  their 
corps  with  reference  to  the  appointment  of  drawing  teachers  to  take 
charge  of  the  study  in  the  several  schools  under  their  charge,  and 
most  satisfactory  assignments  have  been  made. 

For  many  years  the  regular  teachers  have  worked  bravely  to 
make  drawing  a  success,  and  we  all  know  that  when  our  results 
were  compared  with  those  of  other  places,  that  Albany  always 
carried  away  the  honors.  But  it  has  been  hard  work  for  some, 
inasmuch  as  they  had  had  no  special  training  and  had  no  natural 
ability  in  the  art  line. 

The  departmental  plan  solves  the  problem  to  a  great  extent^  for 
now  the  teachers  in  charge  of  drawing  have  but  one  other  important 
subject  to  consider  and  can.  consequently  devote  more  time  and 
attention  to  the  study  of  drawing. 

My  supervision  is  more  potent  because  it  is  limited  to  a  smaller 
group  of  teachers,  who  feel  the  importance  of  their  work. 

Drawing  and  manual  training  are  so  closely  related  that  when 
the  latter  subject  is  introduced  in  all  our  elementary  schools,  the 
teachers  in  charge  of  the  drawing  groups  will  be  able,  with  the 
proper  supervision,  to  successfully  carry  on  the  work  of  manual 
training. 
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With  the  advent  of  the  departmental  plan  there  should  be  a  gen- 
erous equipment  provided  for  each  group.  We  are  handicapped 
for  the  want  of  materials  and  models  to  work  from.  The  wonder 
to  me  has  always  been  how  the  teachers  accomplished  such  excellent 
results  with  such  scanty  outfits.  The  work  in  the  High  School 
has  long  outgrown  its  accommodations.  We  must  have  more  room 
and  at  least  one  more  drawing  teacher  there.  It  is  a  shame  to  ask 
one  poorly  paid  teacher  to  instruct  nearly  a  thousand  students  in 
the  requirements  of  the  Regents'  drawing,  to  say  nothing  of  all  the 
work  of  ambitious  pupils  who  possess  talent  and  aspirations  beyond 
the  requirements. 

The  garret  over  the  newer  portion  of  the  High  School  could  be 
converted  into  rather  comfortable  quarters  for  the  drawing  classes 
at  no  very  great  expense. 

Something  will  have  to  be  done  soon  to  place  drawing  on  a  proper 
footing  at  the  High  School. 

I  congratulate  you  on  the  appointment  of  Miss  Ella  Graham  to 
succeed  Miss  Katharine  Rankin  as  drawing  teacher  in  the  High 
School.  I  predict  a  brilliant  success  for  her  provided  the  Board 
will  appoint  an  assistant,  pay  Miss  Graham  oommensurately  with 
her  labors  and  provide  proper  accommodations  for  the  classes. 

The  evening  drawing  classes  were  very  popular  and  much  good 
was  accomplished  there.  I  am  proud  of  the  record  of  the  evening 
drawing  classes  and  cannot  urge  too  strongly  their  continuance, 
but  after  this  year  I  wish  to  be  relieved  of  teaching  there.  I  want 
more  time  for  planning  and  preparing  my  day  work  and  feel  that 
my  evenings  must  be  free. 

I  sincerely  thank  you  for  all  the  help  and  encouragement  you 
have  given  me  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 

Albany,  N.  Y.,  September  1,  1904. 
Dr.  Chas.  W.  Cole,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir, — Reporting  on  the  work  done  in  my  department  I 
would  say  that  the  aim  and  purpose  of  the  year  has  been  to  teach 
something  that  means  something.  I  have  kept  in  mind  that  music 
in  our  schools  must  be  made  to  serve  as  a  valuable  aid  in  the  physi- 
cal, mental  and  moral  culture  of  the  child.  Musical  problems  which 
were  indifferently  solved  a  few  years  ago  in  the  seventh  and  eighth 
years  are  now  easily  mastered  in  the  third  and  fourth.  The  tone 
quality  is  excellent  and  the  sight  singing  in  many  of  the  grades 
is  remarkably  good.  The  willingness  and  freedom  with  which 
boys  are  singing  have  not  only  pleased  their  teachers  and  myself, 
but  have  been,  the  subject  of  favorable  comment  by  visitors  from 
other  cities. 

I  find  the  greatest  encouragement  in  the  fact  that  when  I  or- 
ganize choruses  for  our  closing  exercises  the  pupils  each  year  are 
able  to  sing  more  difficult  music  and  with  less  rehearsing  than 
ever  before. 

Our  now  departmental  plan  of  work,  I  feel  assured,  is  going 
to  be  of  great  musical  advantage  to  the  schools.  Last  year's  work 
in  that  line  showed  me  almost  conclusively  what  excellent  results 
I  might  expect  in  the  future. 

It  is  not  fair  to  expect  the  same  rasulta  from  all  teachers.  Some 
are  especially  strong  in  music  reading,  others  are  particularly  strong 
in  giving  inspiration  to  the  music,  and,  while  weak  points  in  the 
work  of  every  teacher  should  bo  gradually  strengthened,  we  can 
only  hope  that  the  pupils  will  gain  with  one  teacher  what  they 
fail  to  get  from  another,  and  that  the  school  course  will  afford 
them  a  symmetrical  development. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  seventh  and  eighth  year  grades 
be  supplied  with  music  readers,  and  also  that  the  teachers  work- 
ing under  the  departmental  plan  be  supplied  >/ith  a  Congdon  chro- 
matic pitch  pipa 
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In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance 
and  cordial  support  which  I  have  at  all  times  received  from  you.

"  Young  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Class  of  1904. — 
I  was  glad  to  accept  the  invitation  to  come  to  your  commence- 
ment, for  it  seemed  like  an  invitation  to  come  home.  I  was  once 
a  boy  in  school  No.  10,  then  in  No.  8  and  then  in  No.  14.  From 
the  Broad  street  school  I  went  through  the  Boys'  Academy.  It 
was  before  the  horrible  game  of  football  was  fashionable;  but 
boys  found  enough  other  excuses  for  gratifying  the  natural  pro- 
pensity of  boys  to  thump  and  pound  one  another.  In  those  days 
the  academy  baseball  team  could  beat  any  high  school  team  there 
was  around — for  the  good  reason  that  there  was  not  any  high 
school  team  or  any  high  school  around.  Since  then  I  was  hon- 
ored at  two  different  occasions  with  membership  in  the  Albany 
Board  of  Education,  and  came  to  have  great  interest  in  the 
Albany  high  school — one  of  the  best  high  schools  in  the  country. 
So  you  may  see  why  I  do  not  come  here  in  any  merely  professional 
or  official  capacity,  but  am  glad  enough  to  come  in  my  own  per- 
sonal rights,  as  well  as  an  official  of  the  state,  and  say  a  good 
word  for  you. 

"  Every  one  wishes  you  well  to-night,  and  the  hopes  of  not  a 
few  center  in  you.  At  this  always-to-be-remembered  occasion  in 
your  lives,  you  have  doubtless  thought  about  where  you  will  be 
forty  years  from  now.  Others  are  thinking  of  that  perhaps  more 
than  you.  You  need  not  look  solemn  and  surmise  that  you  may 
be  dead,  for  you  will  not — most  of  you  will  be  living.  The 
greater  number  will  be  living  ordinary  and  respectable  lives  and 
that  will  be  doing  very  well  indeed.  It  will  repay  the  investment 
this  fine  old  city  has  made  in  you.  Some  will  go  to  the  dogs.  A 
few  will  gather  influence  and  climb  up  the  golden  stairs  to  fame. 
No  one  can  tell  which.  Qualities  shown  in  the  high  school  have 
something  to  do  with  it,  but  they  are  not  very  conclusive.  It 
is  the  unexpected  that  happens  and  success  in  life  depends  upon 
giving  the  unexpected  its  chance. 
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"I  have  a  valued  friend  in  New  York  city,  Mr.  Samuel  P. 
Avery,  a  modest  man,  who  is  a  fine  judge  of  art  and  has,  I 
suppose,  brought  more  art  treasures  from  the  old  world  to  the 
new  than  any  one  else  in  the  country.  He  told  me  that  long 
years  ago  he  used  to  come  up  here  and  get  Mr.  Palmer,  the 
sculptor,  to  go  about  with  him  to  the  studios  of  the  young  artists, 
of  whom  there  was  a  surprising  number  in  the  city.  Once  Mr. 
Palmer  took  him  to  a  youngster  who  was  just  commencing,  and 
on  the  way  told  him  that  the  youngster  was  the  brother  of  a  hatter 
who  kept  a  store  at  the  corner  of  Broadway  and  Beaver  street; 
that  he  had  worked  in  the  hat  store  carrying  out  bundles,  but 
that  his  older  brother  was  dissatisfied  with  his  work  because  when 
he  carried  out  a  hat  he  was  likely  to  sit  down  on  the  curbstone 
and  draw  a  picture  on  the  hatbox  of  some  one  he  saw  in  the  street. 
On  busy  Saturday  afternoons  he  would  break  out  and  go  to  the 
theatre  matinee  and  make  pictures  of  characters  on  the  stage. 
Now,  he  was  trying  to  be  an  artist  and  Mr.  Palmer  thought  he 
might  make  it.  Coming  Into  his  room  they  found  a  little  eight 
hv  ten  picture  upon  his  easel.  Mr.  Avery  asked  what  he  got  for 
such  a  picture  as  that.  The  young  artist  laughed  and  said  that 
he  did  not  get  anything  for  them — that  he  had  never  sold  one. 
My  friend  asked  if  he  would  be  disposed  to  take  fifteen  dollars 
for  it,  and  he  said  yes,  but  he  didn't  believe  it  was  worth  it.  They 
exchanged  the  picture  for  the  cash. 

"  Mr.  Avery  determined  to  keep  it  because  it  was  the  first  pic- 
ture sold  by  a  promising  young  artist,  but  there  was  something 
in  that  picture  and  men  of  liberal  means  wanted  it  and  it  was 
sold,  and  the  artist  had  all  he  could  do  and  in  years  his  pictures 
went  up  from  fifteen  dollars  to,  I  suppose,  fifteen  thousand  dol- 
lars. The  author  of  that  little  picture  became  the  author  of  the 
'  Pilgrim  Exiles/  the  '  Return  of  the  Mayflower/  the  '  Two  Fare- 
wells/ of  '  Katrina/  the  '  Dutch  Maiden/  and  of  '  Priscilla/  the 
'  Puritan  Maiden/  and  of  many  other  great  pictures  which  are 
familiar  to  all  of  us  for  they  have  been  reproduced  in  numberless 
forms  and  are  known  and  loved  all  over  the  world.  All  of  which 
shows  that  while  it  is  highly  creditable  to  one  to  succeed  in  run- 
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ning  a  hat  store  and  that  it  is  best  for  a  man  who  can  make  a  suc- 
cess of  a  hat  store  to  do  it,  it  was  much  better  for  George  H. 
Bouton  to  uplift  art  in  the  world  and  give  pleasure  and  culture  to 
many  generations,  and  reflect  honor  upon  his  city  by  making 
pictures,  than  it  would  have  been  to  continue  to  beat  against  the 
bars  in  a  hat  store. 

"  I  have  another  friend  down  in  New  York  city.  We  were 
boys  together  in  this  city.  We  were  married  somewhere  near 
the  same  time  and  lived  neighbors  over  on  Clinton  avenue,  and 
I  lived  in  as  good  form  as  he  did.  He  got  into  the  State  Insur- 
ance Department,  was  apt  at  figures  and  became  an  actuary.  He 
was  jolly  and  square  and  kindly  and  helpful  to  everyone.  We 
were  members  of  the  Albany  Board  of  Education  and  we  would 
walk  home  from  the  meetings  together  and  discuss  things  and 
vote  that  the  old  fellows  in  the  board  ought  to  be  sat  down  upon 
and  that  it  was  too  bad  there  were  not  enough  of  our  age  to  do 
it.  In  time  we  were  just  across  the  corridor  from  each  other  in 
the  Capitol — he  as  Superintendent  of  Insurance,  and  I  as  Super- 
intendent of  Instruction.  In  time  he  laid  down  his  high  office 
to  become  president  of  the  New  York  Life,  and  a  very  decisive 
factor  in  the  affairs  of  the  financial  center  of  the  country.  It  is 
needless  to  say  that  John  A.  McCall  lives  in  quite  as  good  form 
as  I  do  now.  All  of  which  shows  that  you  had  better  be  careful 
before  you  decide  whether  you  will  be  an  insurance  agent  or  a 
school  teacher. 

"  You  think  there  is  luck  and  chance  about  all  this.  There  is 
very  little.  It  all  depends  upon  love  for  work  of  some  kind,  and 
upon  finding  work  about  which  one  may  have  enthusiasm.  The 
trouble  is  that  so  many  men  and  women  have  no  real  love  for 
work  of  any  kind,  and  that  so  many  more  do  not  get  started  in 
work  which  suits  their  qualities  and  starts  their  enthusiasm.  It 
makes  not  so  much  difference  what  the  work  is,  if  you  love  it  and 
follow  it  with  steadiness  and  patience  it  will  be  the  making  of 
you.  Do  not  wait  until  next  year.  You  may  get  in  the  bad 
habit  of  having  nothing  to  do.  Commence  at  something,  and 
commence  to-morrow.     Stick  to  it  until  something  comes  which 
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you  may  do  better,  or  in  the  doing  of  which  you  may  be  happier, 
3nd  then  change  to  that.  Do  not  be  fickle,  but  see  opportunities 
and  lay  hold  of  them.  Keep  all  manner  of  obligations,  and  then 
throw  in  a  little  by  way  of  generosity.  You  will  not  get  much 
which  you  have  not  the  energy  to  take  and  the  strength  to  hold ; 
nor  will  you  get  on  if  you  are  not  considerate  of  other  people. 
Take  care  of  vourselves,  but  do  not  overreach.  Work  with 
others  in  the  institutions  of  society.  Stand  up  for  this  fine  old 
city,  and  always  stand  by  the  Albany  High  School.  And  the  best 
wishes  of  this  radiant  commencement  audience  go  with  you! 
Lead  decent,  aggressive,  considerate  lives,  and  the  city  will  be 
pleased.  If  the  class  turns  out  a  mayor,  or  a  governor,  or  a 
United  States  senator,  or  a  successful  merchant  or  manufacturer, 
or  a  captain  in  the  navy,  or  an  engineer-in-chief  of  the  Panama 
canal,  the  old  town  will  smoke  its  long  pipe  and  chuckle  over  it 
and  be  proud  of  you."

Note. — The  increase  in  the  number  of  "Advanced  English"  papers  is 
mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  the  subject  was  continued  till  the  close  of  the 
year  instead  of  being  dropped  in  February  as  in  former  years.  The  increase 
in  the  number  of  papers  in  "English  Composition"  and  "Physical  Geog- 
raphy" resulted  largely  from  a  change  in  the  order  of  subjects  in  our  course 
of  study,  by  which  two  classes  pursued  those  studies  instead  of  one  as  in 
former  years.  By  a  similar  change  the  subject  of  "Physics"  was  for  the 
most  part  omitted  last  year,  causing  the  great  decrease  of  papers  in  that 
subject  Altogether  these  changes  were  largely  responsible,  though  not 
wholly,  for  the  great  increase  in  the  sum  total  of  successful  papers  in  last 
year's  examinations  over  that  of  former  years.

With  the  foregoing  amounts  should  also  be  included  the  tuition 
received  from  pupils  attending  the  High  School  from  beyond  the 
city  limits,  which  from  1880  to  1904,  inclusive,  amounted  to 
$28,196.83.  We  have  no  record  accessible  of  tuition  money  re- 
ceived from  1868-1880  but  I  think  it  may  be  fairly  estimated  at 
$2,800,  making  the  sum  total  for  tuition  $30,996.83.  This  sum 
added  to  the  "  Total  received  from  Regents  of  University  and  for 
Teachers'  Training  Class  "  ($89,920.43)  makes  a  grand  total  of 
$120,917.28  which  the  city  has  received  from  outside  sources  on 
account  of  the  High  School.

Changes  in  Faculty. 

The  teaching  force  of  the  school  has  been  materially  strength- 
ened during  the  past  year.  At  the  opening  of  the  school,  Septem- 
ber 14,  Miss  Helen  I.  Haight,  a  graduate  of  Vassar  College  and 
the  State  Normal  College  and  a  teacher  of  established  reputation, 
was  added  to  the  faculty  as  an  assistant  in  Latin  and  Mathematics. 
Her  work  for  the  year  was  eminently  satisfactory.  Tactful, 
energetic  and  resourceful,  she  entered  loyally  into  the  spirit  of 
the  school  from  the  first,  and  though  required  to  change  several 
of  her  classes  during  the  year  she  performed  her  work  with  equal 
cheerfulness  and  enthusiasm  in  whatever  capacity  her  assistance 
was  required.  Her  resignation  at  the  close  of  the  year  to  accept 
a  position  with  a  large  increase  of  salary  was  keenly  regretted  not 
alone  by  the  Principal  but  also  by  her  associate  teachers  and  the 
pupils.  Owing  to  the  large  increase  in  the  size  of  some  of  our 
classes  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  reduce  the  numbers  by  forming 
additional  divisions  in  Latin  and  Geometry  and  Miss  Mary  C. 
Robinson,  who  had  previously  rendered  similar  assistance,  was 
employed  to  conduct  the  new  classes  during  the  first  semester. 
Her  work  was  entirely  satisfactory. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester,  February  1,  our 
faculty  was  further  strengthened  by  the  addition  of  two  teachers, 
Miss  Frances  £.  Clarke  in  English  and  Miss  Ellen  M.  McCall  in 
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Mathematics.  Miss  Clarke  is  a  graduate  of  Michigan  Univer- 
sity and  the  New  York  State  Normal  College  and  had  already 
achieved  success  in  her  department  in  a  neighboring  city.  Miss 
McCall  is  an  honor  graduate  from  the  Albany  High  School  and 
from  the  State  Normal  College  and  has  also  been  a  successful 
teacher  in  a  neighboring  city. 

The  excellence  of  their  class  work  is  evidenced  by  the  large 
percentage  of  their  pupils  who  successfully  passed  the  school  tests 
and  Regents  examinations.  Both  have  also  proved  efficient  assist- 
ants in  the  general  work  so  needful  in  the  management  of  a  large 
mixed  school,  and  the  Board  of  Education  is  certainly  to  be  con- 
gratulated upon  the  excellence  of  each  and  all  the  teachers  added 
to  our  force  during  the  year.  Our  regular  substitutes  for  the  year 
have  been  Angela  Redmond,  Florence  Hannigan,  Anna  Stabler, 
Catherine  Murphy,  Helen  Clarey,  all  of  whom  rendered  cheerful 
and  valuable  assistance  in  various  ways. 

The  retirement  of  our  teacher  of  Drawing,  Miss  Katherine  V. 
Rankin,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  is  a  severe  loss  to  the  school. 
In  her  special  department  I  believe  she  had  few  equals  in  the 
State;  her  enthusiastic  devotion  to  her  work  was  shared  by  all 
her  pupils  —  consisting  virtually  of  the  entire  school  ■ —  to  such 
an  extent  that  no  case  of  disorder  or  discipline  was  ever  reported 
from  one  of  her  classes.  Outside  of  her  own  department  she  was 
always  cheerfully  and  loyally  helpful. 

Changes  in  Course  of  Study. 

The  changes  made  in  our  curriculum  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  though  involving  some  inconvenience  at  the  outset,  will  for 
the  most  part  prove  advantageous.  Owing  to  the  transfer  of  Phys- 
ics from  the  second  to  the  third  year,  and  of  English  from  the 
third  to  the  second  year  of  the  course,  the  class  work  of  the  former 
subject  was  reduced  to  one  small  division  (Senior  Classical)  for 
a  single  semester,  while  the  work  in  English  was  more  than 
doubled.  During  the  coming  year  both  subjects  will  resume  their 
normal  places  in  the  curriculum.  Owing  to  the  absence  of  classes 
in  Physics,  Professor  Onderdonk  devoted  much  time  to  illustrated 
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and  experimental  lectures  in  Physical  Geography  and  Physiology 

and  in  organizing  and  arranging  our  natural  history  specimens  in 

the  new  cabinet.    This  latter  was  a  valuable  service  and  well  worth 

the  time  and  labor  devoted  to  it.    In  my  opinion  economics  and 

astronomy  should  be  included  among  the  optional  subjects  of 

senior  year  and  a  limited  amount  of  English  essay  work  should  be 

required  in  the  third  and  fourth  years.    No  department  is  now 

more  thoroughly  equipped  for  successful  work  than  the  depart* 

ment  of  English. 

Miscellaneous. 

Our  need  for  more  recitation  rooms  and  for  additional  desk 
room  has  been  a  serious  inconvenience  the  past  year  and  is  likely 
to  continue,  notwithstanding  the  generous  action  by  the  Board 
of  Education  in  devoting  to  the  use  of  the  school  the  room 
formerly  used  for  the  meetings  of  the  Board.  During  the  past 
semester  we  had — after  setting  aside  room  C  as  a  study  hall 
for  all  pupils  not  in  recitation — 21  rooms  where  it  was  possible 
to  conduct  recitations,  and  21  classes  recited  during  every  recita- 
tion period.  It  was  impossible  to  subdivide  some  of  our  largest 
classes ;  not  from  lack  of  teachers,  but  for  want  of  an  additional 
recitation  room. 

In  the  foregoing  statement  no  account  has  been  taken  of  the 
drawing  and  manual  training  class-rooms  which  are  always  occu- 
pied to  the  extreme  limit  of  their  several  capacities. 

Class  Day. 

The  annual  class-day  exercises  took  place  in  the  chapel  on  the 
afternoon  of  Friday,  June  10,  the  last  day  of  the  year  for  regular 
class-room  recitations.  An  important  feature  of  the  occasion  was 
the  presentation  to  the  school  by  members  of  the  graduating 
class  of  two  beautiful  bronze  figures  of  the  flying  Mercury,  each 
surmounting  an  exquisitely  carved  mahogany  column  placed  on 
either  corner  at  the  front  of  the  chapel  stage  and  each  bearing 
aloft  a  cluster  of  lights.  This  completes  the  furnishings  of  the 
chapel  stage,  all  the  pieces  being  beautiful  in  themselves  and  in 
harmony  with  each  other,  though  supplied  by  the  generosity  of 
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no  less  than  seven  different  classes  who  have  chosen  this  method 
of  showing  their  loyalty  to,  and  affection  for  their  High  School. 
It  should  be  added  that  every  class  thus  far  graduated  has  left 
to  the  school  some  valuable  and  artistic  token  upon  severing  their 
connections  with  their  Alma  Mater. 

On  the  occasion  in  question  the  presentation  address  was  made 
by  the  President  of  the  Class,  Mr.  Raymond  O.  Shelley,  and  was 
in  part  as  follows : 

Classmates:  A  new  and  important  era  of  our  lives  is  at 
hand.  To-day  we  take  a  last  farewell  of.  the  school  of  our 
youth,  and  under  the  ascending  sun  of  the  year  go  out  into  the 
arena  of  Life.  Our  hearts  are  now  ardent  with  hope,  with  the 
hopes  of  success,  of  honor,  of  fame ;  and  in  the  great  panorama 
of  the  future  which  is  before  us,  our  imagination  creates  a  world 
where  all  may  be  enjoyed.  Yet  we  go  with  a  deep  feeling  of 
sadness  when  the  thought  comes  to  us  that  the  pleasant  class 
comradeship,  which  in  many  cases  has  marked  our  entire  school 
life,  will  soon  be  broken,  and  the  place  which  has  known  our 
student  days  and  youthful  pranks  will  know  us  no  more.  We 
must  make  way  for  those  who  follow  and  take  our  places  in  the 
world,  and  face  the  work  and  responsibility  of  the  future.  We 
must  nobly  succeed  or  ignobly  fail,  according  to  the  strength, 
character,  and  firmness  of  our  foundation  principles. 

When  a  wise  builder  commences  to  erect  a  great  edifice  no 
details  which  will  add  strength  or  permanence  are  left  out.  Noth- 
ing but  the  best  materials  and  the  most  skillful  workmen  will 
suffice.  But  above  all  the  foundation  must  rest  firmly  and 
securely  upon  bed-rock,  else  it  shall  be  like  the  house  built  upon 
the  sands.  "  The  rain  descended,  and  the  floods  came,  and  the 
winds  blew  and  beat  upon  the  house :  and  it  fell."  Not  60  the 
house  built  upon  the  rock.  For  though  "  the  rain  decended,  and 
the  floods  came,  and  the  winds  blew  and  beat  upon  the  house; 
it  fell  not."     For  it  was  founded  on  a  rock. 

Are  we  like  the  wise  builder?  If  so  we  have  put  thoughtful 
study  and  diligence  into  our  work ;  we  have  sought  definite  aims, 
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and  have  constructed  the  foundations  of  character  strong,  solid 
and  massive  on  which  to  build  our  future. 

My  classmates,  the  time  has  come  when  we  must  say  adieu. 
The  opportunities  of  the  past  are  gone  never  to  return.  The 
future  opens  dim  and  uncertain.  To  the  Ruler  of  our  destinies 
let  us  commit  this  future.  Let  us  resolve  always  to  love  our  Alma 
Mater.  Let  us  cherish  the  friends  of  our  youth.  Amid  the 
tumults  and  battles  of  this  life,  let  us  be  strong  and  equip 
ourselves  like  men. 

Through  four  fleeting  years  this  school  has  been  a  parent  to 
ns,  training  our  faltering  footsteps,  and  at  last  placing  us  on  the 
road  of  progress,  she  whispers :  "  Fidelis,  Felix  "  (Faithful,  Suc- 
cessful), and  bids  us  Godspeed. 

Principal  Robinson,  we  realize  that  the  various  perplexing 
problems  which  arise  often  cause  you  care  and  anxiety.  But  it 
is  for  such  services,  rendered  by  you  and  the  whole  faculty,  that 
we  now  give  our  heartiest  thanks.  Here  you  have  sown,  we 
trust  on  fertile  soil,  the  seeds  of  education.  Ours  the  fault  if 
they  bear  no  fruit.  And  so,  in  appreciation  of  the  past,  on 
behalf  of  the  class  of  1904, 1  present  to  our  Alma  Mater,  -through 
you,  these  testaments  of  our  affection.  May  it  be  pleasing  to 
remember  our  class,  which  entered  with  the  last  year  of  the 
dying  century,  and  with  whose  passing  goes  the  last  link  which 
bound  the  student  body  to  that  century  which  first  saw  you  con- 
nected with  this  institution.

Progressive  and  earnest,  inde- 
fatigably  industrious,  ever  seeking  for  a  better  way,  wonderfully 
ingenious  and  skilfull  in  handicraft  of  every  kind,  exceedingly 
well-read  and  well-informed,  he  was  equipped  for  meeting  the 
problems  of  instruction  and  management.  As  principal  of  ele- 
mentary schools  he  evinced  such  tact  and  good  judgment  as  to 
win  the  hearty  cooperation  and  esteem  of  his  associates  and  the 
respect  and  affection  of  his  pupils.  As  a  teacher  of  science  he 
excelled  in  experimentation  and  in  broad  presentation;  as  a  lec- 
turer he  was  clear  and  convincing.  Thousands  of  children  who 
came  directly,  or  indirectly,  under  his  influence  during  his  long 
service  have  been  inspired  to  effort  and  to  achievement  In  the 
upbuilding  of  character  his  example  was  effective;  his  words  of 
admonition  fruitful.

Dear  Sir. — Permit  me  to  call  the  attention  of  your  Board  of 
Education  to  certain  requisites  that  should  characterize  the  schools 
of  academic  grade  to  entitle  them  to  approval  under  the  act  pro- 
viding for  the  payment  of  the  tuition  of  nonresident  pupils  by.  the 
State. 

In  the  first  place  such  schools  must  establish  and  successfully 
maintain  a  minimum  academic  course  of  three  years  and  possess 
a  suitable  equipment  therefor.  It  follows  that  schools  now  rank- 
ing below  "  senior"  grade  will  need  to  give  assurance  that  in  the 
near  future,  at  latest  by  September  1,  1906,  the  requirements  for 
advancement  to  senior  grade  will  be  fully  complied  with  in  order 
that  favorable  action  may  be  taken  under  the  act  in  question  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Proper  laboratory  facilities  for  individual  experimentation  are 
an  important  element  in  academic  equipment  and  are  considered 
indispensable  to  satisfactory  work  in  science  as  outlined  in  the 
new  syllabus.  Schools  that  do  not  possess  such  facilities  at  present 
cannot  be  recommended  for  favorable  action  until  provision  is 
made  for  them,  or  assurance  given  that  it  will  be  made  at  an  early 
date.  The  school  building  also  must  be  adequate  to  the  needs  and 
mwt  be  sanitary  in  its  arrangements. 

We  find  further  that  quite  a  number  of  the  schools  have  not 
this  year  fully  complied  with  the  requirements  relating  to  the 
^aurse  of  study.  In  accordance  with  the  regulations,  the  schools 
desiring  approval  must  establish  and  maintain  a  course  of  study 
that  includes  each  year  all  of  the  work  prescribed  in  the  minimum 
requirements.  The  schools,  therefore,  need  to  organize  and  main- 
tain at  least  three  distinct  year  classes,  with  definite  work  assigned 
for  each  class  in  such  a  way  ha  to  teach  each  year  all  prescribed 
-subjects  the  minimum  number  of  periods  allotted  to  each.  If  a 
definite  course  or  definite  courses  of  study  including  these  require- 
ments have  not  been  prescribed  by  boards  of  education,  it  should 
be  done  promptly  and  notification  to  that  edect  should  be  given  in 
order  that  the  schools  may  receive  credit  therefor  on  our  records. 
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A  number  of  schools  have  failed  to  replyi  to  the  letter  addressed 
the  clerk  of  the*  board  as  a  tfesult  of  inspection  in  which  definite 
recommendations  for  needed  improvements  were  made.  To  avoid 
embarrassment  to  the  schools,  boards  of  education  should  see  that 
the  clerk  or  secretary  replies  promptly  to  any  such  communication 
if  he  has  not  already  done  so,  so  that,  if  other  conditions  are  met, 
the  school  may  be  placed  upon  the  original  approved  list  for  the 
ensuing  school  year,  which  it  is  proposed  to  issue  in  August 

I  am  sending  out  this  general  circular  to  such  schools  as  our 
records  show  failed  to  meet  the  requirements  in  one  or  more  of 
these  respects  during  the  current  year.

Dear  Sir  :  The  appropriation  bill  of  1905  made  several  changes 
in  the  method  of  making  payments  to  schools  maintaining  aca- 
demic departments.

Unfavorable  Conditions  of  High  School. 

The  President  presented  the  following  communication  from  th« 
State  Education  Department: 

"New  York  State  Education  Department, 
Inspections  Division, 

Albany,  IN*.  Y.,  January  4,  1906. 
Supt.  Charles  W.  Cole,  Albany,  N.  Y.: 

Dear  Sir. —  Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  and  through  you- 
your  City  Board  of  Education  to  certain  unfavorable  conditions 
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connected  with  your  High  School  facilities  as  shown  by  the  recent 
report  of  our  inspector,  Mr.  Cobb. 

This  report  shows  that  the  building  is  far  too  small  to  accommo- 
date the  students  that  are  registered,  a  matter  to  which  your  at- 
tention was  called  last  year.  The  building  is  not  only  far  too 
small,  but  is  not  well  lighted  or  ventilated,  neither  is  it  provided 
with  fire-escapes  as  required  by  section  49,  article  6,  title  7  of 
the  Consolidated  School  Law.  One  of  the  results  of  this  most 
unfortunate  lack  of  room  is  your  failure  to  have  any  proper 
laboratory  facilities  for  instruction  in  science.  The  reports  on 
file  at  this  Department  clearly  show  that  your  City  High  School 
has  not  the  facilities  for  instruction  in  this  important  department 
of  work  possessed  by  many  of  the  academic  departments  in  villages 
of  a  thousand  inhabitants.  Under  these  conditions  it  is  certainly 
impossible  for  your  students  to  reach  the  standards  prescribed  by 
this  Department  or  receive  the  full  benefits  of  the  education  to 
which  they  are  entitled  and  which  your  city  is  in  duty  bound  to 
provide. 

The  need  of  immediate  remedial  action  is  urgent,  imperative. 
Kindly  keep  me  advised  regarding  what  is  done  to  better  con- 
ditions.

Albany  High  School, 

January  16,  1906. 

To  the  Honorable  Members  of  the  Board  of  Education: 

Gentlemen. —  In  accordance  with  your  resolution  of  July  29, 
1905,  requesting  me  to  submit  a  plan  for  increasing  individual 
laboratory  facilities  for  students  of  science  in  the  High  School 
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and  thus  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Regents,  permit  me  to 
present  the  following  statement : 

The  present  method  of  science  instruction  in  our  school  is  to 
combine  class  demonstration,  recitation,  and  individual  laboratory 
work  in  so  far  as  our  present  laboratory  space  and  equipment 
will  permit.  Beginning  September,  1906,  we  will  be  unable  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  Regents  for  individual  laboratory 
work  in  science  unless  the  present  laboratory  facilities  are  in- 
creased. 

I  would  therefore  suggest  the  following: 

(a)  Replace  the  chairs  in  the  physical  lecture  room  with 
four  long  work  tables  provided  with  wooden  stools,  each  table 
to  accommodate  ten  pupils.  This  would  enable  the  room 
to  be  used  for  either  recitation  or  individual  laboratory  work 
as  desired. 

(b)  Purchase  twenty  complete  sets  of  individual  labora- 
tory apparatus  for  physics  the  cost  of  which  ($700)  may 
be  charged  to  State  Apparatus  Fund. 

(c)  Provide  two  additional  sinks  and  running  water  in  the 
physical  lecture  room  and  equip  the  four  laboratory  tables 
with  gas  pipes  and  electric  conduction  wires. 

(d)  Provide  for  lighting  the  physical  and  chemical  lecture 
rooms  with  electricity. 

The  carrying  out  of  the  above  alterations  and  improvements 
exclusive  of  the  apparatus  purchase  will  involve  an  expense  of 
approximately  $250  and  will  furnish  adequate  equipment  for  meet- 
ing the  requirements  in  individual  laboratory  work.

Annual  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools* 


Albany,  X.  Y.,  September  1%  1005. 
To  the  Board  of  Education: 

Gentlemen. —  I  have  the  honor  to  present  herein  my  twenty- 
eighth  annual  report  on  the  eondition  and  progress  of  the*  public 
schools  of  this  city,  conducted  under  your  charge  and  direction. 

The  effective  operation  of  the  schools  another  year  under  your 
guidance  has  strengthened  my  conviction  that  a  board  of  educa- 
tion small  in  numbers,  and  with  a  comparatively  long  term  of 
office,  the  responsibility  of  whose  appointment  rests  with  the  city's 
chief  executive  who  is  answerable  to  his  fellow  citizens  for  good 
judgment  in  his  selection  of  commissioners,  is  the  best  form  of 
organization  yet  devised  for  the  management  of  a  city  system. 
Current  needs  and  progressive  measures  have  been  carefully  con- 
sidered and  promptly  acted  upon.  The  material  wants  of  pupils 
and  teachers  have  never  been  so  fully  supplied,  nor  have  the 
school  buildings  ever  been  kept  in  such  healthful  and  comfortable 
condition  as  now.  Suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the  teach- 
ing service  and  for  better  instruction  have  received  immediate 
attention  and  when  approved  have  been  adopted  and  put  in  opera- 
tion with  a  cheerful  alacrity  that  has  inspired  pupils,  teachers,  and 
supervisors  with  renewed  zeal  and  with  the  determination  to  de- 
serve the  confidence  thus  shown  in  their  sincerity  and  high  pur- 
pose. These  things  might,  of  course,  be  accomplished  by  a  board 
larger  in  numbers;  but  the  process  would  almost  inevitably  be 
so  slow  as  to  defeat  often  the  plans  presented. 

Attendance  and  Accommodations. 

The  exact  number  of  pupils  registered  in  the  day  schools  was : 
Boys,  6,599;  girls,  6,576;  total,  13,175,  an  increase  of  263.    The 
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almost  complete  parity  in  numbers  between  the  sexes  is  worthy  of 
passing  notice.  A  few  years  ago  the  girls  exceeded  the  boys  in 
number  by  several  hundreds.  The  change  is  unquestionably  due 
to  the  enforcement  of  the  compulsory  law,  which  now  holds  all 
boys  in  school  until  they  are  fourteen  years  of  age  and  have,  gen- 
erally, attained  one  of  the  two  upper  grades,  and,  having  advanced 
so  far,  are  induced  to  remain  a  year  or  two  years  longer  and  com- 
plete the  elementary  course,  by  their  own  inclinations,  or  by  the 
wish  of  parents  anxious  to  have  their  children  admitted  to  the 
High  School;  although  they  may  never  attend.  The  certificate 
of  admission  is  a  strong  credential  for  all  who  seek  employment. 

The  registration  in  the  evening  schools  was :  Boys,  1,074;  girls, 
330;  total,  1,404,  an  increase  of  207. 

The  total  number  registered  in  the  day  and  the  evening  schools 
was  14,579. 

The  average  attendance  of  the  day  schools  was  10,663,  a  gain 
of  39 ;  that  of  the  evening  schools  was  530,  a  gain  of  42 ;  the  total 
of  both  being  11,193.  The  percentage  of  attendance  in  the  day 
schools  was  95 ;  in  the  evening  schools  75.  Both  of  these  items 
are  based  on  average  membership  and  indicate  a  very  commend- 
able regularity.  For  other  details  concerning  the  attendance,  you 
are  respectfully  referred  to  the  statistical  tables  appended  to  this 
report. 

With  the  exception  of  the  High  School,  the  buildings  have 
proved  adequate  for  the  reception  and  comfortable  care  of  all 
applying  for  admission.  The  inconvenience  and,  in  some  cases, 
the  expense  arising  from  the  necessity  of  using  the  car  line  to 
which  many  pupils  of  School  No.  4  have  l>een  subjected,  as  w7ell 
as  the  exclusion  of  manv  verv  vounc:  children  of  the  district  whose 
places  of  residence  are  too  distant  to  permit  their  attendance,  will 
be  remedied  during  the  coming  year  by  the  completion  of  a  newT 
building  on  North  Allen  street,  to  be  known  as  School  No.  16, 
the  plans  for  which  have  been  adopted  and  the  contracts  for  the 
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construction  of  which  have  been  awarded.     The  new  structure 

will  be  ready  for  use  in  September,  1906. 

Nine  hundred  eighty-one  (081)  pupils  were  in  attendance  at 

the  High  School  during  the  past  year,  while  its  seating  capacity 
was  seven  hundred  nineteen  (719).     The  average  attendance  wras 

eight  hundred  thirty-three  (83*3),  being  one  hundred  fourteen 
(114),  more  than  the  number  of  sittings.  The  average  member- 
ship which  is  the  number  that  must  be  provided  for  was  eight 
hundred  ninety-five  (895),  showing  an  excess  of  one  hundred 
seventy-six  (176),  not  provided  with  permanent  desks.  Every 
nook  and  corner  of  the  building  available  was  pressed  into  use  as 
class-rooms,  and  the  meeting-room  of  the  board  of  education  waa 
transformed  into  a  study  hall,  leaving  only  two  small  offices  for 
the  performance  of  the  constant  and  multifarious  duties  of  the 
superintendent  of  schools,  the  superintendent  of  buildings,  the 
clerk  of  the  board,  the  stenographer  and  two  attendance  officers. 
All  these  conditions  were  cheerfully  accepted  by  teachers,  pupils, 
and  all  others  concerned,  and  in  spite  of  the  inconveniences  in- 
separable from  such  a  crowded  building  the  work  of  the  school 
was  carried  with  accustomed  vigor  and  success. 

The  difficulty  of  this  situation  will  be  increased  during  the 
coming  school  year,  since  the  class  admitted  in  June  numbers 
nearly  fifty  more  than  its  predecessor;  the  outlook  being  that  the 
whole  number  of  pupils  will  be  not  far  from  one  thousand  thirty 
(1,030).  The  immediate  partial  remedy  will  be  found  in  the 
suspension  of  the  girls'  manual  training  department,  which  will 
give  three  additional  study  and  recitation  rooms  with  seats  for 
about  one  hundred  fifty  pupils.  Such  suspension  is  much  to  be 
regretted,  but  the  larger  interests  .must  be  subserved. 

The  steady  increase  during  the  past  four  years  in  the  number 
of  pupils  in  attendance  in  the  High  School,  while  the  total  attend- 
ance upon  the  entire  school  system  has  varied  little,  is  due  to 
several  causes,  among  which  are  the  compulsory  attendance  re- 
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quired  by  law,  and  the  business  prosperity  prevailing  during  tho 
period. 

Compulsory  attendance  has  now  been  enforced  for  ten  years. 
The  mandate  of  the  State  that  all  children  from  eight  to  fourteen 
years  of  age  shall  attend  school  during  the  whole  school  year  has 
been  in  effect  only  two  years;  prior  to  that  time  children  from 
twelve  to  fourteen  years  were  required  to  attend  but  eighty  days. 
The  effect  of  the  larger  requirement  has  been  to  increase  the  num- 
bers in  the  higher  elementary  grades,  and  consequently  the  number 
prepared  to  enter  and  actually  entering  the  High  School.  This 
cause  will  continue  to  operate  and  hold  the  attendance  at  its 
present  height,  and,  should  the  city  continue  to  increase  in  popu- 
lation, raise  the  attendance  still  higher  in  due  proportion. 

It  has  been  observed  that  in  times  of  business  depression  many 
older  children  are  withdrawn  from  school  to  aid  in  the  Aipport 
of  families ;  while  in  prosperous  times  their  school  days  are  pro- 
longed. The  latter  condition  has  undoubtedly  increased  in  some 
degree  the  number  entering  upon  and  continuing  secondary  school 
work,  and  when  to  this  cause  is  added  the  plainly  increasing  desire 
and  purpose  of  parents  to  give  their  children  wider  opportunities, 
even  at  the  cost  of  continued  self-sacrifices,  it  is  evident  these 
causes  will  persist  in  maintaining  and  augmenting  the  present 
attendance. 

Nothing  can  prevent  the  augmentation  of  the  number  of  pupils 
in  attendance  reaching  twelve  hundred  within  the  next  two  years, 
except  the  adoption  of  a  plan  of  exclusion  by  raising  the  terms  of 
admission  to  such  a  degree  that  the  average  pupil  will  be  shut  out, 
an  unjust  course  of  procedure  that  no  one  will  attempt  to  defend. 
In  this  connection  it  is  onlv  fair  to  all  concerned  to  state  that  the 
standards  of  scholarship  and  general  fitness  for  promotion  from 
the  elementary  schools  have  not  been  lowered.  They  have  been 
more  clearly  defined  and  more  accurately  ascertained  by  means  of 
more  frequent  written  tests  and  closer  observation  on  the  part  of 
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instructors.  The  question,  tlien,  to  be  determined  is  how  may 
these  increasing  numbers  be  best  taken  care  of,  not  as  a  temporary 
expedient,  but  with  a  wide,  generous  view  of  the  interests  of  both 
present  and  future  pupils.  Two  plans  naturally  present  them- 
selves, namely,  the  enlargement  of  the  present  building,  involving, 
of  course,  an  increased  faculty ;  and  the  establishment  of  another 
high  school  located  so  that  the  attendance  of  both  schools  may  be 
better  instructed  and  better  accommodated. 

The  present  building  may  be  enlarged  by  the  purchase  of  the 
remainder  of  the  block  on  which  it  stands  and  the  erection  of  two 
wings  each  about  twenty-five  feet  in  depth  and  about  sixty-five 
feet  in  length ;  a  court  about  sixty  feet  in  width  on  the  east  being 
absolutely  necessary  for  the  admission  of  light  to  three  large  and 
important  rooms  in  the  rear  of  the  present  structure.  The  cost 
of  the  ground  would  be  about  $30,000.  The  cost  of  constructing 
and  equipping  the  two  wings  would  certainly  be  not  less  than 
$50,000.  The  total  cost  may  easily  exceed  $100,000.  Such  an 
enlargement  would  also  include  considerable  alterations  in  the 
present  structure  so  as  to  provide  ready  access  to  and  from  the 
new  parts  by  means  of  corridors  and  to  safeguard  the  daily  en- 
trance and  exits  of  twelve  hundred  persons.  The  problem  of 
making  proper  approaches  from  the  main  building  to  the  wings 
is  not  merely  difficult,  but  insoluble  without  disastrous  sacrifice 
of  floor  space.  These  changes  could  not  be  made  without  serious 
interruption  of  the  regular  school  work. 

Now  should  this  plan  be  carried  out,  the  city  would  still  not 
have  a  well-arranged  high  school,  affording  the  facilities  regarded 
as  essential  to-day  for  the  proper  conduct  and  management  of 
such  an  important  institution.  The  older  part,  built  thirty  years 
ago,  does  not  lend  itself  to  alteration  or  adaptation  to  approved 
modern  plans  of  administration.  The  assembly  hall  will  not  seat 
the  present  school  and  can  not  be  enlarged.  Even  with  the  addi- 
tional rooms  the  divisions  of  the  classes  can  not  be  sufficiently  re- 
duced in  size  to  meet  the  requirements  of  successful  instruction, 
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and  the  management  of  so  large  £  school  originally  designed  for 
about  half  the  number  of  pupils  and  which  cannot  be  re-arranged 
to  suit  present  conditions  without  extraordinary  expense  and  a 
probable  suspension  of  operation,  will  become  more  complicated 
and  difficult,  while  the  close  supervision  of  the  daily  work  of  the 
pupils  so  essential  to  their  proper  progress  will  become  wholly 
impracticable.  Evidently  two  high  schools,  each  of  moderate  size, 
are  preferable  to  one  that  is  too  large  and  unwieldy  for  easy  and 
careful  administration. 

In  my  judgment,  the  best  course  to  pursue  is  to  establish  a 
second  high  school  and  erect  a  building  planned  and  equipped  in 
accordance  with  the  best  and  l&test  ideas  approved  by  the  ex- 
perience and  wisdom  of  practical  educators  and  specialists  in 
school  architecture.  Lark  street  naturally  divides  the  city  into 
two  high  school  districts;  three-fifths  of  the  pupils  now  residing 
east  of  the  dividing  line,  giving  an  attendance  of  between  six  and 
seven  hundred  for  the  present  building  and  about  four  hundred 
for  the  new  one. 

Desirable  sites  with  ample  space  for  outdoor  exercise  and  all 
other  needs  of  a  modern  school  may  be  obtained  for  a  compara- 
tively low  cost.  The  site  and  the  building  need  not  cost  much 
more  than  would  an  enlargement  of  the  present  ones;  the  advan- 
tage of  smaller  classes  and  closer  supervision,  and  of  proximity 
to  residence  would  be  gained;  a  portion  of  the  present  faculty 
would,  of  course,  be  transferred  to  the  new  building  in  the  inter- 
ests of  good  instruction  and  economy,  and  the  city  would  have 
ample  provision  for  secondary  education  for  many  years.  This 
plan  presupposes  the  continuance  of  the  attendance  of  both  boys 
and  girls  at  both  schools;  a  practice  approved  by  nearly  seventy 
years  of  experience. 
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Compulsory  Attendance. 

The  total  number  of  cases  investigated  by  the  attendance  offi- 
cers was  thirteen  hundred  sixty-nine  (1309),  being  two  hundred 
seventy- five  (275)  fewer  than  during  the  preceding  year.  Assum- 
ing that  the  officers  were  as  vigilant  as  heretofore,  and  I  am  con- 
fident, that  they  were,  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  may 
justly  be  considered  as  evincing  a  more  thorough  administration 
of  the  law,  supported  as  it  is  by  a  practically  unanimous  public 
sentiment.  Two  hundred  twenty-three  .(223)  non-attendants  were 
placed,  in  schools;  forty-seven  (47)  illegally  employed  and  one 
hundred  fifty  (150)  truants  were  returned  to  regular  attendance 
and  three  (3)  incorrigible  truants  were  committed  to  institutions. 
The  last  item  is  the  smallest  of  its  kind  occurring  during  the  ten 
years  of  the  operation  of  the  compulsory  law,  the  maximum  being 
nineteen  (19)  in  1899.  This  very  encouraging  result  is  clearly 
attributable  to  tho  reformatory  work  of  the  ungraded  school, 
whereby  the  wayward  tendencies  of  the  great  majority  of  the 
Ih>vs  placed  in  its  charge  have  been  eliminated.

The  management  of  the  ungraded  school  continues* to  merit 
high  commendation.  The  establishment  of  a  continuous  manual 
training  course  is  its  special  need.       Nothing  else  will  help  so 
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much  in  restoring,  or  developing,  the  power  of  concentration  lost, 
or  lacking,  in  these  unfortunate  boys.  Twenty  (20)  truants  and 
sixteen  (16)  insubordinates  were  sent  to  this  school  during  the 
year  and  fourteen  (14)  were  carried  over  from  last  year,  making 
the  enrollment  for  the  year  fifty  (50).  Fifteen  (15)  failed  to 
report,  some  having  been  sent  to  private  schools,  while  the  re- 
mainder left  school  and  became  legally  employed. 

Promotion  to  High  School. 

Five  hundred  twenty-three  (523)  pupils  were  promoted  to  the 
first  year  of  the  High  School  in  June,  being  forty-five  (45)  more 
than  last  year.  Five  hundred  three  (503)  of  these  were  promoted 
from  the  public  elementary  schools*  on  the  recommendation  of 
their  teachers,  nine  (9)  from  the  public  schools  on  examination, 
and  eleven  (11)  from  private  schools,  also  on  examination.  Ten 
(10)  applicants  failed  on  examination.  These  pupils  will  average 
a  fraction  over  fifteen  years  of  age  on  entrance  in  September  next. 
This  has  been  the  average  age  at  entrance  for  many  years,  show- 
ing  that  the  increased  numbers  are  not  due  to  undue  stimulation 
or  any  other  forcing  process.  One-third  of  the  pupils  of  the 
entering  class  complete  the  four  years"  course  and  are  graduated. 
The  increasing  numbers  entering  the  High  School  must  result  in 
much  larger  graduation  classes  hereafter.

Evening  Schools. 

The  attendance  on  the  evening  schools  continues  to  increase. 
It  is  matter  for  congratulation  that  the  increase  is  among  the 
voluntary  pupils,  for,  while  the  compulsory  pupils,  those  under 
sixteen,  numbered  five  hundred  eighty-nine  (589),  or  twenty-six 
(26)  less  than  last  year,  the  voluntary  registration,  those  over 
sixteen,  was  five  hundred  forty-three  (543),  or  one  hundred  fifty- 
six  (156)  more. 

The  total  registration  was  fourteen  hundred  fourteen  (1414), 
an  increase  of  two  hundred  seventeen  (217),  and  the  average  at- 
tendance was  five  hundred  thirty  (530),  an  increase  of  fifty-two 
(52).    The  per  cent,  of  attendance,  based  on  the  average  member- 
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ship,  was  75,  an  advance  of  5  per  cent.    The  chief  statistics  ara

The  work  of  instruction  in  the  evening  schools  was  performed, 
with  a  few  exceptions,  by  teachers  of  the  day  schools,  and,  it  i| 
needless  to  say,  with  decided  benefit  to  the  pupils.  A  more  defi- 
nite program  of  studies  and  the  supply  of  text-books,  especially 
prepared  for  evening  schools,  will  add  materially  to  the  efficacy 
of  the  efforts  of  the  teachers. 

The  evening  high  school  continues  to  attract  increasing  num- 
bers of  interested  pupils,  the  majority  of  whom  are  faithful  and 
earnest  in  their  work  and  are  showing  a  full  appreciation  of  the 
opportunities  offered. 

The  securing  of  regular  attendance  from  the  boys  between  four- 
teen and  sixteen  years,  who  compose  the  compulsory  attend- 
ants  at  the  elementary  evening  schools,  continues  to  be  a  severe 
and  trying  task.  The  object  of  the  law  is  to  secure  for  the  boys 
a  fairly  complete  elementary  education,  rather  than  to  deprive 
them  of  the  opportunity  of  employment,  so  that,  although  the 
law  must  be  administered  with  firmness,  equity  requires  that 
each  case  of  violation  shall  be  carefully  investigated  so  that  no 
injustice  be  done.  This  entails  detailed  work  that  consumes  much 
time  and  often  interferes  sadly  with  other  equally  important 
duties.    The  advance  of  the  percentage  of  attendance  from  seventy 
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to  seventy-five  furnishes  clear  evidence  that  the  care  and  vigilance 
exercised  has  been  fruitful.  The  public  generally  is  now  well 
informed  concerning  the  provisions  of  the  law  and  has  stamped 
them  with  hearty  approval.  Employers  continue  to  cooperate 
with  the  school  officers  and  freely  adopt  and  carry  out  suggestions 
made  to  them  in  the  direction  of  prompt  and  effective  action, 
while  parents  and  guardians  have  become  more  and  more  alive  to 
the  wisdom  of  giving  support  to  the  efforts  made  to  fit  their 
children  for  the  duties  of  life.  The  enforcement  of  the  law  was 
accomplished  with  considerably  less  difficulty  than  during  the  first 
year.  The  experiences  met  with  during  the  first  two  or  three 
years  under  the  compulsory  act  in  relation  to  day  schools  will 
undoubtedly  be  repeated  in  relation  to  the  evening  schools.  Sup- 
ported by  an  active  public  sentiment,  all  concerned  will  soon  be- 
come accustomed  to  the  new  requirements,  and,  while  the  activities 
of  those  charged  with  the  administration  of  the  law  can  never  be 
safely  relaxed,  the  number  of  infractions  will  grow  fewer  year 
by  year. 

I  suggest  that  certain  forms  of  hand- work  be  introduced  in  the 
evening  schools  —  sewing  and  cooking,  for  instance,  for  the  girls, 
and  industrial  drawing  and  knife  and  bent  iron-work  for  the  boys. 
Such  exercises  will  relieve  the  monotony  oT formal  study  and  add 
life  and  color  that  will  tend  to  make  enforced  attendance  a  privi- 
lege rather  than  an  unavoidable  task. 

General  Remarks  and  Suggestions. 

The  revised  course  of  study  has  been  in  operation  for  two  years, 
with  the  exception  of  the  course  in  English,  which  has  been  used 
during  the  past  year  only.  The  principals  and  class  teachers 
regard  the  course,  as  a  whole,  as  a  decided  improvement  upon 
the  one  displaced.  The  special  unfavorable  criticism  offered  is 
that  the  directions  given  in  relation  to  instruction  in  English 
grammar  are  somewhat  vague  and  incomplete.  This  criticism 
will  receive  special  consideration  during  the  coming  year,  and 
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such  changes  as  may 'be  determined  as  advisable  will  be  submitted 
to  you  for  approval. 

The  change  from  nine  to  eight  general  divisions,  or  years,  has 
proved  very  satisfactory.  Much  unessential  matter  has  been 
eliminated,  particularly  from  the  courses  in  number  and  geog- 
raphy and  the  time  gained  devoted  to  practical  exercises  in  Eng- 
lish, to  the  broadening  influences  of  drawing  and  other  hand-work, 
and  to  the  development  coming  from  nature-study.  In  reality, 
much  more  is  accomplished  under  the  present  than  was  under  the 
former  course,  the  changes  being  in  the  direction  of  enrichment 
without  sacrifice  of  adequate  thoroughness.  It  should  be  clearly 
borne  in  mind  that  the  tendency  of  the  new  course  is  not  to  force 
the  pupils  through  the  grades  with  undue  haste.  Experience 
has  shown  that  the  average  pupil  will  complete  the  course  in  eight 
years  without  urging,  the  brightest  in  seven,  and  in  rarer  cases 
in  six  years,  while  the  backward  ones  will  require  nine,  ten,  and 
occasionally  longer.  Clearly  .the  course  should  be  arranged  for 
the  child  of  average  ability. 

As  has  been  said  before,  the  proof  that  the  new  course  does  not 
tend  to  incpmplete  preparation  for  advanced  work  lies  in  the  fact 
that  the  average  age  of  graduates  from  the  elementary  schools 
remains  the  same  as  for  many  years  past. 

The  departmental  plan  was  in  operation  in  all  schools  having 
classes  from  the  fifth  to  the  eighth  grades,  inclusive,  except  two, 
the  internal  arrangements  of  which  are  not  adapted  to  the  neces- 
sary prompt  changes  of  classes.  Nearly  all  of  the  principals  con- 
cerned reported  favorably  upon  the  workings  of  the  plan  at  the 
close  of  the  second  year  of  trial.  The  hindrances  experienced 
through  the  lack  of  efficient  substitutes  for  absent  departmental 
teachers  during  the  previous  year  was  greatly  lessened  by  the 
doubled  calling-fee,  which  held  in  the  city  a  larger  proportion  of 
the  better  equipped  persons  awaiting  permanent  employment.  At 
the  close  of  the  coming  year,  it  is  thought  that  sufficient  experience 
will  have  been  obtained  to  determine  whether  the  departmental 
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plan  has  produced  results  sufficiently  better  to  warrant  its  con- 
tinuance. In  regard  to  drawing  and  music,  the  opinion  of  all 
seems  to  be  favorable  to  departmental  instruction,  while  as  to 
the  other  studies  a  like  opinion,  general,  though  not  unanimous, 
prevails. 

The  free  text-book  system  has,  so  far,  justified  the  arguments 
advanced  by  the  advocates  of  itsy  adoption.  The  pupils  are  now 
fully  equipped  on  the  opening  day,  and  no  time  is  lost  awaiting 
the  purchase  of  books  by  dilatory  and  indifferent  parents.  The 
children  are  now  using  clean  and  complete  books,  all  badly  soiled 
or  imperfect  books  being  discarded  —  great  gains,  either  from  the 
sanitary  or  the  pedagogical  point  of  view.  Your  original  estimate 
of  the  cost  of  text-books  during  the  second  year  of  operation  was 
$15,000.  A  careful  revision  of  this  estimate  led  you  to  ask  for 
a  considerably  smaller  amount  —  $13,600.  The  city  financial 
board  allowed  $10,000.  It  soon  became  evident  that  the  whole 
amount  asked  for  was  necessary,  and,  upon  your  application, 
the  city  authorities  cheerfully  and  promptly  made  an  additional 
allowance  of  $3,682.59,  which  will  meet  the  actual  needs  of  the 
schools  during  the  year  1905.  For  the  year  1906  a  smaller  ap- 
propriation, probably  not  more  than  $11,000,  will  suffice.  The 
cost  per  pupil  of  text-books  during  the  year  1905,  based  on  actual 
registration,  was  $1,038,  being  two  and  two-tenths  cents  more 
than  during  the  previous  year,  which  is  accounted  for  by  the 
natural  decrease  in  the  number  of  books  in  use,  owned  by  the 
pupils,  and  the  corresponding  increase  in  the  number  of  books 
purchased. 

The  commercial  course  in  the  High  School  was  formally  estab- 
lished at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  During  the  first  year  this 
course  is  not  differentiated  from  other  courses,  except  in  the  choice 
of  a  modern  language.  The  election  of  Spanish  by  a  number  of 
pupils  indicates  their  selection  of  the  full  commercial  course.  It 
seems  likely  that  a  division  of  thirty  or  more  will  enter  upon  this 
course  at  the  opening  of  their  second  year,  a  number  which  will, 
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I  believe,  increase  from  year  to  year,  as  the  full  meaning  of  the 
opportunity  becomes  better  understood  by  both  parents  and  pupils. 

As  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Supervisor  of 
Kindergartens,  submitted  herewith,  the  kindergartens  continue 
in  full  attendance  and  corresponding  usefulness.  Several  of  these 
schools  are  attended  in  such  numbers  as  to  render  the  proper 
and  careful  training  of  the  children  by  one  unaided  teacher  very 
difficult,  if  not  wholly  impracticable.  I  recommend  that  fo.ur 
additional  kindergartners  be  employed  to  act  as  assistants  in  the 
larger  classes. 

I  respectfully  renew  the  recommendation  made  from  year  to 
year  in  more  than  Jen  annual  reports  that  courses  in  manual 
training,  including  hand-work,  shop-work  in  wood,  sewing,  and 
cooking,  be  introduced  in  the  elementary  schools.  The  necessary 
plants  can  be  installed  in  four  buildings  at  a  moderate  cost  so 
as  to  provide  for  the  seventh  and  eighth  classes  of  all  the  schools, 
except  Nos.  20  and  21,  which  are  too  remote  to  permit  the  use  of 
a  plant  in  another  building,  and  would,  therefore,  need  special 
provision  in  the  form  of  additional  rooms.  Omitting  these  two 
schools,  four-fifths  of  the  pupils  of  the  designated  grades  can  be 
afforded  the  courses  above  suggested  without  any  expense  in  con- 
struction. Few  cities  of  the  size  of  Albany  in  this  country  now 
lack  this  form  of  public  instruction.  I  know  of  no  greater  boon 
that  could  be  bestowed  upon  the  children  of  Albany  than  its 
prompt  installation.  A  community  has  not  fulfilled  its  duty  to 
the  children  when  it  has  afforded  them  opportunities  to  pursue 
the  formal  studies  of  the  ordinary  curriculum.  It  is  still  under 
obligation  to  develop  them  on  the  aesthetic,  social,  and  physical 
lines  that  lead  to  choice  of  occupation  and  a  closer  touch  with  life 
and  nature,  so  that  they  may  be  able  to  lead  fuller  and  broader 
lives  themselves  and  become  more  potent  factors  in  sustaining 
and  perfecting  free  institutions.  This  principle  has  been  fully 
recognized  for  many  years  by  the  prescription  of  drawing  and 
music  as  regular  studies,  and  by  the  study  of  literature,  history, 
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and  institutional  life,  as  well  as  by  bringing  the  children  into 
more  intimate  relation  with  the  processes  of  nature.  It  is  needed 
still  to  provide  the  means  by  which  the  hand  and  the  eye  as  well 
as  the  mind  may  be  trained  to  appreciation  of  and  participation 
in  the  useful  and  the  beautiful  arts. 

Much  discussion  has  been  going  on  lately,  in  educational  circles, 
as  to  the  disposition  of  defective  and  of  backward  children.  It  has 
been  agreed  for  many  years  that  every  child  is  entitled  to  an  edu- 
cation and  practically  every  normal  child  is  now  given  the  oppor* 
tunity.  It  is  claimed  now  that  u  everyone,  child  or  mun,  shall 
have  as  much  education  as  he  is  capable  of  receiving."  The  de* 
fectives,  including  the  blind,  the  deaf,  the  dumb,  and  the  feeble- 
minded, must  clearly  be  taken  care  of  in  the  special  schools  main- 
tained by  the  state  or  by  individual  philanthropy.  The  backward 
children,  those  who  through  long  illnesses,  or  the  neglect  or  indif- 
ference of  parents,  or  through  frequent  changes  of  residence,  have 
been  irregular  in  attendance,  or  just  regular  enough  to  escape  the 
penalties  of  the  compulsory  law,  present  another  problem.  There 
are  many  children  of  this  class  in  our  schools  to-day  whose  presence 
is  an  obstruction  to  regular  progress,  a  daily  trial  to  the  most 
painstaking  of  teachers,  whose  conscience  will  not  permit  neglect 
and  whose  constant  efforts  are  too  often  rewarded  with  failure. 

For  several  years,  in  one  of  our  schools  these  backward  ones 
have  been  segregated  and  placed  in  charge  of  a  teacher  who  devotes 
one-half  of  her  time  to  these  slow  children,  and  the  other  half  to 
a  group  of  regularly  graded  pupils.  The  outcome  has  been  vt*ry 
pleasing.  The  backward  ones  advance  slowly  but  surely;  in  Home 
instances  they  are  enabled  to  join  graded  classes  more  nearly,  if 
not  wholly,  corresponding  to  their  agea,  while  those  who  fail  to 
do  so  well  continue  to  make  progress  as  long  as  they  remain  under 
instruction.  Wherever  the  room  can  be?  obtained  for  this  purpose 
it  would  surely  be  well  to  extend  this  plan  to  all  the  schools. 

The  use  of  the  slides  and  lectures  provided  by  the  State  Visual 
Instruction  Department  was  quite  general  throughout  the  year. 
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The  purchase  of  two  or  three  comparatively  inexpensive  outfits  for 
the  use  of  schools  that  have  no  assembly  halls,  so  that  their  pupils 
may  not  be  obliged  to  travel  long  distances  in  order  to  get  the 
benefit  of  this  form  of  instruction,  is  recommended. 

The  school  gardens  at  Nos.  7,  9,  and  22  were  quite  successfully 
carried  on.  More  of  these  delightful  outlets  for  the  activities  of 
the  children  should  be  established.  It  is  suggested  that  the  lot  in 
the  rear  of  School  No.  1,  which  is  owned  by  the  city  and  under 
your  control,  be  adapted  to  this  purpose  during  the  coming  year. 
Arbor  and  Memorial  Days  were  observed  by  all  the  schools  with 
appropriate  exercises,  and  the  birthdays  of  Washington  and  Lin- 
coln, and  the  recurrence  of  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  were 
marked  by  the  usual  manifestations  of  patriotism,  gratitude,  and 
charity. 

The  monthly  meetings  of  principals  with  the  superintendent, 
of  the  teachers  of  each  school  with  its  principal,  and  of  the  parents' 
circles,  under  the  leadership  of  the  Albany  Mothers'  Club,  were 
continued  through  the  year,  and  have  exerted  their  customary 
salutary  influences  upon  the  conduct  of  the  schools. 

Teachers'  Tbaining  School. 

The  twenty-second  graduating  class  of  this  school  consisted  of 
ten  young  women  who  had  completed  the  course  leading  to  license 
to  teach  in  the  elementary  schools,  and  five  who  had  pursued  the 
kindergarten  course  for  the  additional  year  required  in  order  to 
obtain  the  certificate  making  them  eligible  to  appointment  as  kin- 
dergartners.  The  superior  qualifications  indicated  in  these  gradu- 
ates redeem  the  promise  of  better  graining  and  broader  scholarship 
made  when  a  two  years'  course  was  inaugurated  and  the  school 
was  placed  in  charge  of  one  who  had  made  a  special  study  of  its 
needs  and  requirements.  It  was  with  great  regret,  therefore,  that 
the  school  authorities  received  the  resignation  of  Principal  W.  P. 
Burris,  to  take  effect  at  the  close  of  the  school  year.  After  three 
years  of  meritorious  service  in  this  city  Mr.  Burris  accepted  the 


offer  of  the  University  of  Cincinnati  to  organize  and  become  the 
dean  of  a  Teachers'  College  in  connection  with  that  institution. 
Mr.  Burris  bears  with  him  the  £ood  wishes  of  his  former  pupils 
and  many  other  friends  acquired  during  his  residence  in  this  city. 
Mr.  Jesse  D.  Burks,  for  the  past  two  years  principal  of  the 
Teachers'  Training  School  of  Paterson,  N.  J.,  has  been  appointed 
to  the  place  made  vacant  by  the  resignation  above  referred  to. 
While  strongly  recommended  by  competent  judges  Mr.  Burks 
comes  here  unheralded ;  nevertheless,  I  am  confident  he  will  hold 
up  the  standards  of  excellence  to  which  we  have  become  accus- 
tomed  in  this  exceedingly  important  school. 

Teachers. 

The  total  number  of  teachers  employed  during  the  year  was 
three  hundred  eighteen  (318),  an  increase  of  three  (3).  Two 
hundred  ninety-one  (291)  were  women  and  twenty-seven  (27) 
men.  One  hundred  ninety-seven  (197)  were  graduates  of  the  Al- 
bany High  School,  forty-three  (43)  of  normal  schools,  sixty  (60) 
of  private  schools,  and  eighteen  (18)  of  colleges.  One  hundred 
seventy-two  (172)  were  graduates  of  the  Albany  Teachers'  Train- 
ing school,  an  increase  of  ten  (10)  in  this  class.  I  cannot  speak 
too  highly  of  the  general  faithfulness,  professional  skill,  sincerity, 
and  assiduity  of  this  excellent  corps  of  instructors. 

Three  teachers  died  during  the  year:  Elizabeth  L.  Cole,  of 
School  No.  11,  appointed  in  1878;  Lilian  O.  Klugman,  of  School 
No.  15,  appointed  in  1896,  and  Laura  W.  Richards,  of  School 
No.  4,  appointed  in  1872.     All  of  these  gave  noble  service,  lived 

beautiful  lives,  and  died  deeply  regretted  by  their  associates  and 
the  many  hundreds  of  pupils  to  whom  they  had  devoted  through 
so  many  years  their  talents,  their  sympathies,  and  their  love. 

A  recent  recognition  of  the  completion  of  fifty  years  of  con- 
tinuous service  by  one  teacher,  and  of  forty-six  years  by  another 
who  was  about  to  retire,  induced  me  to  collate  the  following  in- 
teresting figures  concerning  the  long  service  of  a  large  proportion 
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of  our  teachers.  At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  318  teachers, 
of  whom  192,  or  about  60  per  cent,  of  the  whole  corps,  had  served 
more  than  twenty  years,  as  follows : 

One  hundred  twenty-one  (121)  had  served  more  than  twenty 
(20)  years. 

Fifty-six  (56)  had  served  more  than  thirty  (30)  years. 

Thirteen  (13)  had  served  more  than  forty  (40)  years. 

One  (1)  had  served  for  fifty  (50)  years. 
Of  those  who  had  served  forty  (40)  or  more  years: 

Four  (4)  had  been  in  the  service  40  years. 

Three  (3)  had  been  in  the  service  41  years. 

One  (1)  had  been  in  the  service  42  years. 

Two  (2)  had  been  in  the  service  43  years.  * 

One  (1)  had  been  in  the  service  44  years. 

One  (1)  had  been  in  the  service  46  years. 

One  (1)  had  been  in  the  service  48  years. 

The  natural  inferences  from  these  facts  are  that  deserving 
teachers  in  this  city  enjoyed  a  practically  permanent  tenure  of 
office  for  many  years  before  such  tenure  was  secured  by  legisla- 
tion, and  that  there  are  elements  inherent  in  the  practice  of  the 
profession  of  teaching  that  conduce  to  robust  longevity. 

In  this  connection  the  significant  event  of  the  year  was  the  com- 
plimentary dinner  given  by  the  present  Board  of  Education  and 
members  of  previous  boards,  the  men  principals  and  the  other  men 
teachers  of  the  public  schools  to  Prof.  Josiah  H.  Gilbert,  of  the 
High  School,  who  had  just  completed  fifty  years  of  continuous 
service  in  this  city,  and  Prof.  Abraham  F.  Onderdonk,  of  the 
same  institution,  who  had  tendered  his  resignation  to  take  effect 
June  30th,  whose  service  in  Albany  covered  the  period  of  forty- 
six  years,  whose  entire  career  as  teacher  embraced  more  than  fifty 
years,  and  who  was  about  to  retire  from  active  labor  to  enjoy  his 
sunset  years  in  well-deserved  and  well-earned  rest.  A  description 
of  this  notable  occasion  will  be  found  on  subsequent  pages  of  this 
report. 
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Mr.  Onderdonk  served  many  years  as  principal  of  elementary 
Schools  Xo.  13  and  21,  and  from  1886  ae  Professor  of  Natural 
Science  in  the  High  School.  He  was  respected  by  his  pupils  and 
his  associates  for  his  admirable  qualities  as  an  instructor  and  his 
remarkable  skill  as  a  lecturer  on,  and  a  demonstrator  of  scientific 
principles,  and  he  is  endeared  to  all  who  know  him  by  his  genial 
and  lovable  personality,  and  the  strength  and  sincerity  of  his 
manhood. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  directed  to  the  interesting  reports 
of  the  principals  of  the  High  and  of  the  Teachers'  Training 
Schools,  and  to  those  of  the  supervisors  of  Drawing,  Music,  and 
K  indergar  ten  ing. 

My  hearty  thanks  are  extended  to  the  Board  for  continued  con- 
fidence and  steady  support  in  the  administration  of  the  schools, 
and  to  all  associated  with  me  in  their  management  for  their  active 
and  enthusiastic  cooperation  in  our  common  endeavors  to  serve  the 
best  interests  of  the  thousands  of  children  under  our  charge.

REPORT   OF   SUPERVISOR   OF  KINDERGARTENING. 

Albany,  N.  Y.,  June  23,  1905. 

Dr.  Charles  W.  Cole,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir. —  During  the  past  year  the  Kindergarten  Depart- 
ment has,  as  usual,  been  an  active,  and  I  trust  a  vital  factor  in  our 
public  school  system.  This  work  is  in  the  hands  of  earnest,  con- 
scientious directors,  whose  professional  spirit  is  revealed  in  the 
enthusiasm  and  self-sacrifice  which  characterize  their  daily  work. 
At  our  weekly  conferences  it  is  my  custom  each  year  to  emphasize 
some  line  of  thought  or  work  which  will  tend  to  strengthen  our 
department.     This  year  basketry  has  claimed  our  attention,  and 
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this  has  not  only  kept  us  in  touch  with  some  of  the  advanced  edu- 
cational ideas  of  to-day,  but  has  given  increased  skill,  and  at  the 
same  time  an  opportunity  for  social  intercourse  which  has  pro- 
moted a1  friendly  unity  among  the  workers. 

As  heretofore,  directors  have  expressed  a  lively  interest  in  the 
work  of  the  Albany  Kindergarten  Association,  and  I  take  this 
opportunity  of  expressing  the  appreciation  of  the  members  of  this 
association  for  the  favor  extended  to  us  by  the  Board  of  Education 
in  granting  the  use  of  the  assembly  hall  at  Teachers'  Training 
School  on  the  occasion  of  the  illustrated  lecture  given  by  Dr. 
Howard  J.  Kogers. 

The  number  of  pupils  registered  in  the  kindergartens  of  Schools 
Nos.  17  and  22  has  been  exceptionally  large,  and  your  kindness 
in  granting  the  services  of  additional  teachers  to  meet  this  emerg- 
ency has  been  greatly  appreciated  by  all  concerned.  In  fact,  an 
established  custom  of  appointing  a  second  teacher  in  all  kinder- 
gartens numbering  36  or  40  pupils  would  be  a  welcome  one. 

The  accompanying  register  shows  the  yearly  record  of  the  sev- 
eral kindergartens. 

Five  pupils  have  been  graduated  from  the  Kindergarten  De- 
partment of  the  Teachers'  Training  School:  The  Misses  Mar- 
guerite Deutschbein,  Mary  Devine,  Winifred  Sickels,  Carrie  Tholl, 
and  Louise  Ulrich,  all  of  whom  I  think  will  be  valuable  additions 
to  our  corps  of  kindergartners  when  the  occasion  for  appointment 
occurs.  These  pupils  have  had  ninety  days  or  more  of  practical 
kindergarten  experience,  and  have  spent  four  and  one-half  hours 
with  me  each  Saturday  for  instruction  in  theory  and  methods. 
This  necessity  for  Saturday  class  work  is  to  be  regretted,  its  only 
advantage  being  that  of  holding  the  class  together,  which  would 
have  been  impossible  this  year  had  our  classes  been  held  at  4  p.  m. 
as  usual.  The  one  long  weekly  session  has  been  a  trying  one  for 
the  pupils,  and  they  have  seemed  to  miss  the  personal  influence  of 
the  teacher  which  accompanies  more  frequent  meetings. 
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It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  again  have  the  opportunity  of  thanking 

you  for  kindly  interest  and  advice  given  so  willingly  on  all  occa- 
sions.    I  appreciate  also  the  many  favors  granted  by  the  Board  of 

Education,  the  hearty  welcome  always  extended  to  me  by  the  prin- 
cipals of  the  several  schools,  and  the  willing  cooperation  of  the 
kindergarten  directors.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING. 

Albany,  September,  1905. 

Db.  Charles  W.  Cole,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir. — The  results  accomplished  in  my  department  during 
the  past  year  have  been  very  satisfactory.  Without  exception  the 
teachers  who  have  charge  of  drawing  in  the  several  schools  where 
the  departmental  plan  is  in  vogue  are  highly  enthusiastic  over  the 
progress  they  are  making.  Besides  the  fine  discipline  that  draw- 
ing gives  to  our  children  they  are  learning  to  draw,  and  the  in- 
fluence of  the  studv  is  felt  and  shown  in  all  the  other  studies. 

4/ 

During  the  past  year  I  have  devoted  less  time  to  the  technical 
and  decorative  departments  of  drawing  and  directed  much  of  my 
energy  toward  the  field  of  representation.  Drawing  is  simply 
a  mode  of  talking,  and  so  I  have  required  my  pupils  to  tell  with 
the  brush  and  pencil  all  their  impressions  of  form,  size,  color,  and 
values.  In  order  to  do  this  it  is  necessary  that  the  pupils  shall  be 
alert,  wide-awake,  observing,  independent,  and  skillful;  qualities 
which  go  far  toward  making  desirable  American  citizens.  It  is 
too  bad  that  the  general  public  are  so  densely  ignorant  as  to  the 
value  of  drawing.  Parents  often  refuse  to  provide  their  children 
with  a  few  bents'  worth  of  material  because  they  "  do  not  want 
them  to  become  artists."  The  good  work  is  going  on  just  the 
same  and  we  are  educating  the  children  in  spite  of  opposition. 

In  order  to  promote  the  subject  of  drawing,  I  propose  to  form 
"Art  Clubs  "  in  every  school,  the  object  of  which  will  be  to  induce 
children  to  devote  voluntarily  ten  minutes  every  day  to  representa- 
tion, paying  particular  attention  to  free-hand  perspective.  The 
best  way  to  learn  to  draw  is  to  draw,  draw,  draw. 

Next  year  I  propose  to  teach  working  drawings  in  the  upper 
grades  of  the  grammar  schools  by  use  of  the  drawing  board,  T 
square  and  triangles.  I  am  convinced  that  it  is  the  only  proper 
method,  for  then  the  pupil  does  not  have  to  "  unlearn."  For  sev- 
eral years  I  have  asked  for  an  inexpensive  equipment  to  accom- 
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plish  this  end,  but  the  authorities  have  been  unable  to  furnish 
me  with  the  supplies,  from  lack  of  funds.      I  shall  ask  again, 

* 

however. 

The  work  in  the  High  School,  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Ella  Graham,  has  been  most  satisfactory.  Miss  Graham  has  al- 
ready established  for  herself  a  fine  reputation  as  a  teacher,  not 
only  among  her  pupils  and  colleagues,  but  also  at  the  State  Edu- 
cational Department  for  the  excellence  of  the  examination  papers 
submitted.  Miss  Graham  certainly  deserves  an  increase  of  salary. 
She  should  also  be  provided  with  an  assistant  for  she  has  too  many 
classes  to  attend  to  properly. 

I  have  devoted  every  Friday  afternoon  to  the  Teachers'  Training 
Class,  dividing  my  time  between  subject-matter,  methods,  talks  on 
art  and  artists,  giving  model  lessons  to  grade  classes  before  the 
seniors  and  requiring  them  in  turn  to  repeat  the  work  in  corre- 
sponding grades.  Every  member  of  the  class  passed  the  State 
examinations. 

As  usual,  the  drawing  classes  in  the  Evening  High  School  were

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EEPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC.    • 

Albany,  September,  1905.

Dr.  Charles  W.  Colb,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir. —  I  am  pleased  to  report  the  work  done  in  my  de- 
partment for  year  just  closed,  has  been  of  the  highest  character. 

For  some  years  I  have  been  working  with  unusual  success  on  a 
plan  for  teaching  music  which  I  believe  will  meet  the  approval 
of  educators  generally*  In  order  to  carry  out  my  idea  I  had  the 
pupils  in  all  the  grades  do  this  work  for  the  St.  Louis  exposition. 
I  was  so  much  pleased  with  the  results  that  I  gave  an  exhibition  at 
the  High  School  on  Memorial  Day.  By  actual  count  over  two 
thousand  peVsons  attended.  At  nine  o'clock  in  the  evening  I  had 
to  announce  to  over  one  hundred  persons  that  we  were  obliged  to 
close  in  order  to  get  the  room  in  shape  for  the  next  day's  work. 

A  comprehensive  sketch  of  the  character  of  this  work  would  re- 
quire more  space  than  I  can  expect  to  be  allowed  in  this  report. 
The  following  article  from  an  Albany  paper,  dated  May  30,  1905, 
gives  an  idea  of  the  impression  which  the  exhibit  conveyed  to  the 
public  at  large. 

"  In  one  of  the  study  halls  connected  with  the  'High  School 
there  will  be  an  exhibit  to-day  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning 
until  nine  o'clock  at  night,  of  the  various  kinds  of  written  work  in 
music  done  by  the  pupils  of  the  elementary  public  schools.  During 
the  afternoon  at  frequent  intervals  the  work  done  in  music  in  the 
schools  will  be  exemplified  Jay  groups  of  pupils,  who  will  write 
music  from  dictation,  transpose  songs,  write  original  melodies  and 
engage  in  other  similar  exercises.  The  exhibit  has  been  arranged 
by  Mr.  Edward  Futterer,  director  of  music  in  the  public  schools. 
It  is  the  first  exhibition  of  the  kind  ever  given  in  this  country  and 
should  excite  the  attention  and  admiration  of  educators,  and  especi- 
ally those  interested  in  music,  in  all  parts  of  the  country.  The 
idea  is  original  with  Mr.  Futterer  and  is  bound  to  do  more  to  pro- 
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mote  music  in  Albany  than  any  other  single  agency  that  has  been 
thought  of.  Mr.  Futterer  first  sent  a  sample  of  the  work  to  the 
St.  Louis  exposition  and  it  received  such  high  commendation  that 
he  decided  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  last  fall  to  have  all 
the  pupils  in  the  primary  and  grammar  schools  take  up  the  work 
and  have  the  general  exhibition  that  will  take  place  to-day.  The 
exhibit  includes  work  done  by  pupils  from  five  years  up  and  is 
truly  marvelous.  One  on  examining  the  work  can  hardly  believe 
that  it  was  executed  by  pupils  of  the  public  schools,  it  being  almost 
perfect  in  every  respect.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  tell  of  the  great 
merit  of  the  work,  and  in.  order  to  appreciate  it  one  must  see  it. 

There  are  over  3,000  booklets  on  exhibition,  representing  over 
two  hundred  composers  of  music.  The  booklets  contain  the  lives 
of  the  great  composers.  The  history  of  all  standard  song  writers, 
secular  and  religious,  and  all  the  great  operas  are  represented.  All 
the  booklets  were  written  and  decorated  by  the  pupils.  The  exhibit 
of  the  first  grade  pupils  will  be  interval  work.  The  pupils  write 
down  the  sound  as  sung  by  the  teacher.  That  of  the  second  grade 
represents  children  placing  tones  on  the  staff  as  sung  by  the 
teacher  with  La,  also  writing  of  scales.  The  third  grade  repre- 
sents  writing  music  in  time  as  sung  by  teacher  with  La.  This 
grade  is  represented  by  all  the  scales  as  written  in  different  kinds 
of  time.  That  of  the  fourth  grade  consists  of  same  work  as  the 
third,  only  more  difficult.  The  pupils  have  certain  test  exercises, 
such  as  writing  songs  from  memory,  filling  in  notes  that  have  been 
omitted  in  the  songs.  The  work* of  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades 
represents  the  transposing  of  songs,  writing  all  the  scales  in 
different  times  in  music,  original  melodies,  rewriting  songs  from 
3-4  time  to  3-8  time,  songs  written  from  memory.  The  seventh 
and  eighth  grades  represent  the  history  of  the  great  composers  of 
music,  also  the  history  of  all  the  prominent  writers  of  the  noted 
secular  and  religious  songs  and  history  of  great  operas." 

I  would  again  recommend  that  a  little  time  be  given  to  musical 
history  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  year  grades.    The  teachers  could 
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devote  a  few  moments  now  and  then  to  speak  of  some  noted  musi- 
cian. This  could  be  done  in  connection  with  language  work. 
There  is  no  study  more  calculated  to  make  pupils  think  than 
music.  Every  musical  thought  expressed  demands  in  the  rendi- 
tion strong  mental  judgment.  In  music,  not  only  mind  and  eye 
receive  training,  but  ear  also,  aside  from  the  mental  discipline. 

My  program  submitted  to  you  has  been  strictly  adhered  to. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  constant 

and  hearty  support  given  me  by  you,  the  Board  of  Education, 

principals  and  teachers.

REPORT   OF   THE  PRINCIPAL   OF   THE  TEACHERS' 

TRAINING  SCHOOL. 

Albany,  September  1,  1905. 

Dr.  Charles  W.  Cole,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir. —  My  connection  with  the  Teachers'  Training  School 
is  severed  at  a  time  when  recommendations  affecting  the  work  of 
this  school  vitally  are  in  mind.  Numerous  changes  have  been 
effected  during  the  past  three  years,  all  of  which  have  proven 
beneficial,  as  we  believe,  but  the  best  arrangements  whereby  a  still 
higher  grade  of  teachers  for  the  city  of  Albany  may  be  assured 
are  as  yet  by  no  means  provided. 

Coming  at  once  to  the  plan  which  commends  itself  to  me  as 
best,  in  view  of  local  conditions,  it  is  suggested  that  the  high 
school  problem  and  the  training  school  problem  be  solved  at  the 
same  time  by  the  establishment  of  a  high  school  for  girls  with 
the  training  school  as  a  graduate  department  thereof.  The  present 
high  school  facilities  would  suffice  for  the  boys  and  provide  for 
present  tendencies  to  expansion  in  manual  and  technical  lines. 
It  is  certain  that  the  present  high  school  building  cannot  be  dis- 
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posed  of  to  advantage,  and  it  is  equally  true  that  it  is  unsuited, 
all  things  considered,  for  use  as  an  elementary  school  building. 
Xor  do  the  conditions  warrant,  as  we  see  it,  the  enlargement  of 
the  present  structure.  Any  other  solution  of  the  problem  of  pro- 
viding .adequate  room  for  high  school  pupils,  therefore,  is  dis- 
missed as  unworthy  of  consideration  when  compared  with  the 
advantages  which  would  result  from  the  erection  of  a  new  building. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  the  fact  that  the  additional  expense 
necessary  to  run  the  training  school  in  its  present  location  would 
go  far  in  meeting  the  additional  outlay  demanded  in  maintain- 
ing the  proposed  girls'  high  school,  provided  the  training  school 
be  equipped  as  it  ought  to  be.  For  instance,  the  training  school 
should  have  good  library  facilities  in  charge  of  a  librarian.  It 
should  also  have  a  gymnasium  with  provision  for  thorough  in- 
struction in  physical,  education.  It  should,  moreover,  preferably 
have  at  least  a  majority  of  its  teachers  from  colleges  and  pro- 
fessional schools  of  education  of  the  highest  rank.  But,  consid- 
ering the  number  of  pupils,  it  is  hardly  practicable  to  secure 
appropriations  for  expenditures  of  such  proportions  as  would  be 
necessary  for  these  things.  Assuming  the  establishment  of  a 
girls'  high  school,  however,  these  important  advantages  to  the 
training  school  are  at  hand  without  additional  outlay.  Training 
school  and  high  school  pupils  would  have  the  same  library  and 
librarian,  the  same  gymnasium  and  physical  director,  and  heads 
of  departments,  selected  with  reference  to  fitness,  to  give  special 
methods  courses  which  would  be  professional  in  the  proper  sense 
of  the  word,  could  assist  in  the  work  of  the  training  school  course, 
and  give  to  it  a  breadth  not  now  possible. 

In  making  this  suggestion  the  question  as  to  the  merits  of  the 
segregation  vs.  the  coeducation  of  the  sexes  is  not  necessarily 
raised  further  than*  to  say  that  I  do  not  consider  the  atmosphere 
of  a  mixed  high  school  congenial  to  the  evolution  of  a  school 
ma'am.  I  am  convinced,  however,  that  this  question  as  to  the 
merits  of  the  unmixed  as  compared  with  the  mixed  high  school 
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lias  at  least  been  reopened  through  recent  scholarly  investigations 
in  such  a  way  as  to  point  to  an  escape  from  our  traditional  prac- 
tices iu  the  interests  of  both  sexes.  At  all  events,  the  advantages 
of  the  proposed  plan  appear  to  me  to  be  widely  in  excess  of  any 
trifling  advantage,  real  or  imaginary,  of  the  present  arrangement. 
It  is  easy  to  understand  why  the  first  high  school  in  a  community 
should  be  coeducational.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  not  easy  to  justify 
this  form  of  organization  when  one  public  high  school  is  no  longer 
sufficient  for  the  needs  of  a  community.  It  may  be  doubted,  in- 
deed, if  we  would  have  the  present  widespread  coeducation  of  the 
sexes,  particularly  those  of  adolescent  age,  were  it  not  for  the  fact 
that  economic  reasons  determined  this  form  of  organization  in 
the  first  instance  —  a  form  of  organization  which  grew  gradually 
into  custom  and  which  wre  now  seek  to  justify  because  we  have  it. 

In  so  far  as  there  is  likely  to  be  opposition  to  the  plan  proposed, 
it  will  spring  mainly  from  the  usual  conditions  which  make  "  the 
good  the  enemy  of  the  better."  The  array  of  mere  sentimental  and 
Miperficial  reasons  for  a  continuance  of  the  established  order  can 
be  foresf^en  by  almost  any  one,  whereas  the  weightier  arguments 
in  favor  of  the  change  are  apt  to  be  overlooked  even  when  they 
are  not  ignored.  We  have  already  spoken  of  some  of  the  advan- 
tages which  the  proposed  arrangement  would  give  to  the  training 
school  itself,  but  it  is  not  proposed  to  sacrifice  the  interests  of 
secondary  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Albany  to  those  of  a 
minority  of  training  school  pupils.  On  the  contrary,  I  am  con- 
vinced that  segregation  in  high  schools  in  communities  where  more 
than  one  high  school  has  become  a  necessity  is  a  proposition  which 
is  thoroughly  capable  of  defense  on  its  merits. 

In  the  first  place  it  cannot  be  denied  that  high  school  curricula 
were,  in  the  first  instance,  adjusted  to  the  supposed  needs  of  boys. 
Girls  have  adjusted  themselves  to  such  curricula,  and  merely  be- 
cause they  arc,  as  a  rule,  more  willing  to  do  drudgery  than  boys 
and  consequently  able  to  excel  in  mechanically  percentable  work, 
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it  is  quite  commonly  supposed  that  sex  should  cut  no  figure  in 
framing  high  school  courses  of  study.  On  the  other  hand  boys 
usually  excel  in  work  which  requires  independence  and  initiative, 
and  at  a  time  when  nature  makes  the  two  sexes  so  different  it 
would  seem  fitting  that  we  should  seek  to  emphasize  this  difference 
rather  than  pursue  a  course  whose  tendency  is  to  reduce  the  two 
sexes  to  a  common  denominator.  Even  though  the  same  subjects 
should  be  retaided,  the  subject-matter,  method  of  treatment,  etc., 

should  be  altered  by  as  much  as  the  process  of  making  women 
differs  from  that  of  making  men.  If  there  is  to  be  Latin  why 
compel  the  girls  to  read  about  a  military  campaign  ?  If  there  is 
to  be  higher  mathematics  in  the  girls'  high  school  why  not  limit 
such  study  to  the  necessities  of  woman's  sphere,  etc.,  etc.  ?  The 
reasons  that  prevent  such  a  readjustment  are  certainly  no  longer 
formidable,  particularly  since  the  apostles  of  "  mental  discipline  " 
have  been  routed  by  the  psychologists  and  methodologists  who 
have  shown  that  no  subject  has  a  monopoly  of  disciplinary  value, 
its  disciplinary  value  depending  upon  the  manner  in  which  it 
is  taught  rather  than  anything  inherent  in  the  nature  of  the  sub- 
ject itself. 

But  there  should  not  only  be  a  difference  in  the  subject-matter 
of  subjects  corresponding  to  a  difference  in  the  two  sexes,  but 
there  should  also  be  subjects  which  peculiarly  fit  each  for  social, 
civic,  and  domestic  affairs,  and  to  be  made  most  effective  they 
should  be  given  in  separate  schools.  If  such  were  provided  there 
can  be  little  doubt  that  much  would  be  done  in  the  promotion  of 
social  efficiency,  particularly  by  way  of  impressing  girls  with  the 
dignity  of  womanhood,  in  fitting  for  intelligent  motherhood,  and 
in  overcoming  a  condition  of  mind  in  adolescent  girls  which  is 
usually  by  implication  an  admission  that  to  be  born  feminine  is 
a  misfortune. 

This  segregation  of  the  sexes  and  these  modifications  in  curri- 
cula would  also  set  the  mind  of  the  instructor  free  from  the  atti- 
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tude  of  compromise  in  which  he  always  finds  himself  when  in 
the  presence  of  pupils  in  whom  sex  differences  have  become 
prominent,  thus  enabling  him  to  direct  his  efforts  by  more  definite- 
ness  of  purpose.  It  would  also  assist  in  the  selection  of  instructors 
according  as  they  have  a  peculiar  interest  in  and  aptitude  for  the 
teaching  of  the  one  sex  or  the  other  in  the  various  lines  of  study. 
Moreover,  assuming  the  organization  of  the  teachers'  training 
course  as  a  graduate  department  of  a  girls'  high  school  there  is 
necessarily  assumed  the  appointment  of  a  principal  of  such  a 
school  who  would  be  equally  interested  in  both  types  of  school. 
As  such  he  would  be  in  a  position  to  determine,  directly  and  in- 
directly, in  a  variety  of  diplomatic  and  effective  ways,  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  student  body  in  the  training  department  as  it  is  not 
now  done  and  cannot  be  determined  through  examinations.  In- 
stead of  being  totally  indifferent,  as  is  now  almost  necessarily  the 
case,  he  would  be  actively  interested  in  encouraging  those  who 
ought  to  take  the  training  school  course  and  in  discouraging  those 
who  ought  not  to  take  it,  thus  recognizing  personality,  which  is  of 
even  greater  consequence  than  mere  scholarship,  particularly  in 
the  elementary  teacher,  in  a  way  which  is  not  possible  in  the 
examination  system. 

We  dare  not  pursue  the  subject  at  greater  length  here.  It  may 
seem  as  if  we  had  already  said  more  than  is  justifiable  in  regard 
to  one  department  of  the  public  school  system  with  which  we  have 
had  no  direct  connection.  However,  it  is  just  because  we  con- 
ceive Albany's  various  public  educational  interests  as  one  —  as 
having  problems  which  on  occasion  yield  to  a  common  solution 
that  we1  have  ventured  to  speak  at  such  length.  Nor  have  we  ex- 
hausted the  reasons  in  fayor  of  the  solution  now  offered.  Among 
others  are  the  added  dignity  which  the  training  school  would 
acquire  in  school  circles  and  in  the  eyes  of  the  community  gener- 
ally, the  advantages  springing  from  a  spirit  of  emulation  fostered 
by  having  two  high  schools  instead  of  one,  the  certainty  that  more 
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of  the  star  pupils  would  remain  in  the  school  which  they  have 
attended  for  several  years  to  pursue  training  school  and  other 
eubjects  rather  than  go  to  some  other  form  of  teachers'  training 
school  and  at  last  to  seek  positions  in  some  other  community. 
Nor  are  the  advantages  of  a  more  agreeable  and  wholesome  social 
life  than  that  fostered  under  the  present  arrangement  of  mean 
consequence. 

Over  against  so  many  advantages  there  are  a  few  alleged  dis- 
advantages. It  will  be  said,  for  instance,  that  girls  exercise  a 
refining  influence  over  boys  and  that  a  mixed  school  is  easier  to 
control.  In  reply  let  it  be  said  that  this  thesis  remains  to  be 
proven.  Moreover,  we  insist  that  if  such  a  "  refining  "  process 
be  at  work  it  is  necessarily  at  the  expense  of  the  girls.  So  far 
as  ease  of  government  is  concerned  the  schoolmaster  should  not  be 
too  hasty  to  confess  his  impotency.  That  unmixed  schools  are 
successfully  governed  there  cannot  be  any  doubt  It  is  true  that 
government  is  often  difficult  in  ".select"  schools  which  are  too 
often  partially  dependent  for  patronage  upon  a  spirit  of  over- 
indulgence. The  conditions  in  unmixed  public  schools  are  differ- 
ent, however,  and  many  of  the  very  problems  which  are  the  out- 
growth of  the  mixed  school  are  effectively  eliminated  by  segrega- 
tion, while  the  fundamental  principle,  that  the  public  funds  are 
at  the  service  of  only  those  who  see  fit  to  use  the  privileges  which 
they  make  possible,  is  one  which  is  a  sufficient  bulwark  against 
incorrigibility  when  wisely  administered.  Convenience  of  at- 
tendance will  also  be  urged  by  some,  but  in  a  city  of  Albany's 
area,  together  with  the  fact  that  there  is  but  one  session  daily, 
with  but  a  short  intermission  for  lunch,  there  does  not  seem  to  be 
sufficient  grounds  for  maintaining  two  mixed  high  schools  merely 
because  of  distance,  especially  in  view  of  street  car  facilities  which 
may  be  made  use  of  in  severe  weather.  Various  personal  reasons 
will,  of  course,  appear.  In  one  instance  a  man  of  considerable 
education  to  whom  I  submitted  the  plan  opposed  it  on  the  ground 
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that  his  wife  would  prefer  to  fix  up  the  lunch  of  his  son  and 
daughter,  both  of  whom  are  of  high  school  age,  in  the  same  basket. 
But  that  such  individual  preferences  must  be  lost  sight  of  in 
framing  an  educational  policy  suited  to  the  general  interests  of  a 
community  need  hardly  be  said.  There  are,  we  concede,  certain 
serious  objections  to  the  unmixed  boarding  school  —  any  board- 
ing school,  for  that  matter  —  but  it  seems  to  me  that  unmixed 
public  high  schools,  which  permit  the  sexes  to  be  in  separate 
schools  during  the  day  for  purposes  of  instruction  and  give  to 
parents  the  responsibility  for  the  social  life  of  their  children  at 
a  crisis  in  their  lives,  have  possible  advantages  not  possessed  by 
any  other  form  of  secondary  school  organization.  .We  also  think 
that  the  several  private  schools  of  Albany  owe  their  continued 
existence,  in  part,  to  the  fact  that  there  are  no  unmixed  public 
liigh  schools  and  we  are  convinced  that  the  form  of  reorganization 
]  proposed  would  win  the  support,  of  many  who  do  not  now  patronize 
the  public  schools.'  On  the  other  hand  we  cannot  conceive  of  any-  * 
thing  in  the  changed  form  which  could  reasonably  repel  the 
friends  of  the  present  arrangement.  To  be  sure  these  proposals 
would  call  for  additional  educational  expenditures,  but  in  view 
of  Albany's  statistical  position  in  this  respect  objections  on  this 
ground  are  cpiite  easily  met.  Perhaps  a  second  thought  would 
justify  paying  more  for  that  which  is  so  promising  in  increased 
returns  and  remind  us  of  the  follv  of  hastily  deciding  that  that 
which  is  cheapest  is  necessarily  best. 

We  renew  recommendations  of  our  last  annual  report  concern- 
ing hand  work,  domestic  science,  and  the  employment  of  a  male 
teacher  in  one  department  of  the  grammar  school.  We  think 
there  would  be  several  advantages  in  having  the  boys  and  girls 
of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  in  separate  rooms.  This  could 
easily  be  arranged  between  Schools  11  and  24  by  assigning  the 
girls  to  the  one  and  the  bovs  to  the  other.  We  also  think  that 
the  Board  of  Education  should  employ  a  specialist  to  serve  as 
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primary  assistant,  dividing  her  time  between  the  training  school 
and  the  primary  grades  throughout  the  city. 

Through  various  other  channels  we  have  kept  you  acquainted 
with  the  work  of  the  several  departments  of  the  training  school 
and  we  need  not  speak  of  this  here  further  than  to  express  a 
sense  of  gratification  which  we  feel  and  to  acknowledge  our  obliga- 
tions. Teachers  have  labored  faithfully  and  training  school 
students  showed  a  commendable  pride  in  the  school  by  purchasing 
pictures,  statuary,  etc.,  with  the  proceeds  of  an  entertainment 
which  they  gave,  and  otherwise  showed  appreciation. 

We  are  deeply  indebted  to  you,  members  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, and  teachers  associated  with  ns  for  the  accomplishment  of 
much  the  past  three  years  which  we  have  reason  to  hope  will  prove 
of  more  than  temporary  benefit  to  the  schools  of  Albany,  and 
congratulate  all  concerned  upon  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Jesse  D. 
Burks  as  our  successor.  Under  his  administration  we  confidently 
expect  to  see  the  work  of  this  department  excel  anything  achieved 
in  the  past  and  bespeak  for  him  the  support  due  to  one  who  is 
so  well  prepared  for  his  work.

Of  what  use  in  the  world  or  to  mankind  is 
any  purpose  that  never  shines  forth  in  a  doer?'  Develop  in  your- 
self the  quality  most  needed  and  give  it  out.  What  would  you 
think  of  a  physician  who  prescribed  medicine  that  he  had  the 
most  of  instead  of  what  the  patient  needed  ?  Plant  flowers  wher- 
ever they  will  grow.  There  is  much  truth  ih  the  saying  "  If  you 
would  be  cherished  when  you  are  old,  be  courteous  when  you  are 
young."  No  more  beautiful  thought  ever  came  into  the  life  of 
anyone  than  was  expressed  by  one  of  old :  "  Thy  gentleness  hath 
made  me  great."  All  these  go  to  make  up  character  which  will  be 
the  only  thing  to  remain.  The  saddest  life  history  ever  written 
was  of  one  who  lived  in  the  thought  that  words  were  more  than 
deeds.  This  can  never  be  true.  The  only  way  anyone  can  estimate 
our  characters  is  by  what  wre  do. 

Graduates  of  1905,  we  extend  a  hearty  greeting  and  urge  you  to 
hold  firmly  to  the  lofty  ideals  of  youth ;  to  live  up  to  the  fixed  and 
steady  purpose  of  mind  for  permanent  effort  toward  intellectual 
and  moral  improvement  with  which  you  leave  the  Albany  High 
School.

Dear  Sir. —  The  committee  appointed  by  the  faculty  of  Vassar 
College  to  examine  the  essays  submitted  to  it  by  you  beg  leave 
to  make  the  following  report: 

The  committee  is  unanimous  in  thinking  that  the  prize  should 
be  awarded  the  essav  on  "  The  Race  Problem  "  bv  "  Memnon." 
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This  essay  seemed  to  thein  to  show  beyond  the  others  a  unified  plan 
logically  developed,  power  in  handling  the  material,  an  earnest- 
ness that  was  the  outcome  of  a  genuine  interest  in  the  theme,  and 
simplicity  and  directness  of  expression. 

The  committee  further  has  given  the  first  place  for  honorable 
mention  to  the  essay  on  "  Jiu  Jitsu  "  by  "  Samurai."  This  essay 
holds  the  interest  by  its  clear  presentation  of  the  subject  and  by  a 
certain  freshness  and  vigor  of  treatment. 

The  committee  has  given  the  second  place  for  honorable  mention 
to  the  essay  on  "  Modern  Travel  and  Transportation  "  by  "  George 
Gordon."  This  essay  gives  the  impression  that  the  writer  was 
dealing  with  something  that  he  knew  about  and  so  it  is  prevaded 
with  an  atmosphere  of  reality.     *     *     * 

The  committee  has  given  the  third  place  for  honorable  mention 
to  The  essay  on  the  "  Future  of  China."  This  essay  shows  thought 
and  power  of  expression  and  ability  in  the  treatment  of  the  sub- 
ject, though  the  writer  has  been  somewhat  oppressed  by  the  large- 
ness of  it. 

In  general,  the  essays  gave  evidence  of  careful  training  in  cor- 
rectness of  expression  and  appropriate  presentation  of  a  given 
theme.

# 
Size  of  the  School. 

On  September  12,  1004,  school  opened  with  the  largest  enroll- 
ment in  its  history  by  more  than  a  hundred.  Notwithstanding  our 
overcrowded  condition  and  the  difficulties  caused  by  this  large  in- 
ciease  in  the  number  of  pupils,  work  was  started  promptly  and 
recitations  were  conducted  on  the  second  dav  of  school  in  the  three 
upper  classes.  The  number  enrolled  during  the  entire  year  was 
OKI  as  against  824  in  the  previous  year.  By  the  addition  of 
room  K,  formerly  the  large  "  Board  Room/'  as  a  study  hall,  and 
by  supplying  the  chemical  laboratory  with  desks,  the  pressure  was 
relieved  somewhat,  but  the  gain  in  room  was  not  commensurate 
with  the  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils.  Our  total  number  of 
desks  was  785,  while  the  average  number  of  pupils  belonging  dur- 
ing the  three  months  of  largest  attendance  was  as  follows:  Septem- 
ber, 029;  October,  0M ;  Xovembor,  034.  This  means  that  about 
140  pupils  had  no  desks  in  which  to  bestow  books,  paper, notebooks, 
etc.,  even  with  the  chemical  laboratory  at  a  study  hall  —  a  room 
wholly  unsuitable  for  the  purpose.  But  our  wardrobe  conveniences 
were  more  limited  than  desk  privileges.  The  wardrobes  in  use  or 
that  can  be  used  were  intended  for  about  7*50  pupils  at  the  out- 
*ide.  Besides  books,  papers,  hats,  and  overgarments,  the  majority 
of  our  pupils  bring  lunches,  and  for  all  these  articles  they  wen* 
f<  reed  to  find  room  on  radiators,  bookcases,  cabinets  or  any  place* 
which  necessity  and  ingenuity  could  devise.  The  combined  in- 
fluence of  all  these  inconveniences  is  detrimental  to  the  school 

iihvsicallv,  intellectually  and,  most  of  all,  morally.  The  need  for 
additional  recitation  rooms  is  even  more  urgent  than  the  need  for 
more*  desk  room  and  wardrobes.  During  the  past  year  recitations 
have  been  conducted  in  the  manuscript-room,  the  library,  chapel. 
Mid  gymnasium.  The  large  study  hall  set  apart  for  scholars  having 
a  "study  period  "  would  rarely  accommodate  all,  and  frequently 
a  large  number  of  pupils  were  obliged  during  their  one  study 
period  of  the  day,  to  occupy  rooms  where  recitations  were  in  prog- 
ress —  an  unfortunate*  arrangement  for  both  teachers  and  pupils. 
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Under  these  conditions  there  was  no  possibility  of  increasing  the 
number  of  recitations  in  a  period,  since  every  available  room  was 
in  use.  Under  such  circumstances  every  several  recitation  period 
had  its  seating  problem  to  be  solved,  thus  absorbing  the  time  and 
energy  of  the  principal  which  should,  under  normal  conditions, 
l>t   given  to  executive  matters  of  far  greater  importance. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  is  again  earnestly  invited  to  the  need 
of  some  alteration  in  the  basement  wherebv  our  400  bovs  will  not 
be  compelled,  especially  in  cold  or  stormy  weather,  to  choose  l)e- 
tween  the  street  and  the  toilet-room  as  a  place  in  which  to  eat 
their  lunches  during  recess. 

Courses  of  Study. 

The  new  "  Commercial  Course  ,?  adopted  by  the  Board  one  year 
Jigo  will  go  into  operation  the  coming  year.  Though  differing  but 
^lightly  from  our  so-called  "  Technical  Course,"  it  yet.  adds  a  few 
important  subjects  not  contained  in  any  other  course  —  notably 
"'  Commercial  Geography  "  and  "  Political  Economy."  A  small 
class  in  Spanish  was  organized  last  year,  composed  of  pupils  in 
the  upper  classes,  who  took  the  subject  as  an  extra  and  made  ex- 
client  progress  under  Professor  Bloch. 

►Some  slight  modifications  may  be  necessary  in  the  "  Latin 
English  "  and  "  Modern  Language  "  courses  in  order  to  comply 
with  the  State  law  relating  to  the  preparation  of  candidates  for 
fhe  Training  School. 

Changes  in  the  Faculty. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  Professor  ITorne  was  absent 
h}  reasqn  of  sickness  till  October  10th,  and  Mr.  Morris  Bloch  was 
employed  to  take  his  classes.  After  Professor  Home's  return  the 
need  for  additional  help,  owing  to  the  great  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  pupils,  was  so  great  and  Professor  Bloch's  work  was  so  satis- 
factory that  he  was  subsequently  appointed  a  member  of  the 
faculty.  Mr.  Bloch  was  graduated  from  the  Albany  High  School 
among  the  honor  pupils  in  the  class  of  ISO!),  after  which  he  pur- 
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sued  his  studies  at  Union  and  Dartmouth  Colleges  and  at  the  State 
Xormal  College.  He  had  also  had  the  benefit  of  a  year's  experi- 
ence in  High  School  teaching  previous  to  beginning  work  in  the 
Albany  High  School.  He  has  proved  not  only  an  excellent  teacher 
in  the  classroom  but  has  l)een  very  helpful  in  the  general  manage- 
ment of  the  school.  During  the  year  he  was  placed  in  charge  of 
one  of  the  large  study  halls,  which  he  has  conducted  with  entire 
success. 

Miss  Mary  C.  Robinson,  an  honor  graduate  of  the  Albany  High 
School,  class  of  1894,  subsequently  a  student  in  Wellesley  College 
and  a  graduate  from  the  State  formal  College,  was  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year  appointed  to  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resigna- 
tion of  Miss  Helen  I.  TIaight.  Miss  Robinson  had  already  ren- 
dered valuable  service  as  a  special  substitute  in  Latin,  Greek,  and 
Geometry,  and  as  a  regular  teacher  has  proved  very  successful,  as 
shown  by  the  results  obtained  in  her  class  examinations,  and  also 
in  her  management  of  pupils. 

Miss  Ella  J.  Grali am,  another  honor  graduate  of  the  Albany 
High  School  and  of  the  Albany  Training  School,  and  a  success- 
ful teacher  in  our  Grammar  Schools,  was  appointed  at  the  opening 
of  the  school  year  to  the  position  of  teacher  of  drawing  made 
vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Katherine  V.  Rankin.  Miss 
Graham  brought  to  this  difficult  position  energy,  enthusiasm,  and 
rare  ability  and  obtained  results  as  gratifying  as  they  were  sur- 
prising. It  may  well  be  doubted  whether  a  lietter  selection  for 
the-  position  could  have  been  made. 

On  March  31,  1005,  Miss  Agnes  Flinn  resigned  the  position  of 
teacher  of  elocution  and  English,  which  she  had  held  since  Sep- 
tc-mlier,  180S.  Miss  Flinn  was  a  faithful  and  conscientious 
teacher  and  held  in  friendly  esteem  and  high  respect  by  all  mem- 
bers of  the  school,  and  her  resignation  caused  regret  among  botli 
teachers  and  pupils.  To  the  vacancy  caused  by  her  resignation  the 
Hoard  appointed  Miss  May  ,T.  McLaughlin,  an  honor  graduate  of 
the  class  of  1890.     Miss  McLaughlin  was  at  one  time  a  student  in 
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the  Emerson  College  of  Oratory  and  had  already  had  successful 
experience  as  teacher  of  elocution  in  the  Training  School.  She 
entered  upon  her  work  with  enthusiasm,  and  the  results  of  her 
efforts  as  shown  in  our  Friday  chapel  exercises  and  on  the  com- 
mencement stage  were  excellent.  So  many  new  appointments  in  a 
single  year  have  rarely  if  ever  heen  equaled  in  the  history  of  the 
school,  and  the  members  of  the  Board  are  certainly  to  be  congratu- 
lated that  results  have,  without  an  exception,  so  fully  justified  the 
wisdom  of  their  selection.  At  the  close  of  the  first  semester  Miss 
Clarke  obtained  from  the  Board  leave  of  absence  till  the  close  of 
the  year  in  order  to  complete  her  course  for  a  post-graduate  degree 
in  Michigan  University,  and  Mr.  John  A.  Naughton,  a  graduate 
of  Xavier  College,  1902,  and  the  State  Normal  College,  was  ap- 
poir  xi  to  the  temporary  vacancy.  He  entered  upon  the  work 
January  30,  1905,  and  from  the  first  rendered  efficient  service 
both  in  the  classroom  and  study  hall,  and  wherever  else  his  as- 
sistance  was  needed.  'At  the  close  of  the  year  the  Board  signified 
their  recognition  of  his  services  by  appointing  him  a  member  of  the 
High  School  faculty. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  Abraham  F.  Onderdonk  resigned  his 
position  as  hgSad  of  the  department  of  Natural  Science,  which  posi- 
tion he  had  occupied  for  nineteen  years.  Professor  Onderdonk 
leaves  behind  him  a  record  such  as  all  teachers  might  covet  but 
which  few  attain.  He  will  be  remembered  by  his  fellow  workers 
•and  by  the  hundreds  of  pupils  who  have  had  the  good  fortune  to 
come  under  his  instruction  as  a  teacher  who  was  himself  a  most 
industrious  student,  whose  enthusiasm  never  slackened,  who,  by 
complete  mastery  of  his  subject  and  by  wonderful  facility  for 
clearly  presenting  the  salient  points  to  his  pupils,  secured  their  well 
nigh  absolute  attention  —  but  above  and  beyond  these  qualities  he 
will  be  remembered  as  the  genial,  considerate,  and  courteous  gen- 
tleman, whose  personality  as  a  man  was  a  greater  influence  for 
good  in  the  school  than  oven  his  rare  qualifications  as  a  teacher. 
The  promotion  of  Professor  Huestcd  to  the  head  of  the  Natural 
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Science  department  and  of  Professor  Burgin  to  the  second  place  is 
a  well-merited  recognition  of  faithful  and  efficient  service  in  the 
department. 

Another  loss  to  our  corps  of  teachers  comes  in  the  resignation 
of  Miss  Jean  D.  Cole,  E.  L.,  a  most  successful  teacher  in  the  de- 
partment of  English  for  the  past  five  years.  Miss  Cole  was  gradu- 
ated with  a  record  among  the  very  first  in  her  class  from  the  Al- 
bany High  School  and  the  Training  School.  Xot  satisfied  with 
this  preparation  she  entered  Mt.  Holyoke  College,  from  which  she 
graduated  with  honor  in  1900,  and  soon  after  was  appointed 
teacher  of  English  in  the  High  School.  Her  work  has  been  mostly 
with  pupils  of  the  senior  class  and  successful  in  an  eminent  degree. 

The  regular  substitutes  for  the  year  have  been  Miss  Anna  B. 
Stabler,  Anna  K.  Fitzsimmons,  Clara  Sausbier,  and  Winifred  n. 
Sickles,  all  of  whom  rendered  very  efficient  service. 

Miscellaneous.    , 

Our  school  still  maintains  its  long  established  custom  of  holding 
public  rhetorical  and  musical  exercises  on  the  evening  of  the  last 
school  day  preceding  Christmas,  and  a  Springtide  Musicale  about 
Easter,  which  never  fail  to  crowd  the  chapel  with  an  attentive 
audience.  The  annual  joint  debate  l>etweeii  the  two  boys'  societies 
(Philodoxia  and  Philologia)  occurred  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
tirst  Fridav  in  Februarv,  and  the  joint  literary  exercises  between 

the  girls'  societies  (Theta  Alpha  and  Theta  Sigma)  takes  place  on 
the  afternoon  of  the  first  Friday  in  March.  These  always  attract 
large  numbers  of  the  alumni  and  friends  of  the  school.  Patriotic 
exercises  in  which  the  pupils  take  a  lively  interest  are  always 
held  in  the  chapel  during  the  last  period  of  every  school  day  next 
preceding  a  national  holiday.  No  class  recitations  are  ever 
omitted  in  preparation  for  any  of  these  exercises  and  consequently 
much  extra  work  is  done  by  the  pupils  taking  part  in  them.

On  the  afternoon  of  Thursday,  June  8th,  .a  delegation  from 
Philip  Livingston  Chapter  Sons  of  the  Revolution,  visited  the 
school,  and  in  the  chapel  crowded  with  the  pupils  and  visitors,  the 
modal  from  the  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution  was  pre- 
sented to  Hiss  Florence  1.  Haines  by  the  Regent  of  Philip  Liv- 
ingston Chapter,  Mr.  Samuel  L.  Munsou;  and.  the  medal  won  at 
Syracuse*  by  Bertram  M.  Auf.sesser  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Whittaker.  This  is  the  third  medal  among  those  offered  by  the 
Sons  of  the  Revolution  that  has  l>een  awarded  to  a  pupil  of  the 
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Albany  High  School.  The  following  is  the  address  of  Regent 
8.  L.  Munson  on  the  above-mentioned  occasion : 

"  The  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution  is  composed  of 
descendants  of  the  men  who  established  American  independence. 
Their  desire  and  purpose  is  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  the  fathers 
and  of  their  deeds;  to  keep  bright  such  a  spirit  of  patriotic  devotion 
to  the  Constitution  which  they  established  and  to  the  flag  which 
they  bequeathed  to  us  as  a  symbol  of  law  and  order,  of  civil  and 
religious  liberty,  that  no  combination  whether  of  capital,  labor  or 
socialism  will  be  allowed  to  impair  the  solid  foundation  on  which 
rests  the  integrity  of  the  republic.     With  this  object  in  view,  the 

society  has  erected  monuments  to  the  men  of  '70  upon  fields  made 
sacred  and  historic  by  their  efforts.  They  celebrate  the  anniversary 
of  important  revolutionary  events,  and  to  inspire  those  who  are  to 
take  up  the  work  when  this  present  generation  has  passed  off  the 
field  of  action,  they  each  year  offer  to  the  members  of  the  High 
Schools  of  the  State  prizes  for  the  l>est  essays  presented  upon 
some  selected  subject  relating  to  the  revolutionary  period. 

*'  The  topic  the  present  year  was  *  Gen.  Montgomery  and  the 
Attack  on  Quebec/  T  have  received  a  communication  from  the 
general  society  stating  that  the  first  prize,  a  gold  medal,  has  for 
the  second  time  in  the  history  of  these*  contests,  l>een  awarded  to 
a  member  of  the  Albany  High  School,  and  they  have  honored  me 
by  requesting  that  T,  aa  Regent  of  Philip  Livingston  Chapter 
should,  in  their  name,  present  the  same  to  the  successful  com- 
petitor, Miss  Florence  R.  Haines.  Miss  Haines,  T  take  great 
pleasure,  in  behalf  of  the  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution,  in 
presenting  to  you  this  medal,  and  I  congratulate  you  upon  the 
patriotic  inspiration  and  literary  excellence  that  has  united  to  win 
this  honor  for  you  and  the  Albany  High  School.'" 

Rev.  Dr.  Whittaker  and  Dr.  Arthur  G.  Root  spoke  eloquently 
upon  the  duties  and  privileges  of  the  rising  generation  of  the 
American  boys  and  girls,  and  County  Treasurer  John  A.  Howe, 
Jr.,  a  graduate  of  the  school  and  a  member  of  the  society,  recited 
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in  an  effective  manner  kt  The  Old  Canteen/1  The  occasion  was 
made  a  patriotic  demonstration  by  the  liberal  display  of  bunting 
and  the  splendid  singing',  by  the  great  chorus,  of  the  popular  na- 
tional songs,  commencing  with  "  The  Star  Spangled  Banner  "  and 
ending  with  "America." 

Class  Day. 

The  afternoon  of  J  une  0th,  the  closing  day  of  the  ye*ar  for  regu- 
lar school  recitations,  was  devoted  to  the  class  dav  exercises.  The 
usual  large  audience  crowded  the  chapel  to  enjoy  the  program, 
rhe  culminating  feature  of  which  was  the  presentation  to  the  school 
of  two  expensive  and  elegant  mahogany  chairs,  thus  completing 
the  furnishings  of  the  chapel  stage,  all  of  which  has  been  donated 
by  successive  graduating  classes,  besides  many  other  gifts  of  orna- 
ment and  utility.  The  presentation  address  was  by  Mr.  Harry 
Sehaupp,  president  of  the  class,  and  was  in  part  as  follows: 

"  Education  is  a  growth  —  a  development.  As  in  the  plant,  so 
in  the  human  life,  it  implies  vital  energy;  it  means  discipline. 
From  a  small  Iwginni  ug  the  tree  reaches  outward  and  upward.  It 
aspires.  It  appropriates  th<*  forces  of  nature.  Through  light  and 
shade,  heat  and  cold,  sunshine  and  tempest,  it  struggles  toward  a 
perfected  development.  And  this  is  the  universal  law  in  the  whole 
realm  of  existence.  4  It  is  sown  in  weakness,  it  is  raised  in  power.' 
Everywhere  the  successful  growth  is  the  result  of  vital  energy  and 
wholesome  discipline.  In  human  experience  the  growth  of  char- 
acter is  determined  by  that  with  which  it  comes  in  contact  Thus 
good  influences  and  good  training  are  essential  to  the  proper  devel- 
opment of  the  noblest  life.

Gentlemen: —  The  clerical  work  necessary  in  the  Principal's 
office,  apart  from  the  statistical  records  of  the  school  involves  a 
great  amoimt  of  work.  It  includes  correspondence  with  other 
schools  and  colleges,  with  publishing  houses,  with  business  men 
and  corporations  looking  for  boys  and  girls  as  employees,  besides  a 
great  number  of  letters  and  notices  sent  every  week  to  parents. 
When  the  school  was  smaller  and  the  teacher  of  stenography  had 
but  one  small  class  in  that  subject  a  large  part  of  her  time  was 
given  to  necessary  clerical  work.  During  the  first  half  of  the 
present  year  Miss  Hunter  had  one  large  class  in  stenography  and 
two  classes  in  bookkeeping  and  a  class  in  physical  geography.  The 
present  term  she  has  two  large  classes  in  stenography  and  one  in 
physical  geography, 
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Whenever  she  is  absent  there  is  no  one  who  can  assist  in  her  de- 
partment. Next  year  the  number  in  bookkeeping  and  stenography 
will  be  largely  inereased  by  reason  of  the  pupils  in  the  Commercial 
course  who  reach  those  subjects  for  the  first  time.  I  beg  to  suggest 
to  your  honorable  body  whether  it  would  not  be  advisable  to  ap- 
point an  assistant  in  those  subjects  who  could  also  give  the  time 
not  required  in  class  room  to  clerical  work  in  the  office.  By  such 
an  arrangement  we  could  I  think  dispense  with  the  assistance  of 
one  of  our  two  substitutes  and  the  clerical  work  would  be  more  sat- 
isfactorily done  than  it  is  at  present.  The  next  teacher  appointed 
should  l)e  able  to  teach  stenography,  bookkeeping  and  German.

Communication  from  State  Education  Department. 

The  President  stated  that  he  had  received  from  Hon.  A.  S. 
Draper,  Commissioner  of  Education  of  this  State,  the  following 
report  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  request  from  this  Board 
contained  in  the  resolutions  adopted  May  1,  11)06: 

STATE  OF  SEW  YORK: 

Educational  Department, 

Albany,  May  14,  1906. 

Hon.  A.  S.  Draper,  LL.  I).,  Commissioner  of  Education: 

Dear  Sir. —  In  response  to  your  request,  I  beg  leave  to  mako 
the  following  report  relating  to  the  building,  the  curriculum  and 
the  organization  of  the  Albany  High  School: 

The  Building. 

The  most  serious  hindrance  to  a  satisfactory  organization  of 
the  Albany  High  School  is  to  be  found  in  the  construction  of 
the  building.  Exclusive  of  the  auditorium,  it  consists  of  13  study 
halls  containing  seats  for  892  students,  15  recitation  rooms  with 
643  seats,  a  chemical  laboratory  and  a  room  for  manual  training. 
The  students  assemble  in  these  study  halls  and  go  out.  from  them 
in  sections  to  recite  in  recitation  rooms.  If  at  anv  recitation 
period  the  number  of  sections  scheduled  to  recite  is  greater  than 
the  number  of  recitation  rooms,  classes  are  taught  in  the  study 
halls.  j 

There  are  at  least  two  serious  objections  to  this  system  of 
organization.    The  first  is  its  extravagant  use  of  space.    Exclusive 
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of  the  chemical  laboratory  and  shop  for  manual  training,  which 
have  no  chairs,  the  building  contains  1,535  seats.  The  average 
attendance  of  students  in  April  was  869.  It  must  be,  therefore, 
that  there  are  at  least  666  vacant  chairs  every  hour.  When  the 
chemical  laboratory  and  the  workshop  are  in  use  the  number 
of  unoccupied  seats  is  so  much  the  greater. 

The  second  objection  is  that  classes  must  be  taught  in  study 
halls  where  other  pupils  are  studying.  This  arrangement  is  alto- 
gether bad.  Pupils  attempting  to  study  are  distracted  and  con- 
fused by  the  discussions  of  the  class  reciting,  while  the  teacher 
must  carry  the  double  burden  of  instructing  the  class  before  him 
and  of  giving  attention  to  another  group  studying  in  the  rear  of 
the  room.  If,  however,  this  is  avoided  by  using  the  study  hall* 
as  recitation  rooms  from  which  persons  studying  are  excluded, 
then  approximately  one-half  of  the  space  and  seats  of  the  study 
halls  so  used  is  not  available  for  use.  The  disproportion  between 
the  number  of  seats  in  recitation  rooms  (643)  and  the  number 
of  chairs  in  study  halls  (S02)  is  very  evident  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  a  student's  recitation  periods  in  a  school  day  are  usually 
more  than  twice  as  numerous  as  his  study  hours. 

The  remedy  for  these  inherent  defects  in  the  present  organi- 
zation is  to  be  found  in  the  partial  substitution  of  what  may  be 
called  the  class-room  system,  which  is  now  generally  recognized 
in  newly  constructed  school  buildings.  Under  this  plan  there  is 
a  maximum  number  of  rooms  sufficient  in  size  to  contain  one 
section  of  students,  while  study  halls  are  provided  to  accommodate 
from  hour  to  hour  only  those  students  that  arc  not  reciting.  In 
such  a  case  each  section,  as  far  as  possible,  would  have  as  its 
headquarters  a  class  room  instead  of  a  study  hall.  Such  a  plan 
would  distribute  small  groups  of  students  throughout  the  build- 
ing and  would  tend  to  minimize  the  confusion  incident  to  the 
assemblage  and  dismissal  of  students. 

But  the  most  advantageous  feature  of  the  class-room  svstem 
of  organization  is  the  consequent  increase  in  the  number  of 
students  that  may  be  accommodated.     It  appears  that  7  of  the 
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13  studv  halls  can  be  readilv  converted  into  13  clasa  rooms.  If 
this  were  done  there  would  still  remain  2  studv  halls  on  each 
of  the  first  three  floors,  capable  of  seating  460  students.  The 
average  number  of  pupils  studying  each  hour  would  be  less  than 
this,  even,  if  the  present  attendants  were  increased  to  1,200. 
Exclusive  of  classes  in  the  chemical  laboratory  and  workshop,  the 
maximum  number  of  divisions  that  can  be  located  in  recitation 
rooms  at  one  time  under  present  conditions  is  15.  If  7  of  the 
studv  halls  were  converted  into  class  rooms  this  number  would 
be  increased  to  21.  Without  great  expense  2  additional  study 
halls  could  be  transformed  into  4  class  rooms. 

The  School  Day 

There  are  substantial  arguments  in  favor  of  a  longer  school 
day  to  begin  at  9  o'clock,  to  close  at  2:30,  and  to  be  divided  into 
six  periods  instead  of  five: 

1.  If  the  dav  were  so  divided,  the  number  of  students  could 
be  increased  20  per  cent.  To  illustrate,  the  maximum  number 
of  recitations  a  day  in  a  building  of  20  class  rooms  is  100  for  a 
five-hour  day  and  120  for  a  six-hour  day. 

2.  The  number  of  studv  hours  in  school  would  be  increased, 
thus  enabling  pupils,  especially  the  younger  ones,  to  study  under 
more  favorable  conditions  than  at  home. 

3.  It  would  enable  the  school  to  maintain  a  more  comprehen- 
sive course  of  studies.     Such  a  curriculum  is  obviouslv  advan- 

» 

tageous  for  the  reason  that,  within  limits,  the  more  frequently 
the  student  comes  into  intellectual  contact  with  the  teacher  in 
the  class  room,  the  more  easily  will  he  do  his  work,  the  more 
accurate  will  be  his  knowledge,  and  the  more  rapid  will  be  his 
advancement  in  scholarship. 

The  usual  objection  to  the  six-period  day  is  that  it  shortens 
the  recitation  hour;  but  this  objection  is  offset  by  the  fact  that 
the  somewhat  shortened  period  calls  forth  more  rapid  and 
vigorous  instruction  from  the  teacher  and  more  alert  attention 
from  the  student.     A  class  exercise  ceases  to  have  educational 
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value  when  through  weariness  the  attention  flags.  A  reaction 
against  the  short  school  day  is  already  manifesting  itself  and 
cannot  fail,  to  become  more  general  as  we  come  to  understand 
better  the  problems  involved  in  educating  American  youth  in 
the  secondary  school. 

The  Couhses  of  Study. 

The  courses  of  study  as  now  organized  are  inherently  deficient 
in  English,  history,  biologic  science  and  laboratory  methods.  To 
the  end  that  they  may  be  improved  and  strengthened  and  be 
made  to  conform  to  the  revised  syllabus  and  the  present  require- 
ments of  the  Board  of  Regents,  the  following  suggestions  are 
made: 

1.  That  the  study  of  English  literature  and  practice  in  English 
composition  be  made  continuous  for  all  classes  throughout  the 
four  vears,  with  at  least  three  lessons  a  week. 

2.  That  a  more  systematic  and  comprehensive  course  of  in- 
struction be  provided  in  history.  % 

3.  That  more  attention  be  given  to  biologic  subjects,  that  a 
suitable  laboratory  be  provided  and  equipped,  and  that  a  course 
in  biology,  which  shall  include  physiology,  be  established  for 
flrst-vear  students. 

t- 

4.  That  a  room  be  equipped  for  teaching  physical  geography 

in  accordance  with  laboratorv  methods. 

t.' 

5.  That  half-year  courses  be  abolished,  since  the  longer  courses 
yield  more  permanent  acquisitions  in  scholarship  and  more  sub- 
stantial training. 

6.  That'  each  class  be  required  to  study  four  subjects  at  a 
time  with  at  least  18  lessons  a  week,  suitable  concessions  being 
made  to  students  in  poor  health. 

7.  That  a  regular  time-schedule  of  recitations  be  fixed  and 
strictly  adhered  to,  and  that  the  signals  be  rung  automatically 
and  at  the  same  time  from  dav  to  dav,  so  that  the  carefnllv 
prepared  plans  of  the  teachers  may  not  be  thrown  into  confusion 
by  unexpected  changes  in  the  length  of  the  recitation  periods. 
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8.  That  it  will  tend  to  economize  the  time  of  the  entire  student 
body,  if  some  of  the  literary  exercises  now  given  before  the  whole 
school  in  the  auditorium  be  conducted  in  the  class  rooms  in 
connection  with  the  regular  work  in  Kngligh. 

Incidentally,  It  may  be  said  that  the  custom  of  keeping  boys 
and  girls  carefully  separated  in  the  study  halls,  corridors  and 
class  rooms,  is  not  to  be  commended.  There  is  a  general  concensus 
of  opinion  based  upon  a  prolonged  experience  which  tends  to 
show  not  only  that  high  school  boys  and  girls  under  the  super- 
vision of  teachers  may  safely  be  trusted  to  mingle  together  freely, 
but  also  that  such  association  is  generally  advantageous. 

The  Chief  of  the  Inspections  Division  has  aided  me  in  the 
study  of  these  problems  and  agrees  fully  with  the  conclusions 
stated  in  this  report.

Dear  Sir. —  I  am  directed  by  Commissioner  Draper  to  call 
your  attention  to  chapter  550  of  the  Laws  of  1805,  which  pro- 
vides in  part  as  follows: 

"'  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  (Commissioner  of  Education)  to  take  or  cause  to  be 
taken  in  the  next  ensuing  October  after  the  enactment  of  this 
law,  and  thereafter  in  everv  second  vear  in  the  month  of  October, 
a  school  census  in  all  towns  and  cities  of  the  State  having  a  popu- 
lation of  10,000  or  upwards." 

It.  is  expected  that  the  local  school  authorities  of  each  city  in 
the  State  having  a  population  of  10,000  and  upwards  will  take.

—  As  indicated  in  my  letter  to  yon  under  date  of 
December  18,  1905,  a  school  census  is  to  be  taken  in  your  city 
during  October  next,  as  provided  by  chapter  550,  Laws  1895, 
and  T  beg  to  advise  you  at  this  time  that  suitable  blanks  and 
printed  instructions,  bound  in  book  form,  will  be  furnished  your 
city  by  this  department  at  the  lowest  price  obtainable  from  the 
Brandow  Printing  Company,  Albany,  X.  Y. 

The  appointment  of  enumerators  and  other  necessary  clerical 
help  to  carry  forward  the  work  is  to  fx*  delegated  to  local  school 
authorities  and  superintendents  and  all  will  agree  that  the  value 
of  such  census,  when  taken,  will  largely  depend  on  the  efficiency 
and  capability  of  persons  appointed  to  do  the  work. 

The  blank-books  will  probably  cost  somewhere  from  sixty-five 
to  eighty  cents  apiece  and  each  l>ook,  when  filled  out  by  the 
enumerator,  will  contain  1,200  names.  From  this  data  vou  mav 
be  able  to  estimate  approximately  how  many  such  hooks  you  will 
need.  Kindly  give  me  this  information  at  as  earlv  a  date  as 
possible  in  order  that  we  may  have  no  larger  number  of  l>ooks 
printed  than  necessary.

Dear  Sir. —  Mr.  Sullivan  of  the  Attendance  Division  has  re- 
ferred to  me  vour  letter  of  Mav  24th.  I  do  not  think  the  law 
does  authorize  your  Board  of  Education  to  appoint  the  necessary 
enumerators  without  reference  to  the  Civil  Service  Law.  This 
is  a  matter,  however,  which  you  can  undoubtedly  adjust  with  the 
Civil  Service  Commissioners  of  the  citv.  I  understand  that  in 
taking  the  State  census  last  year  the  State  Commission  exempted 
the  enumerators  from  a  competitive  examination  and  permitted 
the  Secretary  of  State  to  appoint  enumerators  who  showed  certain 
general  qualifications  which  were  determined  by  the  use  of  a 
special  blank.  These  enumerators  were  required  to  make  written 
application  and  to  answer  certain  questions  showing  that  they 
were  qualified  to  do  the  work.  The1-  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com- 
missioijers  have  the  same  authority  to  make  a  like*  exemption  in 
the  ease  of  enumerators  for  vour  school  census.  The  action  of  the 
State  Commissioners  in  pursuing  this  course  for  the  State  census 
is  sufficient  precedent  to  govern  the  local  commissioners.  I  sug- 
gest that  you  talk  the  matter  over  with  Mr.  Hooper  of  the  Sec- 
retary  of  State's  office*  who  had  charge  of  certain  features  of  the 
State  census  in  the  Secretary  of  State's  office  and  who  is  con- 
versant  with  the  procedure  as  to  the  appointment  of  enumerators.

Specification  for  repairs  to  the  following  public  school  build- 
ings for  the  city.of  Albany,  N.  V.,  according  to  this  specification 
prepared  by  the  Bureau  of  Engineering: 

General  Provisions. 

All  contractors  shall  clean  the  rooms  where  work  has  been  per- 
formed, leaving  them  in  proper  condition  for  the  assembling  of 
classes. 
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School  No.  1. 

The  water-closets  and  the  urinals  of  the  boys'  and  girls'  lava- 
tories are  to  be  removed  by  this  contractor  With  all  wood  plat- 
forms and  the  contents  of  the  vaults  thoroughly  cleaned  out  and 
disinfected  with  at  least  dne  barrel  of  lime.  After  the  contents 
are  removed  this  contractor  shall  lav  over  the  vaults  four-inch  I 
beams  about  six  feet  on  center  with  angles  placed  at  ends,  well 
get  and  secured  into  place,  set  on  stone  templates  and  built  into 
the  present  nuuson  work.  Cover  these  beams  with  Xo.  10  ex- 
panded  metal  well  secured  into  place  and  four  inches  of  con- 
crete composed  of  one  part  of  Portland  cement,  two  parts  of 
black  sand  and  four  parts  of  clean  steam  cinders  well  mixed 
together  and  deposited  on  a  plank  form  well  tamped.  Cover  this 
with  a  one-inch  coat  of  finish,  composed  of  one  part  of  Portland 
cement  and  two  parts  of  crushed  granite  well  trowelled  to  a 
smooth  surface,  make  proper  connections  with  present  pavement.

Provide  and  set  up  in  the  boys'  and  girls'  lavatories  two  sete 
eight  seat  ranges,  one  set  in  each,  of  Hyde's  No.  2  Automatic 
ventilated  extension  water  closets  enameled,  with  tanks,  iron 
seats  and  covers,  seven-eighth-inch  black  rubbed  slate  partitions 
well  secured  into  place  and  braced  left  in  good  working  order. 

Tn  boys'  lavatory  where  directed,  provide  and  set  up  one  of 
Hyde's  Automatic  enameled  iron  urinals,  eight  feet  long  with  slate 
back  and  ends,  tank,  flush  pipe,  etc.,  left  in  good  working  order. 

Provide  all  these  new  fixtures  with  the  necessary  supply  pipes 
with  shut-offs,  etc, 
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Provide  and  fit  in  wall  of  each  lavatory,  a  20-inch  by  30-inch 
schoolhouse  pattern  register  with  galvanized  iron  box  and  15-inch 
diameter  Xo.  24  galvanized  iron  pipe  extending  at  least  20  feet 
high  in  stacks  as  directed  to  ventilate  the  lavatories.

with  shut-off,  set  on  a  slate  slab,  size  three  feet  by  four  feet. 

Provide  and  set  up  in  this  new  toilet,  one  roll  rim  enameled 
iron  patent  overflow  wash  bowl  with  back  to  match,  set  on 
bronzed  brackets,  provided  with  full  "  S  "  trap  waste  and  vent, 

provided  with  Fuller  brass  cock,  chains,  plugs,  etc.,  complete. 

These  new  fixtures  shall  be  properly  ventilated  with  two-inch 
iron  vent  pipes  carried  aln>ve  roof  as  required  by  plumbing  rules.

Teachers  in  High  School. 

The  President  presented  the  following  communication: 

Albant,  N.  Y.,  September  14,  1906. 
To  the  Board  of  Education,  Albany,  N.  Y.: 

Gentlemen. —  In  written  instructions  received  from  the  Board 
relative  to  the  work  of  the  present  year,  it  was  stated  that  no 
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teacher  should  be  assigned  more  than  four  classes  per  day  and 
that  the  number  reciting  to  a  teacher  in  any  given  period  should 
not  exceed  thirty  pupils.  As  far  as  possible  I  have  organized 
the  school  in  accordance  with  these  instructions.  With  the  excep- 
tion of  Greek  classes,  which  are  always  small,  I  think  more  divi- 
sions exceed  than  fall  below  the  number  thirty  (our  two  second- 
year  bookkeeping  divisions  number  forty  each).  , 

After  making  complete  assignments  we  have  four  first-year 
classes  in  English  and  one  in  Biology  unassigned.  We  may  be 
able  to  take  care  of  the  Biology  by  distributing  it  among  other 
divisions.  It  will  be  impossible  to  do  this  with  the  four  English 
divisions,  which,  together  furnish  twenty  periods  per  week  or 
just  the  amount  assigned  to  the  regular  teacher.  If  only  one 
additional  teacher  is  to  be  appointed  it  should  be  for  English. 
Any  assistance  in  bookkeeping  or  in  the  Principal's  office  with 
a  single  additional  teacher  will  be  out  of  the  question.  Our 
absolute  need  is  for  two  teachers,  one  in  English  and  one  to 
assist  in  stenography  and  bookkeeping.  With  our  present  force 
the  work  cannot  be  done  either  in  the  English  or  commercial 
course  with  credit  to  the  school  or  justice  to  the  pupils.

Dear  Sir. —  May  I  ask  you  to  bring  before  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation the  matters  outlined  below  and,  if  you  approve,  recommend 
that  the  suggestions  made  be  carried  out  As  you  will  see,  the 
matters  mentioned  call  for  immediate  consideration.  There  are 
now  double  the  number  .of  pupils  in  the  Training  School  that 
were  registered  last  year.  This  makes  it  necessary  that  the  first 
and  the  second  year  classes  be  separately  instructed  and  this  is  im- 
possible without  the  assistance  of  another  teacher.  The  separate 
organization  of  the  two  classes  will  make  it  possible  to  carry  out 
in  a  far  more  effective  way,  than  under  the  present  organization, 
the  course  of  study  at  present  in  force.  I  would  respectfully 
refer  you  to  a  communication  sent  you  in  July  last  where  this 
matter  was  treated  at  greater  length. 

In  view  of  the  conditions  now  existing  in  the  Training  School,

I  respectfully  request  and  urge: 

First.  That  an  additional  teacher  be  appointed  at  once.  This 
teacher  should  bo  qualified  to  take  charge  of  part  of  the  teaching 
now  devolving  upon  the  principal.

Forty-two  years  a  teacher  in  the  schools  of  this  oily.     Natus 
June  30,   1837  — Obiit  October  10,  1906. 

BY  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

Charles  Adams  Home  was  born  at  Berwick,  Maine,  June  30, 
1837.  His  early  education  was  obtained  at  the  High  School  at 
.  Great  Falls,  New  Hampshire,  under  the  principalship  of  the  late 
Paul  A.  Chadbourne,  afterward  President  of  Williams  College. 
He  prepared  for  college  at  the  famous  Phillips  Exeter  Academy, 
entered  Harvard  College  in  the  sophomore  class  in  1857,  and  was 
graduated  with  high  credit  for  scholarship  in  1860.  Before  en- 
trance, and  while  pursuing  his  college  course,  Mr.  Home  taught 
in  the  public  schools  of  New  Hampshire,  and  after  graduation 
was  Principal  of  the  High  School  at  Salmon  Falls  in  that  state. 
In  1864,  he  came  to  Albany  and  was  for  some  time  institute  in- 
structor for  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction  of  which 
Hon.  Victor  M.  Bice  was  at  that  time  the  head.  From  a  large 
class  of  competitors  in  a  searching  examination,  he  was  appointed 
Principal  of  Public  School  No.  4,  then  located  on  Union  Street, 
and  entered  upon  his  career  of  forty-two  years  as  teacher  in  this 
(rity  on  November  5,  1864.  After  four  years  of  service  in  this 
capacity,  in  September,  1868,  he  was  transferred  as  Professor  of 
Mathematics  to  the  Albany  Free  Academy,  now  the  Albany  High 
School,  which  was  then  established.  In  1886  he  was  made  vice- 
principal  of  the  school,  and  the  head  of  the  department  of  Latin 
and  Greek.  He  remained  in  this  position  until  his  death  on  the 
10th  of  October,  1906. 

Above  all  things  else,  Prof.  Home  was  "the  scholar  —  large, 
gracious,  forceful  —  whose  learning  has  not  absorbed  his  human- 
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ity  and  whose  love  for  the  exact  has  not  made  his  character  smalL" 
As  a  teacher  of  mathematics  and  physics,  he  equipped  his  pupils 
in  a  high  degree  with  clarity  of  reasoning  and  mastery  of  in- 
ductive processes.  His  work  as  a  teacher  of  Latin  and  Greek 
during  the  last  twenty  years  of  his  service  was  brilliant  and  fruit- 
ful. The  hundreds  of  collegiates  whom  he  prepared  for  the 
higher  courses  of  study  with  extraordinary  faithfulness  and  skill, 
bear  witness  by  their  successful, .  and,  in  many  cases,  eminent 
careers,  in  college  and  university,  to  his  fine  qualities  as  a  teacher 
and  his  fine  character  as  a  man.  Though  somewhat  austere  in 
manner  and  very  exacting  in  the  class-room,  his  sterner  qualities 
were  brightened  by  a  keen  sense  of  humor,  and  his  pupils  unite 
in  extolling  his  impartiality,  his  even-handed  justice.  A  lover 
of  the  beautiful  in  nature,  in  art  and  in  literature,  especially  in 
poetry,  he  gave  freely  of  his  broad  culture  to  all  who  enjoyed  his 
friendship  or  partook  of  his  instruction. 

As  a  citizen,  a  friend,  a  husband  and  father,  he  was  respected, 
enjoyed  and  beloved.  His  departure  is  a  distinct  loss  to  the 
community,  to  the  schools  and  to  very  many  personal  friends  and 
admirers.  His  presence  has  been  withdrawn  —  his  beneficent  in- 
fluence upon  character  and  culture  will  long  endure.    „

In  the  death  of  Prof.  Charles  A.  Home  the  faculty  of  the 
Albany  High  School  have  lost  an  able  and  faithful  associate  and 
fellow-worker.  He  had  been  connected  with  this  school  ever  since 
its  organization.  He  was  one  of  the  eight  professors  and  teachers 
that  welcomed  its  first  pupils,  and  he  had  greeted,  in  turn,  each 
succeeding  class. 

For  eighteen  years  at  the  head  of  the  mathematical  department, 
and  for  twenty  y  ars  in  charge  of  the  classical  department,  his 
influence  k&*  been  felt  in  every  line  of  our  school  work. 
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To  a  broad  and  substantial  scholarship  and  a  sound  judgment, 
he  added  a  thorough  devotion  to  his  work.  All  his  former  pupils 
will  remember  him  as  a  man  of  high  ideals,  of  broad  sympathy, 
of  unerring  justice. 

We  desire  to  record  at  this  time  our  estimate  of  the  high  char- 
acter of  Professor  Home's  past  work.  Surely  he  has  earned  the 
plaudit,  "Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant." 

The  senior  member  of  this  faculty  has  passed  away,  but  the 

influence  of  his  life  and  work,  in  this  school  and  in  this  city,  will 

never  fade.

Charles  A.  Home  has  heard  the  summons  of  his  Creator,  sud- 
denly given  and  quickly  obeyed,  and  has  passed  beyond  the  vision 
of  weeping  relatives,  mourning  friends  and  pitying  acquaintances. 

We,  his  fellow  teachers,  associated  with  him  for  many  years, 
desire  to  bear  testimony  to  his  fidelity  as  a  teacher,  his  probity  as 
a  man  and  his  worth  as  a  citizen. 

We  shall  miss  the  sturdy  frame,  the  kindly  smile,  the  firm 
grasp  of  his  warm  hand,  and  the  congenial  companionship  of  a 
dear  friend. 

Our  city  was  fortunate  indeed  in  having  such  an  instructor  in 
its  schools  as  our  lamented  friend  and  co-worker.  The  seed,  sown 
by  him  in  his  instruction,  returns  in  abundant  measure  in  the 
elevation  of  the  standard  of  citizenship  and  civic  virtue. 

We  need  not  enter  upon  any  encomium  upon  his  work.  For 
that,  it  is  but  necessary  to  -look  around  you.     In  our  schools  and  I 
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colleges  as  teachers,  in  our  commercial  houses  as  men  of  business, 
in  our  pulpits  as  preachers,  in  our  courts  as  advocates  and  judges, 
widely  scattered,  may  be  found  those  who  have  passed  under  his 
forming  hand,  fitting  them  skillfully  and  faithfully  to  enact  their 
parts  in  the  great  drama  of  life.  These  speak  far  more  elo- 
quently than  we  of  his  rugged  honesty,  his  strict  impartiality, 
his  hatred  of  shams  "and  of  his  lofty  ideals. 

Nearly  three  generations  of  Albanians  attest  his  adherence  to 
his  opinions  of  what  constitutes  true  education.  These  speak 
convincingly  of  his  kindly  help,  and  of  his  great  ability  in  per- 
forming the  work  to  which  he  had  devoted  his  life.  They  join 
with  us  in  deploring  the  loss  which  our  community  has  sustained. 

In  our  grieving  let  us  not  forget  Ho  remember  those  whose  loss 
is  so  much  greater  than  ours,  the  devoted  wife,  the  loving  children 
accustomed  to  the  daily  intercourse  with  a  kind  husband  and  an 
indulgent  father.  While  nothing  we  may  say  or  do  can  remove 
the  burden  of  trouble  which  has  come  down  upon  them  with  such 
crushing  force,  perhaps  the  knowledge  that  we  are  mindful  of 
their  grief  and  sincere  in  our  sympathies  may  alleviate  in  some 
measure  the  sorrows  of  their  suffering  hearts. 

May  the  Creator  console  them  in  their  affliction  and  keep  them 
in  His  kindly  hand  until  the  time  comes  when  the  parting  shall 
be  at  an  end  and  a  joyous  reunion  be  their  reward.

Mr.  Chas.  W.  Cole,  Supt.  of  Schools: . 

Deab  Sib. —  Permit  me  to  present  a  matter  which  seems  to  de- 
mand serious  consideration.  The  streets  contiguous  to  School  Xo. 
8,  viz.,  Van  Zandt  and  Fulton,  seem  to  be  the  localities  most 
favored  by  the  numerous  Italians,  who  either  as  transients  or  a^ 
permanent  residents,  dwell  in  the  city.  From  these  streets  we  get 
quite  a  large  number  of  children  who  are  totally  unacquainted 
with  our  language  an$  who  need  especial  attention. 

My  1st  year  grade  consists  of  58  children,  and  there  are  on 
the  waiting  list  13  others  who  are  anxious  to  attend,  but  for  whom 
there  is  no  room  either  in  the  Kindergarten  or  1st  grade  room.  It 
seems  to  me  that  by  giving  half-day  sessions  to  this  room,  the 
difficulties  now  existing  would  be  largely  obviated. 

My  idea  would  be  to  place  the  13  who  are  waiting,  together  with 
18  now  in  the  room,  but  who  are  unable  to  work  with  the  ad- 
ditional 40  owing  to  their  ignorance  of  our  language,  in  a  class 
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by  themselves,  and  give  them  the  afternoon  session,  under  a 
teacher  to  be  appointed  temporarily,  or  until  we  can  observe  the 
working  of  the  plan,  and  leave  the  remaining  40  under  their 
present  teacher,  Miss  Murphy,  giving  them  the  forenoon,  or  from 
9  to  12.  This  plan  would  moreover  enable  me  to  properly  grade 
my  2d  and  3d  year  rooms,  as  children  were  crowded  into  them 
to  make  way  for  the  pressure  in  the  1st  year. 

Will  you,  sir,  bring  the  matter  before  the  Board  of  Education  ?
